Washington.  July  29. — Gen.  Carranza 
and  Provisional  President  Carbajal 
have  agreed  on  a  basis  for  tJie  arrange- 
ment of  peace  in  Mexico,  according  to 
a  message  received  here  today  by  Jose 
Castellot.  personal  representative  of 
Carbajal. 

Mr.  Castellot  showed  Secretary  Bryan 
his  late  advices  from  Mexico  City, 
which  stated  that  Gen.  Villar  and  Jus- 
tice AUende,  Carbajal's  two  delegates 
to  Carranza,  have  been  Instructed  to 
carry  out  in  detail  the  general  basis 
Of    peace    "already    agreed    upon." 

That  was  mterpreted  by  Mr.  Castellot 
to  mean  that,  through  private  channels 
and  through  Reglnaldo  Cepeda,  advance 
delegate  of  the  Carbajal  government, 
now  with  Gen.  Carranza,  a  definite 
understanding  has  betn  reached  for  a 
peaceful  tran.sfer  of  the  government  at 
Mexico  City  to  the  Constitutionalists. 
Aa  to  AiuneNty. 

With  respect  to  amnesty  and  guar* 
antees.  Gen.  Carranza,  it  is  understood, 
■will  promise  immunity  to  all  except 
those  directly  responsible  for  the  over- 
throw of  Madero.  Practically  all  those 
said  to  be  guilty  fled  Mexico,  and  that 
exception  will  not  be  opposed  by  the 
Carbajal   government. 

An  agreement  by  which  Zapata's 
forces  are  to  co-operate  with  the  Con- 
Btitutionalists  In  restoring  peace 
throughout  Mexico  has  been  Arranged 
by  delegates  at  Vera  Cruz  and  now  re- 
quires only  the  signatures  of  Carranza 
and   Zapata   before   being   made   public. 

A  definite  idea  of  Gen.  Villa's  Inten- 
tions is  expected  soon.

It  is  argued  in  official  circles  that  although  this  action  dangerously 
diminishes  the  chances  of  maintaining  European  peace,  it  does  not 
necessarily  imply  a  rupture  of  relations  between  Austria-Hungary 
and  Russia.  The  hope  still  is  expressed  that  some  European  power 
may  yet  succeed  in  bringing  about  an  understanding  between  those 

two  states. 

The  state  of  the  stock  market  in  London  showed  the  situation  was 
considered  grave.

Many   to   Be    Disappointed. 

A  Duluth  agent,  who  has  been  keep- 


ing In  close  touch  with  conditions  in 
the  Dakotas.  said  today  that  a  large 
number  of  men  would  be  disappointed 
by  starting  too  early.  According  to 
authentic  reports  he  said  that  in 
Southern  North  Dakota  the  wheat 
harvest  would  not  begin  before  Aug.. 
5  to  10  and  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  state  about  Aug.  15.  Despite  warn- 
ings he  said  men  rush  in  crowds  to 
that  state  every  year  before  the 
harvest  begins  and  are  left  there 
stranded  for  two  or  more  weeks  with- 
out work  or  funds.  A  great  many  try 
to  "beat"  their  way  on  the  frieghts  and 
waste  several  days,  which  might  be 
better  used  at  work  elsewhere.  Those 
who  wish  to  go.  he  said,  should  work 
In  Duluth  until  just  before  the  harvest 
opens  and  then  pay  their  fare,  saving 
much  time  and  risk,  getting  on  the 
ground  In  time  to  begin  work  at  once. 
Wheat    ThreMhlns    Begins. 

According  to  reports  from  Southern 
Minnesota  and  South  Dakota  the  wheat 
harvest  in  those  places  is  now  almost 
over.  South  Dakota,  it  Is  said,  is  well 
supplied  with  men  who  have  come  from 
Oklahoma.  Kansas  and  Nebraska  spring 
wheat  fields.  In  many  places  thresh- 
ing from  the  shock  is  now  on  in 
earnest.  ,  ^      .., 

In  the  meantime  employment  offices 
are  finding  It  Impossible  to  get  men 
to   fill  their  orders. 

EXTRA  CHARGE  FOR 
REFRIGERATOR  CARS

If  the  new  school  board  takes  the 
action  expected  of  it,  state  normal 
school  graduates  will  no  lonerer  be 
barred  from  teaching  In  the  Duluth 
schools  until  they  have  spent  a  year  In 
some  country  school  getting  "experi- 
ence." 

Under  the  rule  now  in  force  the  Du- 
luth school  board  refuses  to  accept 
graduates  of  the  state  normal  schools, 
but  instead  hires  many  of  its  teachers 
without  seeing  them,  on  written  rec- 
ommendations and  after  studying  their 
photographs.     After  the  young  women 

have  completed  the  education  the 
state  prescribes  for  teachers,  and  have 
the  diploma  which  entitles  them  to 
teach,  they  find  the  city  schools  closed 
to  them  until  they  have  had  a  year  of 
experience,  which  they  must  of  neces- 
sity get  in  some  rural  school.  Most  of 
the  young  women  have  spent  all  their 
surplus  funds  on  their  education,  and 
then  find  themselves  compelled  to  go 
to  the  country  for  a  year  and  get  ex- 
perience. The  young  women  them- 
selves and  the  normal  school  officers 
and  teachers  have  resented  this  rule 
keenly,  as  they  saw  that  if  every 
school  board  in  the  state  adopted  the 
same  rule,  it  would  bar  all  Minnesota 
norma?  school  graduates  from  teach- I 
ing  in  their  own  state.  The  condition  | 
would  then  be  presented,  they  claim, 
of  a  state  refusing  to  employ  the ! 
teachers  it  had  trained  until  they  went ' 
some  place  else  and  learned  how  to 
teach. 

ReMent    Subtitltate. 

J.  L.   Washburn,    resident   director   of 
the  normal  school  board,  took  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  school  board   in  a  let- 
ter written   on  July  18  and  read  at  the 
meeting  of  the  board.     As  a   result   of 
this     letter,     a     recommendation     was  j 
made  by  the  committee  on  schools  that  j 
normal    school    graduates    De    accepted  I 
as   substitute   teachers  and   teachers   In! 
outlying    schools.       This    substitute    Is  i 
rather   bitterly   resented.      It   is   argued  I 
that    the    board    does    not    necessarily  I 
have   to    employ    normal   school   gradu-  ! 
ates,   and  no  such  favoritism  is   asked, 
but    that    they    should    have    an    equal 
chance       before      the      committee      on 
schools  and     teachers     when     appoint- 
ments   are    made.      This    recommenda- 
tion, which  is  looked  on  by  the  gradu- 
ates   as    an    attempt      to      compromise, 
will  come  before  the  board  at  its  next 
meeting,  and  an  effort  will  be  made  to 
have  all  restrictions  removed,  and  nor- 
mal   school    graduates    made    available 
for   employment    if    they    meet    the    ap- 
proval of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Washburn's  letter  to  the  board 
and  the  reply  follow: 

"I  beg  to  bring  to  your  attention  an 
action  taken  by  your  honorable  body 
on  Sept.  1,  1911,  whereby  a  rule  was 
adopted  that  no  teacher  should  be  em- 
ployed in  the  schools  of  this  city  who 
was  without  one  or  more  years'  pre- 
vious experience.  This  rule,  I  believe, 
was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  4  to  3,  there 
being  seven  members  present. 
ReeoHMlderation. 

"Of  those  who  voted  In  the  affirma- 
tive, I  think  two  have  retired  from  the 
board  and  one  other  is  soon  to  retire 
and  of  those  who  voted  in  the  negative 
two  have  retired,  and  the  otlver  is 
probably  soon  to  retire.  Thus  leaving 
a    fair    situation,    it    seems    to    me,    in 


which  to  ask   for  a  further  considera- 
tion of   the  policy  thus  adopted. 

"There  are  in  this  city  many  young 
women  who  have  the  laudable  desire 
to  become  teachers  and  become  self- 
sustaining. 

•'They  perhaps  have  been  born  and 
reared  here  and  passed  through  the 
grade  schools. 

"They  take  a  four  years  high  school 
course  and  then  take  a  two  years 
course  of  normal  training  in  our  state 
normal  school,  than  which  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  a  better  training  school 
for  grade   teachers  anywhere. 

"Your  rule  says  to  these  young 
women,  'You  can  not  teach  in  our 
schools,  notwithstanding  all  this  pre- 
paration,  until  you  have  first  hiked 
to  the  country  or  some  small  outsidd 
town,  and  there  had  one  or  more 
years'  experience." 

"After  that,  if  you  engage  them  at 
all  I  think  you  do  so  at  the  large  com- 
pensation  of   $60   per  month. 

"During  my  service  on  the  committee 
on  schools  and  teachers  in  your  board 
every  year  there  was  elected  from  the 
graduating  class  of  the  normal  sehool 
those  whom  the  president  and  super- 
intendent of  the  training  schools  rec- 
ommended for  the  grade  schools  of 
this  city,  and  when  I  left  the  board  ot 
education  there  had  yet  to  be  recorded 
the  first   failure. 

Not   Jaatlfied. 

••It  does  seem  to  me  that  this  dis- 
crimination against  our  own  young 
people  is   wholly   unjustifiable. 

"From  my  observation  and  experi- 
ence the  schools  of  Duluth  have  much 
to  gain  by  having  these  young  earnest 
well  prepared  and  enthusiastic  teach- 
ers come  into  the  schools,  and  that  at 
whatever  figure  they  are  started  at 
the  increases  upon  merit  should  b« 
rapid  enough  so  that  they  need  not 
grow  gray  before  they  attain  a  living 
salary. 

"Moreover  many  of  these  young 
people  thus  fcwced  from  the  city  to  en- 
gage in  their  chosen  profession  never 
?ome  back  and  our  schools  are  de- 
prived of  their  services.  I  know  of 
plenty  of  such  cases. 

Rely   on   Photo^raphN. 

"The  method  by  which  those  en- 
gaged in  teaching  elsewhere  are  selected 
to  teach  here  is  quite  familiar  to  me. 
In  almost  all  cases  neither  the  super- 
intendent or  any  member  of  the  board 
has  any  personal  acquaintance  with 
the  applicants,  and  no  opportunity  to 
see  them  until  they  arrive  to  begin 
their  work.  Written  recommendations 
and  reports  and  photographs  which 
sometimes  resemble  the  originals  are 
relied    upon    in    making   the   selections. 

"I  have  patiently  examined  these  In 
years  past  by  the  hundred. 

"The  likelihood  of  securing  good 
teachers  by  such  means  Is  not  greater 
than  when  we  take  those  who  have 
been  educated  here,  trained  here  for 
teaching  and  who  can  be  seen  before 
being  employed.  It  might  well  be  men- 
tioned also  that  experience  In  rural 
schools  Is  so  different  In  character 
from  that  In  grade  schools  that  you 
are  quite  wont  to  give  little  weight  to 
It  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  This 
also  detracts  from  the  value  of  the  rule 
which  you  have  adopted. 

"I  trust  this  rule  will  be  rescinded 
and  that  a  different  policy  will  be 
adopted,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  a  due 
consideration  of  the  matter  will  so  re- 
sult. 

"Believe  me  always  in  sympathy  with 
the  disinterested  work  you  are  doing 
and  the  unselfish  service  you  ara  rend- 
ering to  the  people  of  the  district  and 
to    be    always,    sincerely    yours, 

J.   L.  WASHBURN." 

The   reply   follows: 

"My  Dear  Mr.  Washburn:  "I  beg  to 
advise  you  that  your  letter  with  refer- 
ence to  qualifications  of  teachers  em- 
ployed in  the  Duluth  public  schools  was 
presented  to  the  board  at  its  last  reg- 
ular meeting,  and  a  motion  was  made 
and  seconded  that  the  rule  adopted 
Sept.  1,  1911,  be  rescinded.

Acquittal   Is    Followed    By 

Fights   Among 

Lawyers. 

Political  Effect  of  Decision 

May  Be  Far-Reach- 

ing. 


Paris.  July  29— Madame  Henriette 
Caillaux  was  last  night  actjuitted  by  a 
jury  in  the  court  of  assizes  of  the  wil- 
ful murder  on  March  16  last,  of  Gaston 
Calmette,  editor  of  the  Figaro.  The 
verdict  was  returned  after  fifty  min- 
utes'   deliberation. 

The  announcement  was  followed  by 
the  wildest  tumult.  Mme.  Caillaux 
staggered,  and  then .  threw  her  arms 
about  the  neck  of  her  counsel.  Fer- 
nand  Labori.  Her  hair  was  undone, 
falling  over  her  shoulders,  and  her  hat 
dropped  to  the  floor.  The  spectators 
stood  upon  desks  and  chairs.  "Cail- 
laux! Labori!"  and  cries  of  "Caillaux. 
assassin!"   merged   into  one. 

Lawyers    Came    to    Blown. 

The  din  was  deafening.  Several 
groups  of  barristers  came  to  blows 
and  the  republican  guards,  in  an  en- 
deavor to  separate  them,  joined  in  the 
melee.  The  spectacle  of  Labori  a"nd 
Chenu,  the  latter  counsel  for  the  Cal- 
mette family,  embracing  each  other 
calmed  the  tumult  for  a  moment,  but 
it  was  redoubled  when  they  left  with 
Mme.    Caillaux. 

Failing   to    make   himself    heard,    the 


presiding  judge,  followed  by  the  other 
judges,  marched  out  of  the  room.  The 
advocates  took  complete  possession  of 
the  court;  some  of  them  mounted  the 
judge's  desks  and  harangued  the 
crowd.  The  guards  then  cleared  a  por- 
tion of  the  room  and  comparative  quiet 
was  restored.  Judge  Albanel  then  re- 
turned and  read  the  judgment,  order- 
ing the  release  of  Mme.  Caillaux. 
Crlra    of    '•Mardereaa.'* 

Shaken  with  emotion,  Mme.  Caillaux 
left  by  the  witnesses'  door,  guards 
making  a  lane  through  the  crowd.  She 
covered  her  face  with  her  hands  as  if 
to  shield  herself  from  the  furious 
cries  of  "murderess."  By  way  of  a 
number  of  narrow  corridors  and  back 
staircases,  she  reached  a  small  side 
door  in  the  Palace  of  Justice,  where 
an  automobile  was  waiting,  and  drove 
off  unobserved.  M.  Caillaux  left  by 
the  main  entrance,  on  the  arm  of  his 
devoted  friend.  Deputy  Pascal  Ceccaldi, 
amW    mingled    cheers    and    hoots. 

Thus  ended  tlie  most  sensational 
trial  in  years,  and  the  effects  cannot 
be  foretold. 

Demonstrations   against  the  Caillaux 
verdict  occurred    In   several   places    last 
night.      There   were   shouts   of   derision 
and   cries   of   "down   with   Caillaux." 
Mob    WaM    DlMordvrly.         , 

In  one  section  the  mob  became  so 
disorderly  that  mounted  republican 
guards  were  hastily  summoned  to  as- 
sist the  police  in  quelling  the  disturb- 
ances. A  large  number  of  police  and 
rioters  were  injured  and  many  arrests 
were  made. 

Maurice  and  Jean  Rostand,  sons  of 
the  dramatist,  were  among  those  tak- 
en   into   custody. 

The  Figaro  office  also  was  the  scene 
of  a   demonstration. 

The  Figaro  comments  bitterly  upon 
the  acquittal,  calling  It  "the  verdict  of 
shame  and  the  greatest  scandal  of  our 
epoch."  The  paper  follows  this  with 
an  article  on  Gaston  Calmette,  head- 
ed  "In  Memoriam."

Twenty-five  Miles  on 

Stretcher. 

Port    Smith,    Ark.,    July    29 Carried 

by  twenty-three  companions  In  an  Im- 
provised stretcher  a  distance  of  twen- 
ty-five miles  through  ranges  of  the 
wildest  mountains  in  Western  Arkan- 
sas and  Eastern  Oklahoma,  Johnson 
Young,  27  years  old,  of  Mount  Ster- 
ling. Ky..  a  civil  engineer  employed 
by  the  United  States  geological  sur- 
vey, has  arrived  here  and  won  a  race 
against    death. 

The  trip  began  at  Smithville,  Okla., 
Monday  evening  and  ended  at  Hat- 
field, Ark.,  the  nearest  railway  station, 
twenty-five  miles  away.  For  thirty- 
one  days  Young  lay  in  the  camp  of 
his  surveying  party,  suffering  from 
typhoid  fever.  Monday  his  fever 
leaped  to  104  degrees.  A  physician 
said  he  had  twenty-four  hours  to  live 
unless  he  reached  a  hospital  and  a  trip 
by  wagon  would  be  fatal.  Hastily 
constructing  a  stretcher  out  of  a  dog 
cart.  Chief  Engineer  J.  C.  Herpending 
organized  the  surveying  squad  Inte  re- 
lay parties  of  four,  which  crossed  the 
Kiamichi  mountains,  forded  three  tur- 
bulent mountain  streams  and  landed 
Young  at  Hatfield  seven  hours  after 
the  journey  began.  There  he  was 
placed   on  a  train  for  Fort  Smith.

*  Brainerd,  Minn.,  July  29. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  assessment  of  $19,- 
000,000,  placed  by  Crow  Wing  county 
assessors  upon  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty of  the  county,  has  been  swelled 
by  the  county  board  of  .equalization  to 
$23,000,000.  Th»  highest  valuation 
placed  on  a  property  is  $3,600,000,  on 
the  Rowe   mine  at  Riverton. 

The  Armour  No.  2  and  Inland  St«el 
company  mines  were  assessed  at 
$1,000,000  each.  While  the  increased

A.  a.  McKnight,  attorney  for  Henry 
Rlnes  in  the  recount  proceedings,  in  a 
communication  to  The  Herald,  rather 
bitterly  a.ssails  the  editorial  stand 
taken  by  the  News  Tribune  this  morn- 
ing.     Mr.   McKnight's   letter  follows: 

"The    vicious    attack     made     by    the 
News    Tribune    this     morning    on     Mr.  I 
Rlnes  calls  for  a  statement  of  the  real , 
situation    as   disclosed    by    the    recount 
in  St.  Louis   county. 

"In  the  state  ballot  In  St.  Louis 
county  there  were  three  candidates 
for  governor,  three  for  state  auditor, 
two  for  treasurer,  two  for  attorney 
general,  two  for  clerk  of  the  supreme 
court,  four  for  railroad  and  warehouse 
commissioner,  and  two  for  member  of 
congress. 

"The  only  mistakes  made  In  rotation 
were  In  placing  the  name  of  Eberhart 
twice  as  many  times  in  the  upper  col- 
umn as  Lee's  name  appeared  and  giv- 
ing Preus  the  same  advantage  over 
Rlnes.  Another  significant  fact  Is  that 
Mr.  Preus*  name  never  appeared  in 
the  lower  column  at  all.  when  it  should 
have  appeared   once   In   three   times. 

"As  to  the  counting  of  the  ballots 
themselves  the  recount  showed  an  ac- 
tual gain  of  98  votes  for  Mr.  Rines 
over  Mr.  Preus.  There  were  two  mis- 
takes made  In  Mr.  Rines'  favor,  one 
by  the  county  canvassing  board  in  re- 
porting a  '3'  for  a  '7'  which  made  a 
difference  of  forty,  and  the  other  by 
the  judges  of  a  precinct  in  transposing 
their  figures,  which  made  a  difference 
of  thirty-three,  which  cannot  be  laid 
to  errors  in  counting  the  ballots.  These 
figures  added  to  the  net  gain  made  by 
Rlnes  show  a  total  difference  in  the 
count    of    ninety-eight    votes. 

"While  this  In  Itself  is  not  so  re- 
markable, yet  the  fact  that  over  10 
per  cent  of  the  actual  vote  cast  was 
not  counted  would  surely  justify  any 
candidate  In  asking  for  a  recount. 
Surely  every  candidate  is  entitled  to 
have  every  vote  cast  honestly  counted, 
and  the  shame  of  this  situation  is  that 
Mr.  Rines  Is  compelled  to  spend  money 
to  have  this  done. 

"It  is  the  state's  duty  to  furnish  an 
honest  ballot  and  a  fair  count,  and  the 
state  has  failed,  as  far  as  St.  Louis 
county  Is  concerned.  In  both  of  these 
particulars. 

"Instead  of  lambasting  the  man  who 
is  trying  to  have  every  ballot  honestly 
counted,  he  should  be  encouraged  in 
doing  this  even  by  Mr.  Preus  and  his 
friends.  To  condemn  him  In  this  Is  to 
encourage    the   countini^   of   ballots   in 


the   future   by   the   methods   that   have 
made  Tammany  Hall  notorious. 

"It  Is  too  late  now  to  enter  into  any 
discussion  as  to  the  relative  merits  of 
tlie  two  candidates  for  state  auditor. 
The  only  question  Is  that  of  counting 
the  votes  which  each  has  received  and, 
while  that  work  is  being  done,  it  is 
entirely  unnecessary  to  make  any  at- 
tack on  either  of  the  candidates,  such 
as  was  made  by  the  News  Tribune  this 
morning."

INDIFFERENT 

Editor  Says  Less  Than  100 

Will  Go  From  This 

County. 


President  of  Servian  So- 
ciety Says  His  Country- 
men Are  Aroused. 


IS  A  LAND  OF 
MANYJONGUES 

Editor  of  Slovenian  Paper 

Tells  of  Conditions  in 

Austria. 


Military    Service  Is  Com- 
pulsory in  the  Austro- 
Hungarian  Empire. 


As  nearly  as  the  sentiment  can  be 
learned  from  talking  with  prominent 
Auetrians  and  Servians  in  Duluth,  the 
former  are  not  viewing  their  country's 
attitude  with  favor  and  are  inclined  to 
sympathize  with  Servia,  while  the  pa- 
triotism of  the  Servians  has  been 
aroused. 

There  are  exceptions  to  both  rulea, 
of  course,  but  the  general  sentiment 
of  the  Austrians  seems  to  be  that  the 
war  was  not  justified  on  Austria's  part, 
that  it  is  one  of  aggrandizement,  and 
many  of  them  are  moreover  Servians 
by   birth   or  descent. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Servians  feel 
that  their  country  is  being  invaded, 
and  there  is  always  -the  hope  of  a 
great  Slav  empire  in  the  Balkans. 

Official  notice  to  Austro-Hungarlans 
in  the  United  States  subject  to  .-nili- 
tary  service  In  their  native  country, 
calling  them  to  the  colors,  was  being 
sent  throughout  the  country  today  by 
the  Austro-Hungarian  ambassador  ut 
Washington.  The  call  notifies  all  Aus- 
tro-Hungarlans in  the  United  States 
that  the  emperor  has  ordered  a  "par- 
tial mobilization."  and  under  Its  terni.s, 
according  to  the  Austro-Hungarl.iq 
embassy,  reservists  belonging  to  eignt 
army  corps  must  Immediately  make  ar- 
rangements to  go  home  and  take  up 
arms. 

In  spite  of  the  free  fare  offered  by 
Emperor  Franz  Joseph  of  Austria- 
Hungary  to  all  Austrians  living  in  the 
United  States  in  his  general  mobilisa- 
tion order  and  his  declaration  of  par- 
don to  deserters  of  the  army,  but  few 
from  Duluth  and  St.  Louis  county  will 
join  the  colors  at  this  time,  it  Is  be- 
lieved. 

Slajoiity  Arc  Naturalised. 
William  Brunschmid,  editor  of  the 
Nardoni  Vestnlk,  the  largest  Slovenian 
semi-weekly  newspaper  in  America, 
which  Is  published  in  Duluth.  said  this 
morning  that  not  100  Austrians  will 
leave  St.  Louis  county  for  the  Austrian 
frontier.  In  the  first  place,  he  said, 
three-fourths  of  the  Austrians  are  al- 
ready naturalized  and  don't  need  to 
join  the  army,  while  a  majority  of  the 
remainder  are  not  at  all  in  sympathy 
with   their  government. 

"The  majority  of  the  Austrian  Slavic 
subjects,"  said  Mr.  Brunschmid  this 
morning,  "see  a  great  wrong  done 
Servia  by  the  proclamation  of  war  on 
account  of  the  murder  of  Crown 
Prince  Franz  Ferdinand  and  his  mor- 
ganatic wife  by  a  youth  of  Servian 
religion,  who,  however,  was  a  subject 
of  Austria.  The  murder  took  place  on 
Aast  'ian  soil,  while  the  murderer  him- 
self is  a  subject  of  Emperor  Franz 
Joseph. 
>-  Austrian  Attitude  Unfair. 

"If  that  murder  is  a  provocation  for 
war,  why  then  did  not  Austria  declare 
war  against  Italy,  when  the  Italian 
anarchist  Luccheny  killed  Empress 
Elizabeth  of  Austria  in  1898  In  Genf, 
Switzerland.  That  happened  In  anoth- 
er land  and  by  an  Italian,  yet  nothing 
was  done  by  our  government.  Servia 
has  been  greatly  wronged  and  she  has 
our  sympathy.  Servia  Is  still  a  pro- 
tectorate of  Russia,  and  If  Austria 
g033  too  far,  Russia  surely  won't  rest, 
but  will  do  its  duty  and  protect  the 
existence  of  the  little  Slav  kingdom 
on  the  Danube." 

Most  of  the  Austrians  living  in  Du- 
luth and  St.  Louis  county  hope  that 
Russia  will  not  Interfere.  In  that 
event,  they  believe  the  war  will  not 
amount  to  much  and  in  all  probability 
would  last  but  a  short  time,  as  the 
larger  powers  would  eventually  step 
In    and   stop    It. 

Servians  ArouHrd. 
Louis  Vukosav,  5602  Raleigh  street, 
president  of  the  Duluth  lodge,  Serv- 
ian Society  of  America,  says  that 
many  of  his  countrymen  have  ex- 
pressed the  desire  to  return  to  fight 
for  their  country  and  that  some  of 
those  than  can  afford  to  do  so  will  go 
and   pay   their  own   expenses. 

Mike  Lalich,  employed  on  one  of  the 
railroad  crews  in  West  Duluth,  said  he 
was  going  home  to  fight  for  his  coun- 
try if  he  was  needed,  even  if  be  had 
to  pay  his  own  tran.^portatlon.  Vasso 
Calich,  an  employe  of  Vukosav,  said 
he  would  go  If  he  were  furnished  the 
necessary    means    of    transportation. 

Many  of  the  Servians  and  Austrians 
are  employed  at  the  Zenith  Furnace 
company's  plant  but  there  has  been  no 
friction  between  the  subjects  of  the 
warring  countries.  Several  men  from 
provinces  under  the  rule  of  Austria 
have  said  that  they  were  not  interest- 
ed in  the  war  because  their  allegiance 
was  forced  on  them  when  Austria  took 
over  the   provinces. 

NO  INQUIRY  FOR 

TICKETS  YET 


Steamship    Offices    Have 

Sold  No  Transportation 

to  Returning  Soldiers, 

An  Inauiry  at  the  various  railroad 
offices  today  brought  out  the  fact  that 
there  has  as  yet  been  no  Inquiry  for 
tickets  to  the  old  country.  One  of 
the  staff  at  a  downtown  railroad  office 
stated  that  one  Austrian  had  come  in 
to  inquire  of  the  steamship  fare  to  his 
native  land,  but  this  was  an  Isolated 
case. 

When  the  war  broke  out  in  the  Bal- 
kans there  was  a  rush  for  tickets  by 
the  Greeks  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
In  the  event  of  Russia  taking  a  hand 
In  the  war  It  is  expected  that  Austrians 
and  Servians  here  will  take  a  much 
greater  Interest  in   the   conflict. 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  Austria-Hun- 
gary has  no  language  of  its  own  and 
that  there  are  seventeen  different 
tongues  there,  an  explanation  of  the 
relations  of  the  different  provinces  In 
Central  Europe  by  William  Brun- 
schmid, editor  of  the  Narodni  Vestnlk, 
the  largest  Slovenian  semi-weekly 
newspaper  in  America,  which  Is  pub- 
lished in  Duluth  at  this  time  Is  Interest- 
ing, in  view  of  the  impending  Euro- 
pean conflict. 

Mr.  Brunschmid's  explanation  fol- 
lows: 

"The  Slovenians  come  from  the  Aus- 
trian provinces  Carniola,  Styria,  Corln- 
thia  and  Kustenland.  The  largest  city 
is  Trieste  and  the  capital  city,  Lai- 
bach. 

"Croatians  come  from  Translaithania, 
including  the  provinces  Croatia  and 
Slovanla,  and  from  Cislaithanla,  includ- 
ing the  provinces  Dalmatla,  Bosnia  and 
Herzegovina. 

"Servians  come  from  Translaithania 
and  Cislaithanla,  practically  same  prov- 
inces as  the  Croatians  come  from.  This 
is  practically  one  nation,  the  main  dif- 
ference being  the  religion.  The  Croa- 
tians are  Roman  Catholics,  while  the 
Servians  belong  to  the  Orthodox 
church.  The  alphabet  is  also  differ- 
ent, the  Croatians  using  Latin  and  the 
Servians  the  Russian  alphabet.  These 
three  nations  speak  very  nearly  the 
same  language,  all  belonging  to  the 
southern    Slavonic   race. 

Many  Now  NaturallBed. 
"There  are  about  20,000  Slovenian* 
In  St.  Louis  county,  about  15,000  Croa- 
tians and  about  10,000  Austro-Servlans 
and  Servians.  There  are  about  4,000 
of  these  three  nations  In  Duluth. 
Three-fourths  of  these  are  naturalized 
and  consequently  are  not  subject  to 
Austria-Hungary.  There  are  not  more 
than  100  Austrians  who  will  leave  for 
the  front,  in  my  opinion,  from  St. 
Louis  county,  even  though  their  fare 
will  be  paid  for  them  by  the  Austrian 
government." 

Austria-Hungary,  officially  designat- 
ed as  the  Austro-Hungarian  monarchy, 
is  a  dual  sovereignty  which  embraces 
the  empire  of  Austria  and  the  kingdom 
of  Hungary.  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina, 
previous  to  1878  embraced  within  the 
Turkish  empire,  have  been  virtually  In- 
corporated in  Austria-Hungary.  The 
seat  of  government  of  Austria  and  the 
capital  of  the  monarchy  as  a  whole 
is  Vienna.  Budapest  is  the  capital  of 
Hungary. 

No  Anntrlaa  Language. 
The  population  of  the  Austro-Hun- 
garian empire  is  more  than  60,000,000, 
German  speaking  inhabitants  consti- 
tuting nearly  one-fourth.  There  is  no 
such  thing  as  an  Austrian  language. 
Between  one-fifth  and  one-sixth  of  the 
people  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  empire 
speak  Hungarian  and  the  various  Slav- 
ic nationalities  comprise  the  remain- 
der. 

The  Slavic  languages  are  closely  re- 
lated. The  Slavic  nationalities  which 
comprise  the  monarchy  are  the  Czechs 
or  Bohemians,  Croatians,  Slovenians, 
Bosniaks  and  Serbs.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  monarchy  are 
Roman  Catholics  and  the  remainder 
are  Greek  Orthodox,  Jewish  and  Mo- 
hammedan. 

The  two  halves  of  the  monarchy. 
Austria  and  Hungary,  are  independent 
of  each  other,  pos.«»es8ing  each  its  own 
constitution,  legislature  or  parliament, 
and  executive  for  most  state  affairs. 
Francis  Joseph,  emperor  of  Austria, 
however,  is  also  king  of  Hungary  and 
ruler  of  the  other  Austro-Hungarian 
states.  The  bond  of  union  is  a  com- 
mon dynasty  and  a  close  and  intimate 
political  alliance.  The  present  dual 
agreement  has  existed  since  1867. 
CompnlHory  Ser^-lce. 
Military  service  Is  universally  com- 
pulsory in  the  Austro-Hunpary  mon- 
archy. Every  young  man  who  attains 
the  age  of  twenty  years  must  report 
for  military  duty  and  the  law  of  the 
land  is  that  he  must  not  marry  bo- 
fore  that  time  unless  he  gets  a  special 
permit  from  the  authorities.  On  a 
peace  footing  the  forces  amount  to 
about  315,000  officers  and  men,  exclu- 
sive of  the  special  forces  of  Austria 
and  Hungary. 

In  time  of  war  it  is  estimated  that 
the  total  armies,  by  drafting  In  the  re- 
serves, amount  to  2.234,000  officers  and 
men.  The  navy,  which  was  organized 
chiefly  for  coast  defense,  consists  of 
about  fifteen  battleships,  eleven  cruis- 
ers, and  ninety  or  more  torpedo  boats. 
The  chief  naval  station,  strongly  forti- 
fied. Is  Pola,  but  Trieste  also  serves  as 
a  naval  base. 

"No  diplomat  on  the  European  con- 
tinent." said  LJubo  Bogeclvich,  "will  at- 
tempt to  say  just  what  the  outcome  of 
the  conflict  will  be  provided  Rus.^ia- 
steps  in.  It  would  not  be  at  all  sur- 
prising if  it  would  ultimately  end  in 
the  splitting  up  of  the  Austro-Hun- 
gari.an  empire,  and  this  might  me«»n 
that  the  dream  of  the  Slavic  people 
might  be  realized. 

"It   has  long  been   the  dream  of  the 
Slavic    nationalities    to    have    a    South 
Slavonic    republic    or    kingdom      which  \ 
would  comprise  Croatia.   Slavonla.  Dal-  j 
matla.  Bosnia.  Herzegovina.   Tstr'a  and  i 
Carniola.  now  embraced  by  the  Austm-  , 
Hungarian  empire.   If  this  was  brought  i 
about    Germany    would    take    back    the 
German    sneaking   countries   and     Hun- 
erary  would  aeain  become  an  independ- 
ent   kingdom."

from  banker*  to  boaxd  of  trade  hoiuses 
that  extreme  caution  was  necessary, 
and  that  no  undue  risks  be  taken,  re- 
sulted today  in  calming  the  excitement 
that  yesterday  bad  such  unusual  reaHlts 
in  the  way  of  teaming  prices  toward  the 
zenith.

Farming    In     Changing. 

That  a  great  change  In  the  business 
of  North  Dakota  farmers  Is  Imminent, 
Mr.  Williams  Is  convinced. 

"I  spent  a  day  at  the  Fargo  fair,"  h* 
said  today,  'and  one  cannot  see  any- 
where a  better  exhibit  of  produce  of  fi 
farming  countr>-.  Farmers  are  well 
flxid  financially  and  lots  of  them  were 
at  the  fair  purchasing  blooded  stock. 
both  'n  horses  and  cattle;  and  there 
were  some  of  the  finest  specimens  of 
each  on  exhibition  there  that  I  have 
ever  seen.  I  predict  that  those  who 
know  North  Dakota  now  will  scarce- 
ly know  it  five  years  from  now,  for  It 
will  then  be  a  state  of  diversified 
farming,  and  not  dependent  on  wheat 
al^ne  as  at  present.  The  farmers  are 
turnin.?  to  that  change  even  now,  and 
the  bankers  of  North  Dakota  are  do- 
ing everything  they  possibly  can  to 
fo.iter  that  feeling  and  encourage  the 
farmers  to  get  into  diversified  farming 
arl  dair>-lng.  The  ground  cannot, 
forever,  produce  erood,  strong  wheat, 
a.ni  :nust  have  rejuvenation  In  other 
things.  One  should  see  the  alfalfa 
fields  of  North  Dakota.  The  second 
crop  Is  already  two  feet  high  and  so 
thick  that  one  can  throw  a  hat  and  it 
will  be  held  on  the  waving  alfalfa. 
The  country  Is  a  natural  dairying 
countr>',  and  that  Is  what  It  Is  coming 
to. 

"Duiuth  Is  going  to  feel  the  pros- 
perity that  the  Dakotas  are  about  to 
enjoy,  in  a  way  that  has  not  been  felt 
here  before  from  a  great  crop."

If  the  threatened  strike  of  the  en- 
ginemen  on  the  ninety-eight  railroads 
In  the  West  is  called  tt  will  affect 
about  1,2^  men  in  Dalath,  directly,  and 
about  1.800  others  indirectly,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  general   public. 

There  are  about  6W  engineers  and 
&0()  firemen  here  who  will  be  called 
out  if  the  strike  Is  declared.  Thla 
would  tie  up  the  six  big  lines  entering 
Duiuth  and  throw  train  men  and  yard 
men,  to  the  number  of  about  1.800  out 
of  work. 

This  would  cost  the  Duiuth  engi- 
neers, collectively,  $75,900  per  month,

When  Rose  Stroik^  became  the  wife 
of  Frank  Stroik,  eleV^n  years  ago.  nt 
Ashland,  Wis.,  she  was  a  girl  of  13  and 
he  was  twenty  yeara  her  senior,  ac- 
cording to  the  story  which  she  related 
to  Judge  Daiicer  in  the  district  court 
this  morning,  where  she  appeared  as 
plaintiff  in  a  contested  divorce  action. 

A  long  and  unusual  tale  of  abuse  was 
recited  by  tlie  young  wife.  The  course 
of  cruel  treatment,  she  said,  had  ex- 
tended over  practically  all  of  her  mar- 
ried life,  and  according  to  her  story, 
she  knew  few  happy  moments.  She 
declared  that  on  numerous  occasions 
he  struck,  beat  and  threw  furniture 
and  dishes  at  her.  In  •ddiUon,  slie  tes- 
tified, he  called  her  vHe  Aanies. 

Twice  she  had  him  'arrested  for  is- 
sault.  Oh  the  first  occasion  he  pleuded 
guilty  and  was  fined,  apd  the  second 
time  the  charge  was  dismissed.  She 
also  claimed  that  he  was  an  habitual 
drunkard  and  asserted  that  after  lie 
had  compelled  her  to  r8up"port  hersef. 
he   had  stolen  a  portion  of  her  wages. 

Mrs.  Stroik  finished  her  testimony 
this  morning  and  after  other  witnesses 
were  put  on  the  stand  to  corroborate 
her  story,  the  plaintiffs  rested.  Stroik, 
who  is  contesting  the  case  and  suing 
for  a  divorce  on  a  cross  bill  in  which 
he  also  claims  cruelty,  will  tell  his 
story  this  afternoon. 

Stroik  admits  having  struck  his 
wife  liyhtly  several  times  and  to  have 
thrown  dishes  at  her  but  alleges  that 
he  had  been  provoked  beyond  endur- 
ance. He  also  admitted  having  taken 
his  children  into  a  saloon  to  get  a 
drink  of  "pop,"  but  denied  that  he 
gave   them   intoxicants   to   drink. 

Stroik  in  hl«  answer  aud  counter- 
claim alleges  tbat  his  wjfe  is  of  a 
nagging  diEposition  and  is  incessant- 
ly picking  quarrels  with  him  and  de- 
clares that  his  treatmeai  of  her  has 
ever  been  kind  and  consld^ate  except 
when  she  provoked  him  beyond  en- 
durance. He  also  aUh$es  that  she  has 
been  in  the  habit  of  ^olng  to  public 
dances  and  posing  as  "Miss  Adams,"  a 
single    woman. 

The  custody  of  the  two  children, 
qharles,  10,  and  Sylvester,  6.  is  in  dis- 
pute. Mrs.  Stroik  started  a  suit 
against  her  husband  back  in  1910  but 
abandoned  the  action  after  a  reconcili- 
ation   had    been    effected.

Another  instance  of  an  unhappy 
child-marriage  was  related  by  Victoria 
Atol  Ryia,  15-year-old  wife  of  James 
J.  Ryia,  who  is  seeking  a  dIvorGe  on 
the  ground  of  cruelty  in  a  contested 
action  which  is  being  heard  today  be- 
fore Judge  Cant.  The  Ryia  divorce 
case  is  one  of  a  number  of  recent  in- 
cidents in  the  Atol-Ryla-Abalan  family 
feud.  All  of  the  principals  are  mem- 
bers of  the  local  Syrian  colony. 

On  the  witness  stand  this  morning, 
the  child-wife  who  becatine  the  bride  of 
Ryia  on  Aug.  24  last,  described  in 
some  detail  the  eventi  ot  her  short 
wedded  career.  She,  cald  that  she 
knew  Ryia  about  a  year  and  a  half 
before  they  were  married  but  that  he 
had  courted  her  only  about  five  weeks, 
during  which  time  he  had  taken  her 
out  on  two  occasions,  once  to  the  Em- 
press theater  and  once  to  the  Happy 
hour  playhouse,  she  said.  ,Ryia  is  23 
years   old. 

Wedding  vows  were  hardly  cold  on 
his  lips,  according  to  the  story  which 
she  related,  before  he  started  to  abuse 
her.  "I  don't  believe  that  a  day 
passed  that  he  didn't  glye  me  a  slap," 
she  said.  She  recited  <ftie  instance 
where  he  had  sent  her'46  the  store  to 
get  some  canned  beans* for  supper.  In- 
censed because  she  ha«  purchased  two 
cans'  of  beans  instead  of  one,  he  hit 
her  on  the  nose,  she  said,  until  it  bled,  i 

She  also  testified  that  when  she 
cooked  coffee  he  was  sure  .to  want  tea 
and  that  when  she  wanted  tea,  he 
wanted  coffee.  "One  day,  I.  wanted  to 
be  sure  to  please  him,  so  I  made  both. 
Then  he  choked  me  for  being  extrav- 
agant," she  said.  Three  weeks  after 
their  marriage  she  went  back  to  live 
with  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Charles 
Atol.  An  action  for  divorce  was  start- 
ed, but  after  a  month  a  reconciliation 
was  effected  and  they  started  to  live 
together    again. 

She  claimed  that  he  again  started 
in  to  misuse  and  maltreat  her.  She 
alleges   that  at   that  time  he  spoke  of 


her  as  being  a  slave  and  that  no  mat- 
ter what  he  did  to  her  she  could  not 
complain  to  her  parents.  Other  in- 
stances of  cruelly  were  recited.  This 
afternoon  Ryia  is  expected  to  take  the 
stand  and  deny  the  charges  of  cruelty. 
Ryia  recently  obtained  a  verdict  for 
$460  against  his  wife's  parents  for  al- 
leged alienation  of  the  girl's  affections.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Zylpha 
Ritter,  28,  defendant  in  a  contested  di- 
vorce action  brought  by  her  husband, 
Benjamin  Ritter,  39,  was  not  in  court 
when  the  case  came  on  for  trial  before 
Judge  Dancer  this  morning,  her  attor- 
ney, C.  C.  Teare,  secured  consent  of 
the  court  to  hold  the  c£Lse  open  for 
her    testimony. 

Ritter  took  the  stand  and  testified 
that  his  wife  had  deserted  him  more 
than  a  year  ago  and  asked  for  a  de- 
cree of  divorce  on  that  ground.  He  is 
also  seeking  the  custody  of  their  two 
children,  Mabel,  10,  and  Burt,  7,  who 
are  now  being  cared  for  at  the  home 
of  his  mother-in-law  on  a  farm  near 
Forreston,  Minn.

is  the  girl  harder  to  manage.  She 
seems  like  a  child  to  her  parents.  In- 
deed, she  is  a  child,  but  within  her  is 
stirring  the  womanhood  she  is  bound 
to  attain.  She  is  a  puzzle  to  herself 
and  a  trial  to  her  parents.  She  needs 
love  and  sympathy,  a  firm  hand  to 
guide  her  and  watchfulness  unrelent- 
ing, although  it  should  be  tempered 
with    judgment   and    leniency. 

The  growing  age  which  follows  fast 

after  childhood  is  the  erucial  one,  and 
the  mother  need  not  think  she  can  af- 
ford to  be  less  watchful  simply  be- 
cause she  can  trust  her  children  not 
to  fall  and  bump  their  heads  once  they 
are  out  of  her  sight.

"LOCALIZING   THE  CONFLICT." 

European  peace  attempts  are  di- 
rected toward  "localizing  the  con- 
flict." 

A  fire  breaks  out  in  a  building.  The 
first  attempt  is  to  put  it  out.  When 
it  is  plain  that  that  can't  be  done,  the 
fire  department  bends  its  efforts  to- 
ward confining  it— to  the  building  in 
which  it  started  or  to  the  building  or 


This  means  that  the  market  figures  j  two  to  which  it  has  spread— thus  sav- 
ing other  near  by  buildings. 

That's  what  "localizing  the  con- 
flict" means. 

A  bad  fire  i3  a  hard  thing  to  con- 
fine, and  a  war  that  may  indirectly 
involve  most  of  the  nations  of  Europe 
is  a  hard  thing  to  localize. 

Austrian  against  Serb,  Teuton 
against  Slav,  means  more  than  Aus- 
tria against  Servia.  It  ia  a  deep  stir- 
ring of  racial  antagonism  and  of  greed 
for  territory  that  may  fill  the  pot  of 
war  with  a  bitter  concoction  of  con- 
tinent-wide misery  and  woe. 


that  war  will  lay  waste  ripening  fields, 
that  war  will  stop  harvests  and  ab- 
sorb the  harvesters,  that  war  will 
paralyze  Europe's  production  of  food. 

We  all  hate  to  see  war.  It  will  kill 
many,  maim  many,  bereave  many.  It 
will  weigh  Europe  down  with  a  new 
war  debt,  and  will  leave  her  with 
thousands  fewer  producers  to  meet  it 
with  the  fruits  of  their  toil.  It  will 
hail  bullets  and  rain  fire  in  Europe 
for  months,  and  when  it  is  over  woe 
and  misery  and  suffering  and  starva- 
tion will  brood  over  the  desolation 
that  it  leaves. 

But  it  is  an  ill  wind  that  blows  no- 
body good,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  we  should  overlook  the  rift  in 
the  clouds — the  glimpse  of  their  silver 
lining. 

If  a  ten-cent  gain  in  the  price  of 
wheat  should  hold  till  a  nine-hundred- 
million-bushel  crop  is  marketed,  the 
American  farmer  would  profit  to  the 
enormous  extent  of  ninety  millions  of 
dollars. 

That  he  would  profit  at  Europe's 
bitter  cost  is  true,  but  the  profit  would 
be  none  the  less  certain  for  that.

THE  BASEBALL  CRISIS. 
There  are  persistent  reports  of  a 
marked  falling  off  in  public  interest 
in  the  big  league  ball  games,  accom- 
panied by  as  marked  a  falling  off  in 
attendance — hence  '  in   profits. 

There  is  much  talk  about  what  is 
causing  it,  with  many  dark  hints  at 
the  danger  of  "killing  the  goose  that 
lays  the  golden  eggs." 

There  is  no  question  what  the  trou- 
ble it. 

Baseball  always  has  been  commer- 
cialized, but  heretofore  the  sport  has 
been  on  top  and  the  money  more  or 
less  out  of  sight. 

Lately  the  players  and  the  mag- 
nates have  been  dragging  the  money 
part  out  into  the  center  of  the  stage 
and  turning  the  spot  light  upon  it. 
Nobody  could  miss  seeing  it,  and 
many  have  got  to  seeing  nothing  else. 
In  brief,  the  money  has  been  made 
too  obtrusive. 

Hence,  disgiist,  slackening  interest 
and  the  rest. 

The  crisis  will  be  passed  when  the 
players  and  the  magnates  get  sense 
enough  to  stop  their  sordid  squabbles 
over  the  money,  and  hustle  the  money 
bags  back  behind  the  scenes  again. 
We  can't  afford  to  lose  baseball.

And  when  those  Calllaux  trial  Judges 
come  to  fight  that  duel.  It  will  no 
doubt  be  a  significant  test  of  the  Ju- 
dicial temperament. 


One  passage  In  a  recent  article  of 
William  Allen  White's  may  well  be  pe- 
rused by  Prohibitionists  and  anti-Pro- 
hibitlonlats,  people  who  bellev*  In 
making  others  good  by  law,  and  peo- 
ple who  do  not,  and,  in  fact,  by  all 
kinds  and  shados  of  opinionated  hu- 
manity. It  has  an  idea  In  It.  a  40- 
horse  power,  191S  model,  Kansas-made 
idea. 

"A  state,  or  a  county,  or  a  city," 
says  William  Allan  White,  "sobering 
up,  getting  the  alcohol  out  of  its  sys- 
tem, goes  through  much  the  same  proc- 
ess under  the  prohibitory  law  that  a 
man  goes  through  when  he  swears  off 
with  a  mighty  oath.  When  the  man 
quits,  after  a  high  resolve  and  with 
more  or  less  emotion  connected  wltU 
the  performance,  whether  he  lapses  or 
not  depends  largely  on  the  man.  some- 
what on  the  attendant  circumstances 
of  his  renunciation,  and  a  little — but 
very  little — on  the  phraseology  of  his 
swearlng-off   pledge." 

Of  course,  the  prevalent  Idea  Is  that 
«,  law  prohibiting  people,  say,  from 
going  fishing  on  Sunday,  or  saying  un- 
kind things  about  their  neighbors, 
would  settle  the  matter  at  once.  Amer- 
icans are  accused  of  having  small  rev- 
erence for  law  In  the  abstract,  but 
they  have  a  wonderful  amount  of  faith 
in  a  law  In  the  concrete.  Once  a  law 
requiring  everybody  to  obey  the  ten 
commandments  Is  put  through  the  state 
legislature,  with  a  good  deal  of  de«- 
pertfte  opposition  and  filibustering 
from  those  who  don't  want  to  obey  the 
ten  commandments,  most  of  us  feel 
that  the  matter  Is  settled.  But,  as 
William  Allen  White  Indicates,  the 
matter  is  not  settled./  The  trouble  ha» 
Just  begun.  It  does  no  good  Just  to 
engrave  laws  on  Imitation  sheepskin, 
or  print  them  In  law  books,  except  to 
give  the  lawyers  a  chance  to  dig  them 
up  in  later  years  and  use  them  In  cases 
to  which  they  were  never  meant  to 
apply.  Laws  are  not  alive  until  they 
are  written  In  the  hearts  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

This  principle  has  a  far  wider  appli- 
cation, of  course,  than  William  Allen 
White  made  of  It  In  his  article,  which 
was  confined  to  the  subject  of  prohi- 
bition In  Kansaa.  The  fact  Is  that  in 
all  matters  of  moral  progress  we  have 
absolute  democracy,  for  the  evident 
reason  that  no-  delegated  officials  can 
legislate  a  people's  morality  up  or 
down  or  sideways;  and  no  force  of  po- 
lice, however  numerous,  and  no  Jails, 
however  strong,  can  drive  morality 
either  in  or  out.  That  result  has  to 
be  attained  by  a  process  of  educaUon. 
It  never  comes  about  In  a  moment,  or 
a  day,  or  a  year,  though  the  under- 
ground processes  of  many  years  may 
burst  out  Into  sight  In  a  day.  Just  as 
rivers  In  some  parts  of  the  world  flow 
out  full-grown  from  under  the  earth- 
Painful  as  It  may  be,  there  must  be 
some  actual  thinking  on  the  part  of 
us  all,  some  acquisitions  of  new  ideas, 
at  the  sacrifice  of  old  and  well-beloved 
ones,  before  there  is  moral  progress. 
There  Is  no  other  way.  This  Is  the 
lesson  of  tolerance.  We  cannot  blud- 
geon people  or  hate  people  Into  agree- 
ing with  us.  They  are  not  really  ame- 
nable to  any  law,  no  matter  what  we 
do  to  them,  until  they  are  persuaded, 
and  persuasion  Is  not  a  simple  matter 
of  getting  the  police  on  our  side.

The  Great  Lakes 


War  has  been  staved  off  more  than 
once  in  the  past  few  years;  there  is  still 
a  chance  tlytt  this  crisis  like  the  others 
may  be  averted.  Europe  was  saved  two 
years  ago  by  sacrificing  the  Balkan 
states;  Servia  may  this  time  be  the 
victim.  TflkftP  a  Httle  war  from 
spreading-itftd?  Is  the  object  which 
strains  the  energies  of  statesmen  to 
the  utmost;  It  explains  why  the  action 
of  the  powers  ttfuring  the  recent  wars 
so  often  ap|»«ared  cynical  and  unscrup- 
ulous. A  no  less  strenuous  effort  will 
be  made  to  limit  the  area  if  the  un- 
compromising attitude  of  Austria 
should  force  a  war  with  Servia.  The 
peril  is  possibly  no  greater  tl^an  it  was 
for  a  few  black  days  when  the  Scutari 
question  was  acute,  but  the  peril  then 
was  closer  than  is  generally  realized, 
and  it  was  not  disposed  of,  but  merely 
postponed. 

And  in  that  deadly  alignment  of  half 
Europe  against  the  other  half  lies  the 
real  peril;  It  matters  little  what  spark 
fires   the   magalttne.     The   pxvsent   con- 
troversy,   like    that      over      Scutari,    Is 
peculiarly  dangerous  because  it  is  In  a 
vital    spot,    at   a   point    on   that    great 
racial  frontier  which  is  like  the  faults 
in    the    earth's    crust    along    which    de- 
structive    earthquakes     run.       Between 
the  two  great  divisions  of  the  Slav  race 
stretches  an  alien  Intrusion  of  Teutons 
from  the  west  and  Magyars  from  Asia, 
holding  asunder,   but  with   steadily  In- 
creasing strain,  the  Russians  and  Poles 
at  the  North  and  Serbs  and  Croats  at 
the  South.     Great  as  has  been  the  Teu- 
tonic and  Magyar  ascendency.  It  Is  con- 
stantly being  threatened  by  the   enor- 
mous and  growing  bulk  of  the  Slavlo 
peoples,    the    most    numerous    and    the 
most  prolific  element  in  Europe.    Land- 
locked for  mg&s.  and  backward  because 
of    their    geographical    position,    these 
teeming  myriads  of  the  hinterland  are 
now  pushing  resolutely  to  the  sea,  and 
an     Irrepressible     conflict     has     begun; 
whether    it   can    be    settled    peacefully 
history  has  yet  to  reveal,  but  till  it  is 
settled,  every  moment  like  this  brings 
inevitable       disquietude        like       earth 
tremors  to  dwellers  on  the  slope  of  a 
vqlcano. 

For  If  war  Srhould  come,  the  general 
war  so  often  predicted,  so  often  avoided 
at  the  very  moment  when  it  seemed  in- 
evitable, it  would  be  such  a  huge  and 
hideous  war  as  has  never  yet  shaken 
this  old  and  blood-stained  planet.  It 
would  mean  -Iperhaps  6.000,000  men 
fighting  wlt^  deadly  modern  arms  along 
lines  stretching  for  thousands  of  miles, 
and  great  navies  of  dreadnoughts 
going  to  smash  like  pipkins.  And  as 
to  how  long  It  would  last  or  how  far 
It  would  spread  no  man  could  guess;  it 
might  easily  throw  Europe  back  into 
the  melting  pot,  erect  new  Mnplres  and 
new  dynasties,  carve  th*^  continent 
more  bloodily  and  ruthlessly  than  the 
Napoleonic  wars.  It  Is  thl<^  very  enor- 
mousness  of  the  peril  which  is  the  chiof 
safeguard  Hfiw.

POLYGLOT   AUSTRIA  AND  HER 
TROUBLES. 

The  statement  in  the  local  columns 
of  The  Herald  last  evening  that  many 
Duluth  residents  who  come  from  Aus- 
tria-Hungary sympathize  with  Servia 
and  not  with  Austria  will  be  a  sur- 
prise only  to  those  who  are  not  fa- 
miliar with  the  complex  make-up  of 
the  troubled  realm  of  Francis  Joseph. 

Eastern  Europe  is  overwhelming 
Slav,  with  the  Slav  dominions  divided 
by  an  intrusion  of  Teutons  (Austria) 
from  the  West  and  Magyars  (Hun- 
gary) from  Asia.  On  the  north  and 
east  of  this  intrusion  is  Slav  Russia. 
On  the  south  and  east  of  it  are  the 
Slav  Balkan  states. 

But  much  of  Austria-Hungary  it- 
self U  Slar.  Istria  is  Slav;  Dalmatia 
la  Slar;  Croatia  and  Slavonia  are 
$laT{  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  are 
Slav;  Banat  is  Slav  and  so  are  several 
Imaller  principalities.

THE  PRICE  OF  MEAT. 

Recently  there  were  shouts  of  alarm 
from  the  packers.  Meat  prices  were 
about  to  advance  to  alarming  figures. 
Moreover,  they  seem  to  have  ad- 
vanced, too. 

On  what  ground?  The  high  price 
of  cattle  is  said  to  be  the  reason. 

But  the  St.  Louis  Republic,  pub- 
lished in  the  heart  of  the  cattle  coun- 
try, says  that  this  ground  is  unstable: 

On  Tuesday,  July  21,  the  top 
price  paid  for  native  beef  steers  in 
the  St  Louis  livestock  market  was 
ten  dollars,  the  high  mark  of  the 
season.  On  the  strength  of  that 
ten  dollars  per  hundredweight  the 
argument  of  the  alarmists  Is  based. 

As  a  matter  of  plain  fact,  but 
five  steers  were  sold  at  the  ten- 
dollar  figure,  and  the  range  of 
prices  on  the  rank  and  file  of  beef 
animals  dropped  well  under  that 
price.  The  five  steers  were  big, 
whitefaced.  grade  animals  of  the 
type  that  always  brings  a  prem- 
ium. Beef  on  the  hoof,  taken  all 
the  way  through.  HAS  ENCOUN- 
TERED A  DECLINI.VG  MARKET 
DURING  THE  PAST  FEW  WEEKS. 

Aside  from  choice  hogs,  the 
pork-on-the-hoof  market  has  not 
advanced.  Sheep  and  lambs  have 
declined  sharply  during  the  past 
month,  and  lambs  are  now  selling 
about  a  dollar  and  a  half  lower 
than   they   were   six    weeks   Ago. 

On  a  report  of  high  prices  for  cat- 
tle, meats  go  up.  Yet  the  producer 
is  experiencing  no  sudden  wave  of 
prosperity,  for  prices  of  meat  animals 
are  lower  than  they  were. 

Still,  there  is  a  way  to  beat  the  meat 
trust,  which  we  pointed  out  several 
weeks  ago,  and  which  the  meat  trust 
is  doing  its  best  to  popularize: 

Follow  the  advice  of  the  diet  ex- 
perts, and  eat  less  meat.

West  from  Buffalo  huge  ships  go 
through  the  inland  seas  of  summer 
land,  past  the  vine  clad  Islands  of  Lake 
Erie — the  wines  of  which  keep  alive  a 
cheap  cult  of  Bacchus  In  the  Middle 
West;  past  Put-In-Bay,  with  Its  brave 
naval  memories;  up  the  beautiful  strait 
by  Detroit;  through  Lake  St.  Clair  and, 
lU  famous  "flats"  dotted  with  fishing 
and  shooting  clubhouses  and  bunga- 
lows, into  the  broader  reaches  of 
Huron  toward  the  storied  Island  of 
Mackinac,  where  one  may  easily  re- 
capture something  of  the  atmosphere 
of  Indians,  fur  traders,  and  the  old 
French  missionaries  and  voyageurs.  or. 
If  one  prefers,  sit  comfortably  in  a 
hotel  rocking  chair  and  see  the  whole 
summer  pleasure  traffic  of  this  North- 
western world  go  by  along  the  cross- 
roads  of   the    lakes. 

From  Mackinac  —  MlchUlnuicklnac 
(it  is  pleasant  sometimes  to  give  it  its 
full  title) — you  may  choose  to  go  on 
to  that  great  upper  Superior,  deep  res- 
ervoir of  waters,  or  south  along  Mich- 
igan to  the  smoky  metropolis  of  the 
West  It  is  a  huge  fresh  water  world 
of  vacation  Idlers,  popular  indeed 
without  being  exactly  fashionable  or 
famous.  Few  people,  for  example, 
would  name  the  lower  peninsula  of 
Michigan  as  on*  of  the  great  holiday 
regions  of  the  land. 

Yet,  with  gentle  sand  beaches,  be- 
hind which  lie  peach  orchards.  It  repre- 
sents for  a  whole  Mid-Western  and 
Southwestern  people  &  cheap  and  ac- 
cessible shore  to  which  they  flock  by 
thousands.  Even  Chicago  Itself,  little 
as  it  might  suggest  Itself  to  most  of 
us  as  a  summer  resort,  has  its  own  clien- 
tele from  the  South  and  Southwest 
who  establish  themselves  in  suburban 
hotels  by  the  lake's  edge  and  give 
themselves  up  alternately  to  town 
pleasures  and  the  magic  of  blue  wa- 
ters. 

Below  Niagara  and  past  Ontario  the 
waters  of  the  lakes  sweep  Into  the 
most  lordly  of  American  rlvera.  the  St. 
Lawrence,  at  whose  beginning  Is  scat- 
tered the  lovely  archipelago  of  the 
Thousands  Islands,  a  labyrinth  of  clear 
channels  upon  which  skiffs  float  and 
brisk  motor  boats  are  always  dashing 
on  their  way  toward  remoter  fishing 
groundd  and  picnic  lunches.  The  island 
region  Is  not  really  wild,  yet  it  has  a 
pretty  semblance  of  the  wilderness. 
But  Its  chief  charm  Is  probably  that 
It  seems  to  offer  so  freely  fulfilment 
of  one  of  childhood's  dreams,  and  a 
dream  which  does  not  fade  with  age — 
that  of  living  proudly  upon  an  island 
of  one's  own.  There  is  something

Washington,  July  2». — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — On  a  Washington  street 
corner  the  other  day  Otto  Praeger, 
postmaster  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
met  Oliver  Peck'  Newman,  president 
of  the  board  of  commissioners,  that 
looks  after  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  they  fell  to  discussing  an  incident 
of  the  night  when  they  first  got  ac- 
quainted. 

That  night  was  Just  about  ten  years 
ago  and  Praeger  was  night  editor  of 
a  newspaper  down  In  San  Antonio, 
Tex.  Into  his  office  drifted  a  spare 
young  man  seeking  a  Job.  Praeger 
told  him  to  look  after  the  taking  and 
rewriting  of  news  that  was  telephoned 
in  from  correspondents  in  neighboring 
towns.  Newman — for  this  spare  young 
man  was  Indeed  he — did  as  he  was  di- 
rected. The  first  three  or  four  hours 
were  rather  uneventful,  but  along 
about  1  o'clock  there  was  a  phone  call 
from  the  town  of  New  Braunfels,  or- 
dinarily a  quiet,  law-abiding  place, 
but  on  this  night  the  scene  of  a  hein- 
ous crime  committed  by  a  negro.  New- 
man learned  the  facts  from  a  woman 
on  the  other  end  of  the  line.  She  went 
on  to  tell  him  how  the  mob  was  form- 
ing to  take  the  prisoner  from  the 
sheriff  and  string  him  to  a  convenient 
tree.

A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  Connolly 
came  up  out  of  Texas  and  took  a  Job 
In  Memphis.  For  a  week  or  so  he  did 
routine  work  about  the  courthouse.  He 
knew  nothing  of  the  city  and  had  not 
yet  learned  the  points  of  the  compass. 
He  had  not  the  remotest  idea  which 
way  the  Mississippi  flowed.  About  11 
o'clock,  on  a  rainy,  drizzly  night  dark 
as  the  Inside  of  a  colored  man,  save 
for  a  struggling  gas  Jet  that  weakly 
shone  on  the  street  corner  every  three 
or  four  blocks,  he  was  given  an  as- 
signment The  city  editor  told  him 
that  Andy  Carnegie  and  a  number  of 
other  Eastern  capitalists  were  making 
a  tour  of  the  South  and  were  expected 
to  reach  Memphis  on  their  private  car 
about  midnight  His  Job  was  to  have 
a  nice  little  chat  with  Carnegie  and 
find  out  Just  what  Andy  thought  of 
the  South.  „   ^  ,. 

Connolly  took  a  street  car  pulled  by 
a  forlorn  little  mule  and  rode  to  what 
was  known  as  the  South  yards.  Hav- 
ing found  his  way  there  he  began  ask- 
ing switching  crews  and  everybody 
else  he  met  If  they  had  seen  a  carload 
of  capitalists  lurking  about  anywhere.

There  are  plenty 
of  places  in  Washington  where  the  em- 
ployes practically  defy  their  superior 
onicers  and  there  Is  no  way  of  making 
them  do  anything  they  don't  just  roy- 
ally  please   to   do. 

_.  The   Modem  Idea. 

■The  modern  idea  is  that  the  head  of 
a  department  has  the  right  to  dis- 
charge any  man  who  Is  not  doing  sat- 
isfactory work.  How  else  can  you  hold 
nim  responsible  for  results?  But  sup- 
pose  he  starts  to  clean  out  his  depart- 
I  ment  simply  to  get  in  his  friends?  The 
I  *i^''i  service  law  stands  in  the  way  of 
that.  He  has  no  certainty  of  landing 
his  friends  and  very  little  object  in 
making  room  for  them  if  he  can't  land 
them. 

In  the  second  place  a  modern  civil 
service  law,  such  as  the  commission 
proposes,  empowers  the  commission  to 
investigate  any  removal.  It  doesn't  give 
every  malcontent  the  right  of  an  In- 
quest; It  doesn't  give  any  man  the 
right  to  make  a  nuisance  of  himself 
with  Imaginary  grievances.  It  doesn't 
empower  the  commission  to  force  any 
n-an  on  a  department  when  the  depart- 
ment head  can't  get  along  with  him. 
Will  Be  Powerful  Cheek. 

But  don't  you  doubt  for  a  minute 
that  that  power  to  Investigate  will  be 
a  very  powerful  check  on  Improper  re- 
movals. If  the  department  chief  can't 
get  along  with  any  reasonable  men.  It 
would  soon  show.  If  the  department 
chief  is  disorganizing  a  good  staff.  It 
would  soon  show.  It  would  very  soon 
be  up  to  the  head  of  the  administration 
to  correct  the  mistake  of  that  appoint- 
ment or  face  a  failure  of  his  adminis- 
tration. 

If  the  people  are  at  all  alert,  if  the 
civil  service  commission  has  any  ver- 
tebrae whatever,  there  Is  all  the  pro- 
tection that  Is  needed  against  any  man 
playing  ducks  and  drakes  with  the 
force  unde-  him  and  there  is  absolute 
protection  against  raids  on  the  depart- 
ments   to   make   places    for  friends. 

Of  course,  no  guarantees  are  good 
for  anything  If  the  people  neglect 
them.

St9«k    Trade    Denoraltscd. 

The  stock  exchanges  everywhere  In 
Europe  were  demoralized,  and  where 
they  were  not  closed  business  was  ai- 
moat  at  a  standstill. 

David  Lloyd-George,  British  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer,  today  made 
the  tranquillizing  statement  in  the 
house  of  commons  that  the  bsmlc  of 
Kngland  saw  nothing  in  the  present 
financial  situation  to  make  It  neces- 
sary to  call  a  meeting  of  bankers  to 
deal  with  it. 

RaUwars  Taken   Over. 

All  the  Austrian  and  Hungarian  rail- 
ways were  taken  over  yesterday  for 
military  traffic.  Transportation  for  the 
general  public  was  suspended.  Servia, 
it  was  known,  was  Just  as  active  in 
moving  her  troops.  Strong  forces  were 
dispatched  to  the  fortified  towns  of 
Valyevo  and  Uzhltza  on  the  Bosnian 
frontier  and  to  Svilajnatz  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  country,  while  strong 
divisions  of  volunteers  reinforced  by 
regulars  were  gathering  along  the 
river  Drina  near  LmsuHz  on  the  Bos- 
nian frontier. 

The  Montenegrins  were  also  making 
preparations  and  had  stationed  a  bri- 
gade and  a  mountain  battery  near  Pri- 
boj.  where  women  were  busy  building 
earthworks. 

Servian  and  Austrian  aviators  at  the 
same  time  were  flying  along  the  fron- 
tiers trying  to  locate  the  positions  of 
the  opposing  forces. 

Have    Hope   of   Peace. 

As  far  as  a  general  European  war  i» 
concerned,  diplomats  in  London,  while 
they  confess  the  situation  is  most 
grave,  believe  there  Is  hope  of  avert- 
ing a  conflict  so  long  as  the  Austro- 
Russtan  "conversations"  continue  at 
St.    Petersburg. 

Another'^anger  has  arisen  owing  to 
the  uneasiness  in  Germany  at  the  prep- 
arations being  made  by  Russia  along 
her  frontier.  Ordinarily  it  is  pointed 
out  Germany  and  Austria  have  the  ad- 
vantage over  Russia  in  being  able  to 
mobilize  more  quickly  and  they  do  not 
wish  to  lose  this  advantage. 

Reports  have  come  through  from 
Vienna  that  the  Russian  Poles  have 
organized  a  revolution  and  blown  up 
several  magazines,  but  no  confirmation 
of  this  ha«  come  to  hand  from  other 
sources. 

iSerria  Makes  Protest. 

A  telegram  from  Premier  Pachltch 
of  Servia  to  the  Servian  legation  In 
London,  registers  a  formal  complaint 
in  regard  to  the  Austrian  attacks  on 
Servian  merchant  vessels  on  the  Dan- 
ube.    It  says: 

"The  Austro-Hungarlan  military  and 
civil  authorities  fired  throughout  the 
day  on  July  26  without  the  slightest 
provocation  from  our  side,  and  dam- 
aged three  of  our  trading  vessels  at 
Kostolatz  on  the  Danube.  The  St^rvian 
flags  were  hauled  down  and  replaced 
by  the  Au.strian  color*.  There  were, 
however,   no   casualties."

The  above  ma.p  glvca  a  good  idea  how  the  Triple  Alli- 
ance (Austria.  Germany  and  Italy)  would  be  pitted 
against    the    Triple    Entente    (Russia,    France    and    Great 

BrltaJn)  if  the  break  between  Austria  and  Servia  should 
result  In  a  general  European  war. 

Spain,  it  is  believed,  would  hold  aloof,  as  would  Swit- 
zerland and  the  Scandinavian  nations.  Belgrlum  and  Hol- 
land, however,  would  be  directly  affected  by  a  European 
conflict,  and  the  former  at  least  would  be  expected  to 
throw  in  its  lot  with  the  Triple  Entente. 

In  the  Balkan  peninsula  a  serious  situation  presents  it' 
self.  Greece,  no  doubt,  would  Join  its  ally  of  the  second 
Balkan  war,  Servia.  Bulgaria,  seeking  revenge  for  Its 
defeats,  no  doubt  would  turn  against  Servia,  while  Rou- 
mania  would   oppose   any   move   on   the   part   of  Bulgaria. 


The  Turks,  it  is  felt,  could  not  be  kept  out  of  such  a 
struggle. 

If  any  faJth  can  be  placed  in  current  figures,  computed 
according  to  the  latest  statistics  available,  the  Triple  En- 
tente can  muster  a  larger  body  of  troops  than  the  Triple 
Alliance — »,972,615,  against  8,608,150.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, however,  that  Italy's  army  is  problematical,  while 
the  figures  given  for  Russia  Include  her  large  Asiatic 
army,  which  could  tM>t  at  once  be  placed  in  a  European 
conflict. 

The  naval  figures  given  do  not  Include  scout  cruisers 
or  the  lesser  miscellaneous  ships  of  the  several  fleets. 
Austria  has  six  monitors  in  its  flotilla  on  the  Danube  and 
two  more  building  for  the  same  service.  The  naval  fig- 
ures are  for  May  1,  1913.  Majiy  of  the  ships  Included  as 
"bnilding"  have  since  been  put  in  commission.

Paris,  which  in  the  event  of  war  would 
be  taken  over  by  the  army.  The  bak- 
ers In  Paris  are  laying  In  large  stocks 
of  flour,  and  the  city  authorities,  to 
prevent  all  possibility  of  famine  in  the 
capital,  frtarted  forming  today  a  re- 
serve   store   of    16.004    tons    of    flour. 

The  police  department  is  exercising 
a  general  survey  over  Austrians  and 
Germans  In  Parts,  where  many  thou- 
sands of  them  reside.  The  prefect  of 
police  today  ordered  the  discontinu- 
ance of  the  service  of  the  public  at 
tables  on  the  sidewalks  and  on  the  ter- 
races In  front  of  cafes,  in  consequence 
of  disorders  which  have  occurred  since 
the  beginning  of  the  international  ten- 
sion.

If  Russia  does  not  go 
Into  the  war,  and  It  is  confined  to 
Austria  and  Servla,  It  will  mean  noth- 
ing particular   to    us. 

Rumtia    Cireat    Wheat    Predaerr. 

"Rus#la  is  the  great  wheat  produc- 
ing nation  of  the  old  world.  It  pro- 
duces, on  the  average,  about  900,000,- 
000  bu»hel3  a  year,  which  is  more  than 
than  the  United  States  produces,  the 
average  of  this  country  being  about 
'(50,000,000  bushels  a  year.  These  fig- 
ures for  both  countries  Include  both 
spring  and  winter  wheat.  Canada  pro- 
duces about  200.000.000  bushels  a  year 
of  spring  wheat,  only  a  very  small 
amount  of  winter  wheat  being  pro- 
duced, and  that  being  In  the  eastern 
provinces. 

"According  to  the  government  re- 
port, the  United  States  will  produce 
about  930,000.000  bushels  of  winter  and 
spring  wheat,  an  extraordinarily  large 
amount,  and  out  of  that  it  is  figured 
about  300.000,000  would  be  shipi^  to 
Europe,  Russia  furnishing  the  other

outside   of   Russia

"Now  that  is  just  where  the  rub 
comes  in  case  of  war.  Should  Russia 
be  Involved  In  the  war,  her  ports 
would  be  closed,  and  the  rest  of  Eu- 
rope   would    have      to      suffer    unless 


America  can  come  to  its  aid.  Great 
Britain.  It  Is  claln^,  never  has  more 
than  thirty  days'  viu|5plies  of  bread- 
stuffs  on  hand  at  any  time,  and  were 
she  unable  to  renew  that  supply,  star- 
vation would  be  th*  fate  of  her  In- 
habitants. Theref^r^h^  should  Russia 
be  bottled  up.  C4r»at  Britain  would  be 
In  a  sorry  plight  V^w  America  unable 
to  relieve  the  ^Uu«llon.  So  would 
other  non-productMr  countries  affect- 
ed. Therefore  w4(r  jijrlll  put  up  the 
price  of  American  wheat  to  whatever 
extent  the  demand  comes  on  Ameri- 
can supplies.  In  case  Russia  Is  in- 
Tolved  In  this  international  Imbroglio, 
there  Is  no  telling  to  what  extent  the 
domand  on  America  would  be.  A  pro- 
longation of  the  war  would  put  the 
price  of  American  wheat  to  perhaps 
the   highest   it   has   been   in   years. 

"So  much  for  the  cause  of  the  rise, 
which  also  explains  the  preliminary 
Jump  of  the  market  yesterday,  whicn 
wa«  the  wildest  day  the  wheat  mar- 
ket ha^  seen  since  the  days  of  the 
Letter  attempted  corner  In  wheat  In 
18^7.  The  flurry  caused  by  the  at- 
tempt at  Canadian  reciprocity  was 
nothing   to    that   of   yesterday. 

"I  don't  believe  anybody  was  caught 
•short'  en  the  EKiluth  market,  but 
there  was  some  seVere  squeezing  done 
In  Chicago.  Most  traders  have  had 
plenty  of  time  and  warning  to  cover 
~lhelr    shortages." 

Boom    to    Anaerfean    Farmer. 

As  to  the  benefit  that  such  a  war 
and  the  bottling  up  of  Russia  would 
have  for  the  American  fam»er,  several 
of  the  board  of  trade  men  assert  that 
It  cannot  be  estimated.  Said  one  of 
them: 

"It  costs  about  10  cents  a  bushel 
to  market  wheat;  that  Is.  from  the 
time  the  wheat  leaves  the  farmer's 
hands  until  It  Is  finally  marketed,  the 
coat  ts  about  10  cents  a  bushel.  With 
dollar  wheat,  therefore,  the  farmer 
would  be  getting  90  cents  a  bushel. 
His  earnings,  with  the  bumper  crop 
that  he  Is  enjoying  this  year,  would 
be  enormous.  "Wheat  might  go  con- 
.slrterably  over  a  dollar,  and  his  profit 
would  be  In  proportion  in  such  ease. 
One  cannot  estimate  Just  what  that 
would  mean." 

It  Is  also  pointed  out  that  the  effect 
such  a  war  would  have  on  wheat 
would  be  duplicated  In  the  realm  of 
manufacture  a-s  Germany  is  the  great- 
est manufacturing  country  in  Europe 
and  with  her  business  crippled  by 
war.  America  would  be  called  upon  to 
make  up  the  shorta«re.  It  is  also  de- 
clared that  money  would  come  from 
Europe  for  American  Investment  in 
order    to    obtain    safety.

Vienna,  July  20. — A  manlfcBto  Issued 
by  the  emperor,  after  atatiner  that  it 
had  been  ht«  fervent  wish  to  dedi- 
cate hia  declining  years  to  preservingr 
the  empire  from  the  burdeas  and  sac- 
rifices of  war,   says: 

"Providence  has  decreed  otherwise. 
The  Intrigues  of  a  malevolent  oppon- 
ent compel  me.  In  defense  of  the  honor 
of  my  monarchy  and  for  the  protection 
of  Its   digrnlty   and    the   security   of   its 

possessions,    to   grasp   the  aword   after 
long  years    of   peace." 

The  manifesto  refers  to  the  Ingrati- 
tude of  Servia  for  the  support  the  em- 
peror's ancestor*  afforded  to  Servian 
independence;  how  Servia  for  years 
has  pursued  a  path  of  open  hostility  to 
Austria-Hungary;  how  Austrian  an- 
nexation of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovina, 
which  Injured  no  Servian  rights,  called 
forth  in  Servia  outbrealis  of  the  bit- 
terest hatred.

"My  government,"  continues  the  em- 
peror, "then  employed  the  handsome 
privileges  of  the  stronger,  and  with 
extreme  consideration  and  leniency 
only  requested  Servia  to  reduce  her 
army  to  a  peace  footing,  and  promise 
to  tread  the  paths  of  peace  and  friend- 
ship." 

Then,  recalling  that  it  was  Austrian 
forbearance  two  years  ago  that  en- 
abled Servia  to  reap  the  fruits  of  the 
struggle  against  Turkey,  the  emperor 
says : 

"The  hope  that  Servia  would  keep 
its  word  has  not  been  fulfilled.  The 
flame  of  Its  hatred  for  myself  and  my 
house  has  blazed  always  higher.  The 
design  to  tear  from  us  by  force  Insep- 
arable portions  of  Austria-Hungary 
has  been  manifested  with  ever  lessen- 
ing disguises." 

The  manifesto  then  dwells  on  the 
"criminal  propaganda,  which  has  ex- 
tended over  the  frontier,  aiming  at  the 
destruction  of  the  foundations  of  ordir 
and  loyalty  In  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  monarchy  and  the  leading 
astray   of   growing   youth   and  inciting 
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mighty  to  give  victory  to  my  arms." 

The  emperor's  manifesto  ia  ad- 
dressed to  all  his  people. 

People  At*  Relieved. 

It  Is  with  a  feeling  of  intense  relief 
that  the  people  of  the  dual  monare*iy 
look  forward  to  a  war  with  fiervla, 
which  for  several  day*  has  seemed  In- 
evitable, and  which  was  yesterday 
formally  declared.  Whether  the  war 
will  be  confined  to  the  two  countfles 
cannot  be  said,  but  the  feeling  on  this 
point  In  high  official  circles  is  opti- 
mistic. Even  certain  knowledge  that 
Russia  would  intervene,  however, 
would  not  cause  Austria  to  hesitate  a 
moment  or  alter  her  course  In  the 
slightest. 

News  of  the  formal  declaration  of 
war  ran  through  the  city  before  extra 
editions  of  the  papers  could  reach  the 
vendors'  hands,  and  was  everywhere 
greeted  with  a  spirit  which  might  be 
described  as  close  to  religious  exul- 
tation. 

Vienna  is  absolutely  without  news 
of  the  movements  of  the  troops,  which 
the  papers  are  naturally  forbidden  to 
print.  A  sharp  censorship  has  been 
established  over  the  press  and  all 
means  of  communication.  An  Immense 
but  quiet  crowd,  which  constantly  in- 
creased in  numbers,  assembled  before 
the  war  ministry.  Cheers  greeted  the 
appearance  of  military  officers  and 
the   ministry  ©fficlala.

"The  evening  papers  yesterday  pub- 
lished the  following  Inspired  state- 
ment:

Servia  rejected  the  Jnst  and  moderate 
demands  of  my  government,  and  re- 
fused to  conform  to  J.he  obligations 
forming  the  natural  foundations  of 
peace  In  the  life  of  peoples  and  states. 
I  must  therefore  proceed  by  force  of 
arms  to  secure  those,  indispensable 
pledges  which  alone  can  Insure  traa- 
quillity  to  new  states  within  and  last- 
ing peace  without. 

"With  Qalet  CoMeicnee." 

"In  this  solemn  hour  I  am  fully  con- 
scious of  the  whole  significance  of  my 
resolve  and  my  responsibility  before 
the  Almighty. 

"I  have  examined  and  weighed  every- 
thing, and  with  quiet  conscience  I  set 
out  on  the  path  that  duty  points.  I 
trust  in  my  peoples,  who,  throughout 
every  storm,  have  always  rallied  In 
united  loyalty  around  my  throne  and 
have  always  been  prepared  for  the 
severest  sacrifices  for  the  honor, 
greatness  and  might  of  the  father- 
land. 

"I   trust  In  Austria-Hungary's   brave 


Joseph  Blsel,  24  years  old.  was  yes- 
terday afternoon  bound  over  to  the 
September  grand  jury  on  a  charge  of 
having  murdered  John  Magnuson,  who 
died  at  Two  Harbors  flvo  days  follow- 
ing an  altercation  they  had  at  Fair- 
banks on  July  15.  The  examination 
was   held  before  Judge  Cutting. 

Erfck  Erlckson  and  Ben  Quam,  both 
of  Fairbanks,  who  were  witnesses  of 
the  attack  made  by  Blsel,  testified 
yesterday  afternoon.  They  told  of 
having  been  with  Magnuson  on  the 
evening  of  Feb.  15  and  how  Blsel  came 
up  and  yelling,  "Now  I'll  get  you," 
Jammed  the  barrel  end  of  a  gun  Into 
Magnuson's  stomach. 

Both  Erlckson  and  Quam  testified, 
that  they  carried  Magnuson  to  the 
railroad  tracks,  where  they  placed  him 
on  a  handcar  and  took  him  to  his 
home.  The  following  day  Magnuson 
was  taken  to  a  hospital  at  Two  Har- 
bors, where  he  died  Monday  morning, 
July  20. 

Deputy  Coroner  McAulIflfe.  who  con- 
ducted the  autopsy  on  Magnuson's 
body,  testified  that  death  was  caused 
by  rupturing  the  intestines.  A  coro- 
ner's Jury  later  declared  that  Magnu- 
son died  from  a  blow  struck  bv  Blsel 
and  also  ordered  the  latter  held  for 
trial. 

Blsel  worked  with  a  section  crew  at 
Fairbanks  and  has  lived  at  Knife 
River  for  several  years.  He  Is  married.

Increase  of  200  in  Duiuth 

During    the    Last 

Year. 


Assessment  Shows  City  Has 

$1,000,000   Worth  of 

Machines. 


The  number  of  automobiles  and  mo- 
tor trucks  In  Duiuth  on  May  1  in- 
creaisecl  200  from  the  same  date  a  year 
ago,  according  to  the  records  of  the 
personal  property  assessment  in  the 
office   of  City  Assessor   J.   Allyn   Scott. 

The  city  had  800  machines  at  that 
time  and  many  more  have  been 
brought  here  since,  but  will  not  be  as- 
eessfd  until  next  year.  Their  assessed 
valuation  is  5349,272,  which  means  that 
their  full  worth  is  well  over  $1,000,000. 
Many  of  the  machines  listed  are  of  the 
smaller  variety  which  cost  from  $500 
to  $1,000,  but  the  city  also  has  its 
quota  of  the  big,  expensive  touring 
cars. 

.•%MMr<i!kinent   I'ndt-r   New   Law. 

The  assfe.ssment  this  year  was  made 
under  a  new  slate  law.  Twenty  new 
Items  were  added  to  the  personal 
property  schedule  making  the  total  67. 
The  schedules  of  this  year  and  last 
yenr  differ  greatly  as  to  the  items 
under  which  different  kinds  of  prop- 
erty vary  greatly,  making  it  impos- 
eible  to  compare  most  of  them  for 
gains  or  lorses.  It  was  thought  that 
the  new  law  would  result  in  a  reduc- 
tion of  the  assessment  but  it  showed 
the  big  increase  of  $2,209,015.  The 
personal  property  increase  was  $1S6,- 
681,  going  from  $13,li»2,654  in  1913  to 
$13,389,235    in   1914. 

The  Item  showing  the  biggest  in- 
crea.=e  was  shares  of  stock  of  corpora- 
tions not  taxed  in  this  state,  which 
soared  from  $7,338  last  year  to  $647,566 
this  year.  The  gain  is  remarkable  be- 
cause considerable  difficulty  has  al- 
ways been  experienced  in  getting  this 
class  of  property  on  the  assessment 
books.

UZZARDS  BAY,  Mass.,  July  29. 
— The  Boston,  Cape  Cod  & 
New  York  canal,  connecting 
Buzzards  bay  with  Massachu- 
."etts  bay  and  enabling  coast- 
wise .vessels  to  avoid  the  dan- 
gerous passage  around  wreck- 
strewn  Cape  Cod,  was  formally  opened 
today  by  August  Belmont  of  New  York, 
president  of  the  constructing  ana 
operating  company.  The  canal  short- 
ens by  seventy  miles  the  shipping  dis- 
tance between  the  ports  to  the  north 
and   the  south   of  It. 

Although  the  canal  has  actually  been 
open  from  one  end  to  the  other  since 
early  this  month,  no  vessels  other  than 
those  belonging  to  the  owners  of  the 
canal  have  been  allowed  to  pass 
through  It.  The  canal  will  be  open 
to  traffic  tomorrow,  and  will  be  com- 
pleted   in    all    Its    det.'iils    aboiit    Oct.    1. 

The  Cape  Cod  canal  is  thirteen  miles 
long.  Including  a  cut  through  sand 
and  boulders  from  Buzzards  bay  to 
Sandwich,  Mas.".  It  has  a  bottom  100 
feet  in  width,  shelving  out  to  300  and 
400  feet  at  the  passing  points,  and 
has  a  draught  of  twenty-flve  feet  at 
low  tide.  Greater  in  its  dimensions 
than  the  Suez  canal,  as  originally  con- 
structed, it  can  accommodate  the 
largest  coastwise  vessels  afloat,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions. 

Ton»  of  Granlt«. 

At  the  eastern  end  i.s  a  massive 
breakwater  3,000  feet  long  which  con- 
tains more  than  350.000  tons  of  gran- 
ite. This  Is  designed  to  protect  ves- 
sels using  the  canal  from  the  storms 
that  sweep  across  Cape  Cod  bay. 

The  $12,000,000  which  has  been  ex- 
pended In  constructing  the  canal  has 
been  spent  largely  in  excavating  some 
7,000,000  cubic  feet  of  sand  and  boul- 
ders. In  order  to  keep  the  wash  from 
passing  vessels  from  wearing  away 
the  ttnks,  th^^y  have  been  rip-rapped, 
or  paved  with  granite  blocks  and  small 
boulders.  This  rip-rapping,  a  large 
portion  of  which  was  done  by  hand, 
runs  from  six  feet  below  to  four  I  ^et 
above  the  high  water  mark.  At  tiie 
e«iBiern  end  much  money  has  been 
spent  In  the  building  of  a  "sand-catch- 
er," a  device  calculated  to  keep  mov- 
ing sand   from   choking   up   the   mouth. 

The  canal  Is  In  reality  a  river,  mak- 
ing all  of  Cape  Cod  an  Island,  for 
there  Is  considerable  difference  be- 
tween the  tides  in  Massachusetts  bay 
and  Buzzards  bay,  causing  a  sluggish 
current. 

The  canal  is  destined  to  play  an  Im- 
portant part  In  the  future  commerce 
along  the  Atlantic  coast  of  North 
America.  At  the  present  time  more 
than  25.000,000  tons  of  freight  are 
transported  over  the  Cape  Cod  route 
annually,  including:  Coal.  12.000,000 
tons;  stone.  300,000  tons;  Nova  Scotia 
plaster.  350.000  tons;  Rockland-Rock- 
port    lime.    110,000   tons;    cement,   50,000

Duluth's  Reputation  as  Hay 

Fever  Resort  Is  in

The  park  department  has  taken  the 
Initative  in  rlddinf^  part  of  the  city 
of  weeds.  * 

Henry  Cleveland,  manager,  has 
started  a  man  out  with  a  scythe  to 
cut  down  all  thistles,  rag  weed  and 
pig  weed  growing  on  streets  and  ave- 
nues and  in  the  parks.  He  is  not  dig- 
ging them  out  by-  the  roots  but  by 
slashing  them  at  tbi«  time  they  will  be 
prevented  from  going  tC  seed  and 
starting    thousands    of    new  "  plants. 

The  weed  population  of  Duiuth  is 
extremely  numerous.  For  years  weeds 
of  all  breeds  have  been  luxuriating 
from  one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other 
without  interference,  except  by  such 
property  owners  who  take  pride  in  the 
lawns  and  yards  about  their  homes. 
The  rag  weed  is  said  to  be  particu- 
larly irritating  to  hay  fever  sufferers. 
It  was  recently  pointed  out  that  if 
th^y  are  allowed  to  propagate  Dirtuth 
Is  In  danger  of  losing  its  reputation 
as  a  hay  fever  resort.  The  health  de- 
partment was  asked  to  take  some  ac- 
tion but  the  officials  said  that  the 
funds  of  the  department  are  insuffi- 
cient to  allow  them  to  undertake  a 
campaign  of  extermination  against 
the    weeds. 

Manager  Cleveland  has  also  started 
a  crew  of  men  to  trim  the  city's  trees.

ABAINST  BURNING 
GRASS  IN  SWAMPS 


state  Forester  Cox  Has  Is- 
sued Warnings  Against 
the  Practice. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  July  29. — As  the  re- 
sult of  complaints  from  officials  of 
Kittson  and  other  counties  in  north- 
western Minnesota,  W,  T.  Cox,  state 
forester,  has  ordered  that  no  more  wild 
grass  swamps  be  burned  except  under 
supervision    of    the    forestry    service. 

K.  V.  Blethen,  county  attorney  of 
Kittson  county,  wrote  Mr.  Cox  that 
many  fences,  outbuildings  and  large 
quantities  of  hay  bad  been  destroyed 
by  fires  started  by  persons  burning 
wild  grass  swamps.  This  grass  is  used 
in  making  binder  twine  and  grass  car- 
pets and  rugs.  The  swamps  are  burned 
to  destroy  weeds  and  underbrush,  and 
when  this  is  done  a  crop  of  clear  grass 
results   the   next   year. 

Crews  employed  by  several  large 
companies,  which  get  their  supplies  of 
grass  from  northwestern  Minnesota, 
have  been  burning  swamps  covering  a 
wide  area.

— A  number  of  local 
business  men  and  retired  farmers  have 
just  returned  from  an  inspection  of 
the  Cuyuna  range  where  they  saw  a 
great  deal  of  the  mining  development 
and  marveled  at  the  appearance  of 
thirty  of  the  different  cities  and  vil- 
lages. 

Among  the  mines  in  operation  in- 
spected were  the  Pennington,  Duluth 
Brainerd,  Rowe,  Armour  No.  1  and  Ar- 
mour No.  2  and  others,  and  a  great 
many  partly  developed  were  also  in- 
spected. 

Intereatrd  Im   Drilling. 

Of  special  interest  to  visitors  was 
the  Inspection  of  the  drilling  being 
done  by  the  Merritt  Development  com- 
pany which  has  two  drills  at  work  on 
one  of  the  seven  forties  owned  by  the 
company.  One  drill  which  had  Just 
started  on  a  new  hole  struck  man- 
ganese ore  at  a  depth  of  forty-five  feet, 
the  other  one  twenty  feet  away  was 
180  feet  in  the  ground  and  still  in  ore. 

The  vastness  of  the  deposits  and 
untold  wealth  in  the  bowels  of  the 
earth  staggered  the  visitors  and  the 
impression  among  the  members  of  the 
party  was  that  comparatively  few 
people  outside  those  directly  inter- 
ested realize  the  wonderful  wealth 
which  the  state  contains  in  iron  ore. 
A  great  deal  of  the  ore  Inspected  was 
manganese  which  is  so  valuable  In  the 
manufacture  of  steel  rails  and  all 
structural  steel. 

The  party  had  Franklin  W.  Merritt, 
a  veteran   mining  engineer  as  a  pilot.

HORSES'  SLAUGHTER 


McKenzie,  N.  D.,  Farmers 

Claim    Animals   Are 

Not  All  Diseased. 

Schafer,  N.  D..  July  29. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  Federal  livestock 
inspectors  have  ordered  many  horses 
in  McKenzle  county  shot  because  of 
their  alleged  infection  by  dourine. 
Much  feeling  has  been  aroused  over 
the  county  by  the  wholesale  slaughter 
at  animals   that  to  the  untrained  man 


appear  perfectly  healthy.  While  the 
governmeat  pays  a  small  proportion  of 
the  value  of  the  animals  the  amount  is 
nothing  like  the  real  value  and  the 
losses  in  most  cases  fall  very  heavily 
on  those  who  can  illy  afford  the  mis- 
fortune. There  has  been  a  great  pro- 
test by  the  residents  of  the  county,  but 
the  Inspectors  insist  that  radical  meth- 
ods must  be  adopted  In  order  to  eradi- 
cate the  dread  disease  which  is  in- 
vading the, western  part  of  this  state 
from  Montana,  whefe  thousands  of 
horses  have  been  injected. 


DECURES  WAR 


IS  GOOD  THING 


Austrian-Hun^ian  Consul 

at  St.  Paul  Pleased 

Over  Outlook. 

St  Paul,  Minn.,  Jttly  29.— "The  dec- 
laration of  war  was  just  what  I  ex- 
pected," Edgar  Prochnik,  Austria-Hun- 
garian consul  in  St  Paul,  said  when 
told  of  the  action  of  the  Austrian  em- 
pire. 

"I  am  glad,"  he  eMe^  after  a  mo- 
ment's reflection.  "It  will  be  a  good 
thing  for  Europe.  After  this  war  is 
ended  there  will  be  a  half  <;entury  of 
peace.  But  to  have  patched  up  the 
present  differences  would  only  be  de- 
laying  the   struggle. 

"The  war  will  end  the  restlessness 
which  as  kept  Europe  In  a  turmoil 
since  1908.  Servia  and  the  other  Bal- 
kan states,  encouraged  by  Russia, 
have  been  continually  encroaching  on 
the  Austrian  border. 

Servians    Seeking   Soldiers. 

"Servia  also  hsus  had  agenta  in  this 
country  soliciting  funds  and  inciting 
Servians  against  Austria.  Only  three 
weeks  ago  we  received  imports  of  Ser- 
vian agents  working  on  the  iron  range. 

"The  worst  of  it  is  that  they  have 
not  confined  their  activities  to  their 
own  people,  but  have  been  working 
among  our  people.  There  are  about 
18,000  Servians  on  the  iron  range,  but 
only  200  or  300  of  them  are  natives  of 
Servia  tuid  the  remainder  are  sub- 
jects or  natives  of  ikb  Austrian  em- 
pire." -^ 

Consul  Procbirtk  inquired  if  any 
word  had  been  received  as  to  Russia's 
attitude.  If  Russia  joins  with  Servia, 
he  said,  Germany  will  join  wit)i  Aus- 
tria.

Federals    Claim    Cincinnati 

Violated  It  in  Hiring 

of  Marsans. 

St.  Louis.  Mo.,  July  29. — The  petition 
of  the  St.  Louts  Federal  league  club 
to  have  dissolved  the  Injunction  against 
Armando  Marsans,  who  jumped  to  the 
local  team  from  the  Cincinnati  Na- 
tionals, was  to  be  decided  by  Judge 
Trieber  In  the  United  States  district 
court    here    today. 

Officials  of  the  local  Federal  league 
club,  confident  of  victory,  have  made 
It  known  that  four  players  prominent 
in  the  major  leagues  are  ready  to  em- 
ulate Marsans  should  the  Federal 
court  give  him  the  right  to  play  with 
St.    Louis.

Marsans.  who  is  a  Cuban,  claims  to 
have  obtained  on  his  recent  trip  home 
sworn  statements  of  persons  declar- 
ing they  saw  Frank  Bancroft,  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Cincinnati  club. 
In  Havana,  Cuba,  and  also  a  hotel 
register  upon  which  Bancroft  wrote 
his  name  during  his  stay  there.

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LOUISIANA  TO  GET 
OLD  PARCHMENT 

Ordinance  of  Secession  to 

Be  Returned  to  State 

Archives. 

Washington.  July  29. — When  the 
pending  bill  passes  congress,  provid- 
ing for  the  return  of  the  ordinance  of 
secession  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  to 
its  native  archives,  the  files  of  the 
war  department  will  lose  one  of  their 
most  curious   possessions. 

No  one  remembers  exactly  how  the 
old  zinc  tube  containing  the  record  of 
the  convention  which  voted  to  leave 
the  Union,  reached  the  department. 
The  case  bears  the  simple  legend 
painted  on  Its  cover: 

:  STATE  6*F  'LOuisiANA!  "  '  *  *. 

:  Ordinance  of  Secession,  : 

:  January  26.  18C1.  : 


This  Is  the  only  one  of  the  ten  other 
similar  documents  that  the  govern- 
ment possesses.  Different  stories  exist 
as  to  the  means  by  which  the  relic 
reached  the  capltol.  It  1*  said  that 
Gen,  Butler,  when  he  took  Xew  Or- 
leans, seised  all  the  official  papers  he 
could  And  and  sent  them  to  Washing- 
ton. It  is  possible  the  old  brown  tube 
containing  Its  message  came  North 
with  other  trophies  of  war. 

As  far  as  the  record  shows  the  or- 
dinance first  came  to  light  In  a  drawer 
of  Lieut. -Col.  Corbin's  desk  in  the 
adjutant  general's  department.  It 
was  delivered  to  MaJ.-Gen.  Davis,  now 
retired,  in  18*5,  and  from  him  It  went 
to  the  secretary  of  war  who  ordered 
It  placed  on  the  flies. 

The  parchment  is  yellow  with  aye 
but  in  excellent  condition  and  per- 
fectly legible,  though  some  of  th» 
signatures  are  a  bit  faded.  The  text 
Is  divided  into  two  parts,  in  English 
on  the  left,  and  French  on  the  right. 
Antiquarians  and  students  of  history 
have  frequently  sought  permission  to 
copy  the  quaint  old  document,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"An  ordlnanca  to  dissolve  the  union 
between    tli*    state   of   Louisiana   and 


other  states  united  with  her  In  the 
compact  entitled  The  Constitution  of 
the   United   States  ot  America.' 

"We,  the  people  of  the  state  of 
Louisiana  In  convention  assembled, 
do  declare  and  ordaia.  and  it  Is  hereby 
declared  and  ordained.  That  the  ordi- 
nance passed  by  us  In]  convention  on 
the  22nd  day  of  Noveniber,  In  the  year 
1811,  whereby  the  Goostltutlon  of  the 
United  States  of  'Aoferica  and  the 
amendments  of  eald.  Constitution  were 
adopted,  and  all  laws  and  ordinances 
by  which  the  stata-  of.  Louisiana  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Federal  Union, 
be,  and  the  same  aM  hereby,  repealed 
and  abrograted:  an€  that  the  Union 
now  subsisting  between  Louisiana  un- 
der the  name  of  'The  United  States  of 
America'  is  hereby  dissolved. 

"We  do  further  declare  and  ordain. 
That  the  state  of  Louisiana  hereby  re- 
sumes all  rights  an4'  powers  hereto- 
fore delegated  to  the  government  of 
the  United  States  of  America;  that  her 
citizens  are  absolved  from  all  al- 
legiance to  said  government,  and  that 
she  is  in  full  possession  and  exercise 
of  all  those  rights  of  sovereignty 
which  appertain  to  a  free  and  Inde* 
pendent  state. 

"We  do  further  declare  and  ordain. 
That  all  rights  acquired  and  vested  un- 
der the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  act  of  congress  or 
treaty,  or  under  any  law  of  the  state, 
and  not  incompatible  with  this  ordi-  j 
nance  shall  remain  In  force  and  have 
the  same  effect  as  if  this  ordinance 
had  not  been  passed."

What  contingencies  may  arise  In 
the  American  money  markets  in  the 
event  of  the  clash  between  Austria 
and  Servla  developing  Into  a  big  Eu- 
ropean war,  it  Is  at  present  impossi- 
ble to  predict  in  the  opinion  of  Du- 
luth bankers. 

It  Is  felt  that  tfte  possibilities  for 
trouble  that  might  be  reflected  with 
acute  force  the  world  over  are  all 
there,  and  that  it  would.  Indeed,  be  a 
difficult  proposition  to  foretell  what 
might  happen  in  the  event  of  certain 
possibilities.  ' 

Would    Unload    $ee«rl«les. 

"The  first  thing  we  might  expect 
would  be  further  dumping  of  Amer- 
ican securities  by  European  Investors 
just  as  happened  '•'wJven  the  Balkan 
trouble  started,"  said  H.  S.  Macgregor, 
cashier  of  the  City  National  bank  to- 
day. 'Though  foreigners  do  not  hold 
anywhere  near  the  volume  of  our 
stocks  they  did  at  that  time,  they  have 
lots  of  them  yet,  and  their  unloading 
would  cut  a  very  •werious  figure.  It 
may  be  said,  thoiteh,  /  that  the  large 
capitalists  in  this~>couhtry  have  con- 
siderable money  to*  Invest  so  that  the 
assimilation  of  th«^  holdings  should 
be  brought  about  without  any  very 
serious   disarrangement. 

"However,  this  country  stands  to 
profit  in  a  very  large  measure  through 
a  really  big  European  war  in  which 
we  are  not  ourselves  mixed  up,"  Mr. 
Macgregor  went  on  to  say.  "They 
will  have  to  buy  our  grain  and  will 
want  everything  we  have  to  sell,  and 
must  pay  the  prices  we  ask  for  it  too. 
All  of  which  should  lead  to  activity 
in  all  quarters  over  here.  They  have 
been  spoiling  for  a  fight  for  a  long 
time,  and  the  result  of  a  big  scrap 
should  be  to  clear  the  atmosphere  and 
do  away  with  the  competition  In  ar- 
maments that  has  been  making  their 
taxpayers    groan." 

Mlirlit  stiffen   Rates. 

vV  illlam  G.  Hegardt,  vice  president 
of  the  American  Exchange  National 
bank,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  ef- 
fect of  a  general  European  war  upon 
the  world's  money  markets  could  only 
be  vaguely  conjectured.  He  thought 
that  the  first  Influence  of  the  present 
struggle  between  Austria  and  Servla  I 
would  be  to  stilTen  money  rates  In  this 
country.  He  noted  indeed  that  apart 
altogether  from  the  war  situation,  the 
financial  markets  have  been  growing 
firmer  of  late  owing  to  the  increased 
demands  from  every  quarter  brought 
about  by  the  bumper  crops  In  the 
Southwest.  "Locally  we  are  feeling 
very  cheerful,"  he  said,  "because  it 
seems  th&t  we  are  going  to  have  good 
crops  in  our  Northwest.

COURT  ORDERS 
LOWER  FARES 


Citizens  of  Superior  won  another 
battle  in  the  campaign  for  lower 
street  car  fares  yesterday  when  the 
"six-for-a-quarter"  order  of  the  Wis- 
consin railroad  commission  was  up- 
held by  Judge  Stevens  in  the  "Dean 
county  circuit  court  at  Madison.  This 
order  requires  the  Duluth-Superlor 
Traction  company  in  Superior  to  sell 
six    single   fare   tickets   for    25   cents. 

The  order  of  the  railroad  commis- 
sion was  issued  on  petition  of  the  city 
of  Superior. 

The  company  contended  that  the 
provision  in  its  franchise  for  a  5-cent 
single  far  was  a  contract  obligation 
that  the  railroad  commission  had  no 
right  to  impair.  It  also  contended 
that  the  order  to  sell  six  tickets  for 
a  quarter  w^as  unreasonable,  consider- 
ing its  investments  and  its  net  earn- 
ings. 

The  railroad  commission  had  fixed 
the  worth  of  the  property  in  Superior 
at  $700,000  and  this  the  judge  found 
was  reasonable. 

Herbert  Warren,  general  manager 
of  the  company,  said  today  that  the 
case  would  be  appealed  to  a  higher 
court.

Tumbles  in   Securities 

With  Slow  Recovery. 

From  their  past  experiences,  brokers 
have  learned  to  dread  the  effects  of 
war  upon  stock  market  quotations. 
The  beginning  of  conflicts  between 
nations,  or  even  nervousness  over  the 
possibllitieB  of  such  happenings,  has 
always  led  to  sharp  declines  in  prac- 
tically all  securities,  with  those  inter- 
nationally traded  In,  of  course  being 
the  severest  sufferers. 

These  results  are  brought  about 
through  the  desires  of  financiers  to 
place  their  resources  in  as  liquid  a 
position  an  may  be  in  view  of  possi- 
ble eventualities,  and  a  general  tend- 
ency of  the  public  in  the  quarters 
more  nearly  affected  by  the  struggles 
to  withdraw  their  money  from  circu- 
lation and  hoard  it.  Back  of  all  this, 
however,  is  the  economic  loss  through 
the  enormous  expenses  and  losses  in- 
curred by  the  warring  nations,  all  of 
which  must  be  fln«inced  in  the  final 
settlement. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Russo-Jap 
struggle  In  February,  1«04,  securities 
of  every  class  dropped  till  the  lowest 
levels  in  years  in  some  issues  were  set 
and  the  subsequent  recoveries  were 
slow.  Then  came  a  period  of  expan- 
sion and  speculation  in  this  country 
that  was  quelled  by  the  panic  of  Octo- 
ber, 1907.  Towards  that  the  heavy 
losses  that  were  sustained  in  the  San 
Francisco  earthquake,  and  the  fact 
that  financial  resources  were  over- 
strained in  the  endeavor  to  maintain 
general  market  quotations  at  high 
levels  were  conceded  to  be  the  con- 
tributing factors. 

After  a  five-year  period  during 
which  recoveries  were  made  all  along 
the  line,  the  Balkan  struggle  material- 
ized In  October,  1912,  and  Europe  be- 
gan to  unload  her  American  securities 
in  tremendous  volume.  Millions  In 
gold  were  sent  from  here  to  Europe 
and  quotations  in  practically  all  stocks 
listed  pn  the  exchanges  tumbled.  How 
far  the  attrition  extended  is  to  be 
seen  in  a  comparison  of  quotations  as 
they  stood  that  fall,  with  the  figures 
after  yesterday's  further  decline  fol- 
lowing the  announcement  of  the  break- 
ing out  of  hostilities  between  Austria 
and   Servla. 

Canadian  Pacific,  having,  perhaps, 
the  widest  world's  market  of  any 
issue  In  the  list,  was  the  heaviest  suf- 
ferer. It  has  dropped  from  J283  in 
Ocober,  1912,  to  $161.50  at  the  close 
yesterday.  United  States  Steel  com- 
mon Is  off  from  80  ?4  to  55^.  Southern 
Pacific  is  off  23  points;  Baltimore  & 
Ohio,  36  points;  Reading,  21  points; 
Chesapeake  &  Ohio,  41  points;  and 
Amalgamated  Copper,  41  points.  With 
New  Haven,  Boston  &  Maine,  Rock 
Island  and  other  issues  that  have  been 
affected  by  special  conditions,  the  re-  ' 
suits  have  been  even  more  startling.

New  York,  July  29. — The  New  York 
Stock  exchange  was  almost  the  only 
security  market  in  the  world  to  show 
strength  and  stability  today.  While 
London  and  Paris  were  discouraging 
trading  and  many  other  foreign  ex- 
changes were  entirely  closed  because 
of    demoralized      conditions,      resulting 

from  the  Austro-Servlan  war,  this 
market  not  only  continued  to  absorb 
further  heayy  oiterings  from  across  the 
water  but  put  the  short  interest  to 
rout    as    well. 

Berlin  was  a  helpful  factor  here, 
that  center  taking  large  amounts  of 
Canadian  Pacific  at  steady  advances 
and  buying  other  issues  in  the  inter- 
national list.  London  and  Paris  were 
sellers  by  arbitrage  and  direct  offer- 
ings to  a  considerable  extent. 

P>om  a  feverish  and  much  lower 
opening,  today's  stock  market  changed 
its  course  in  short  order  to  one  of  ac- 
tive strength  and  showed  many  net 
gains,  due  to  extensive  buying  by  in- 
vestors.     The  closing  was  strong. 

Tense  excitement  and  wild  trad- 
ing attended  the  early  deal- 
ings on  the  stock  exchange 
today.  Advices  from  abroad  were  again 
of  an  alarming  character,  with  heavy 
losses  in  such  American  stocks  as  were 
quoted  by  the  London  stock  exchange. 
Initial  losses  were  ran  from  3  to  5 
points  in  many  of.  the  better  known 
securities,  including  Great  Northern, 
Reading,  Amalgamated  Copper,  Utah 
Copper,  Anaconda,  St.  Paul,  Consoli- 
dated and  Gas  and  Soo.  Canadian  Pa- 
cific, the  weakest  of  the  high  grade 
issues,  recently,  opened  at  a  slight  ad- 
vance. Steel,  which  was  traded  in  in 
lots  of  2,000  to  5,000  shares,  opened 
with  a  decline  of  1%.  A  rally  of  1 
to  2  points  ensued  under  the  lead  of 
Reading,  Great  Northern,  Union  Pa- 
cific, Southern  Pacific  and  St.  Paul. 
The  output  of  stock  vfras  so  large  that 
no  bond  transactions  were  recorded  in 
the   first  thirty  minutes. 

The  rally  of  the  first  half  hour 
gained  greater  headway,  leading  stocks 
effacing  all  losses  with  a  number  of 
material  gains.  Canadian  Pacific  rose 
almost  5  points,  with  recoveries  of  2 
to  4  points  in  Reading,  Great  Northern, 
Union  Pacific,  Southern  Pacific.  North- 
ern Pacific,  Amalgamated  and  Smelt- 
ing. Absence  of  further  gold  exports 
also  contributed  to  the  improved  tone. 
The  most  wholesome  feature  of  the 
local  situation  was  the  evidence  of  in- 
vestment purchases  on  a  scale  not  wit- 
nessed here  in  several  years.  Bonds 
were  weak. 

A  sudden  declin«  of  5  points  in  Ca- 
nadian Pacific  fnd  a  jump  of  5  per 
cent  in  call  money  provoked  fresh  sell- 
ing in  the  early  aftfemoon,  prices  re- 
acting 1  to  2  points  from  their  best. 
Offerings  were  comparaatively  light  on 
the  decline,  and  the  market  displayed 
little  of  its  early  feveriahness. 

Speculation  became  almost  buoyant 
in  the  closing  hour.  Early  losses  of 
2  to  5  points  were  converted  into 
gains  of  similar  proportions.  Profit- 
taking  caused  some  shading  from  the 
top  level  toward  the  end.

INCREASE  FOR  THE  YEAR 


The  Canadian  Northern  railway's 
monthly  statement  for  June  completes 
the  year  of  the  company  and  shows 
that  the  heavy  falling  off  in  profits 
which  occurred  during  the  latter  half 
of  the  twelvemonth  did  not  entirely 
wipe  out  the  net  gains  established  ear- 
lier. A  net  increase  over  the  previous 
year  amounting  to  $302,700  is  shown, 
and  the  decrease  in  net  for  the  month 
of  June  itself  is  reduced  to  $79,200. 
The  Canadian  Northern  had  a  very 
healthy  gain  over  last  year  early  in 
1914,  but  its  traffic  returns  have  now 
to  face  comparison  witli  a  period  when 
the  system  was  performing  wonders 
for  a  new  road  in  the  matter  of  han- 
dling grain. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  year  were 
$22,700,700,  a  decrease  of  $279,100.  Op- 
erating costs  were  $16,349,000,  a  de- 
crease of  $581,800.  and  the  net  was 
$6,351,700,  an  increase,  as  has  been 
said,  of  $302,700.  The  average  mile- 
age increase  is  reported  at  264  miles. 
A  year  ago  earnings  of  all  Canadian 
railroads  were  feeling  the  first  stimu- 
lus of  a  record-breaking  harvest,  so 
that  current  traffic  returns  are  being 
measured  again.«t  an  exceptional  pe- 
riod and  are  showing  decrea.ses  which 
are  not  interpreted  as  indicating  a 
normal  falling  off.

of    the    house    of    commons. 

N<K  ImprovemcBt  In  Situation. 

The  British  foreign  secretary  said: 
"I  regret  that  I  cannot  say  the  situ- 
ation is  less  grave  than  it  was  yester- 
day. The  outstanding  facts  are  much 
the  same.  Austria-Hungary  has  beRun 
her  war  against  Servia,  and  Russia  ht-s 
ordered  i>art  mobilization  of  her  troops. 
This  has  not  hitherto  led  to  corro- 
Bponding  .steps  being  taken  by  the  oth- 
er powers,  so  far  as  our  information 
BToes. 

"We  continue  to  pursue  our  one 
great  object  of  preserving  the  Euro- 
pean peace,  and  for  this  purpose  we 
are  keeping  in  close  touch  with  the 
other  powers.

British  Consols. 


London,  July  30. — A  bulletin  received 
by  the  Servian  legation  says  the 
Austrians  attempted  to  cross  the  Da- 
nube twenty  miles  east  of  Belgrade 
and  were  repulsed  by  the  Servians, 
and  that  a  big  artillery  engagement 
is  in  progress. 

Another  message  received  by  the 
Servian  legation  says  the  Servian 
troops  successfully  resisted  the  Aus- 
trian advance  at  Losnitza,  to  the  west 
of  Belgrade. 

The  Austro-Hungarlan  force  invad- 
ing Servia  totals  600,000  men,  accord- 
ing to  a  newspaper  dispatch  from 
Rome. 

Of  these  150,000  are  operating  from 
Semlin,  opposite  Belgrade,  the  Servian 
capital;  100,000  from  Svornik  on  the 
River  Drina  in  Bosnia;  150,000  from 
Sarayevo,  the  capital  of  Bosnia,  and 
100,000  from  Milenovatz  on  the  Danube 
In  the  eastern   part  of  Servia. 

A  newspaper  dispatch  from  Rome 
says  sharp  resistance  is  being 
offered  to  the  Austrian  advance 
from  the  northwest  by  small  de- 
tachments of  Servian  troops  left  to 
Impede  their  progress.  The  news  comes 
from  Nish,  Servia,  by  way  of  Saloniki. 

The  Austro-Hungarian  invaders  fol- 
lowed the  valley  of  the  River  Morava, 
and  first  encountered  a  body  of  Ser- 
vian troops  at  Semendria  on  the  Ser- 
vian side  of  the  Danube.  The  Servians 
held  their  ground  until  nightfall,  and 
then  retired.  Both  Austrians  and  Ser- 
vians sustained  heavy  losses,  several 
hundred  soldiers  being  killed  in  the 
engagement. 

On  the  western  side  of  Servia,  an 
Austrian  column  came  into  contact 
with  a  Servian  fore©  at  Losnitza,  which 
put  up  a  stubborn  defense  and  held  the 
fort  there  until  dark,  inflicting  heavy 
losses   on   the   Austrians. 

The  Southern  Austrian  column  In 
Bosnia  remained  stationary  today, 
awaiting  the  movement  of  the  Mon- 
tenegrin troops. 

The  ancient  fortress  of  Belgrade  was 
reduced  by  the  Austrian  artillery, 
which,  however,  caused  only  slight 
damage  to  other  parts  of  the  Servian 
capital.  The  British  legation  was 
struck  by  an  Austrian  shell.  Servian 
sharp  shooters  greatly  harried  the 
Austrian  artillerymen  during  the  bom- 
bardment.

London,  July  30.— The  gravity  of  the  international  situation  wa» 
recognized  in  all  European  capitals  today. 

Premier  Asquith  and  Sir  Edward  Grey  called  on  all  parties  in  the 
British  Isles  to  join  in  efforts  to  avert  the  immeasurable  calamity  of 
an  extension  oi  hostilities  to  other  countries.

Russia  proceeded  with  her  mobilization  of  a  large  number  o^ 
troops. 

Martial  law  was  proclaimed  today  over  Bolderaa,  Russia,  and  the 
mouth  of  the  Dvina  river  and  its  vicinity.  Steamers  have  to  obtaia 
special -permission  to  pass  in  and  out. 

The  field  of  submarine  mines  outside  the  entrance  to  the  Riga 
harbor  is  to  be  completed  tonight. 

President  Poincare  and  the  French  cabinet  decided  to  meet  daily. 
The  French  defensive  forces  took  extensive  precautionary  measures. 

Austrian  invaders  and  Servian  troops  came  into  contact  on  Ser- 
vian territory  and  hundreds  of  casualties  were  said  to  have  resulted. 

The  whereabouts  of  the  main  British  fleet  is  unknown  since  it» 
departure  yesterday  from  Portland  under  sealed  orders. 

The  German  battle  squadrons  are  concentrated  at  Kiel  and  Wil- 
helmshafen. 

The  French  fleet  has  taken  steps  to  prepare  for  eventualities. 
Japan  is  said  to  have  declared  its  readiness  to  join  its  ally,  Great 
Britain. 

In  outlying  British  colonies  the  troops  have  been  prepared  for 
I  instant  service. 

A  German  gunboat  hurriedly  quit  Capetown  today  and  went 
to  sea. 

The  German  and  British  fleets  in  the  Far  East  have  been  con- 
centrated at  their  chief  stations. 

All  foreign  students  were  ordered  to  leave  German  schools. 

Stock  markets  everywhere  in  Europe  have  virtually  ceased  oper- 
ations, and  the  leading  banking  institutions  have  taken  measures  to 
preserve  their  stocks  of  gold.

BELLBOYS  TO 
PLEADJUILTY 

Lads  Held  for  Theft  of  Dia- 
mond Waive  Ex- 
amination. 


Waiving  examination  when  ar- 
raigned In  police  court  this  morning  on 
a  charge  of  having  stolen  a  $200  dia- 
mond ring  from  William  White,  prom- 
inent Duluthlan,  at  the  Holland  hotel 
last  Thursday  afternoon,  Elden  Crary 
and  Charles  Proehl,  former  bellboys 
at  the  hostelry,  were  bound  over  to 
await  the  action  of  the  September 
grand  jury.  They  were  brought  back 
to  Duluth  this  morning  from  Chicago, 
where  they  were  arrested  last  Monday 
morning. 

Will   Plead   Guilty. 

Crary  and  Proeltl.  wicU  of  whom  is 
18  years  old,  declared  they  will  pload 
guilty  in  district  court.  Proehl  ad- 
mits having  taken  the  ring  la.st  Thurs- 
day from  Mr.  White's  room  at  the 
hotel,  but  claims  that  he  gave  it  to 
Crary,  on  whom  it  was  found  by  the 
Chicago  police.  The  pair  say  that  they 
were  going  to  send  the  sparkler  back 
to  Mr.  White  after  reaching  the  Windy 
City,  but  that  they  were  arrested  be- 
fore  they  had  the  opportunity. 

They  left  Duluth  Sunday  afternoon 
for  Chicago,  and  o»  advices  from  Chief 
Troyer  were  taken  into  custody  short- 
ly after  their  arrival  there.  Detec- 
tives followed  them  from  the  station 
and  when  they  obtained  a  room  at  a 
boarding  house,  the  officers  came  In 
and  placed  them  under  arrest.  De- 
tective Bradley  and  Deputy  Sheriff 
Levy  were  sent  down  for  the  prisoners 
and  the  pair  were  brought  back  this 
morning. 

Both  Crary  and  Proehl  are  clean- 
cut  looking  boys  and  readily  admitted 
their  guilt,  although  the  former  denies 
having  had  anything  to  do  with  the 
actual  theft.  He  claims  that  he  was 
going  to  quit  his  job  at  the  hotel  on 
Friday  morning  and  arranged  that  aft- 
ernoon with  Proehl  to  leave  for  Chi- 
cago. Crary  went  to  Superior  to  meet 
Proehl.  but  was  instead  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  stealing  the  diamond.

ALFALFA  HERE 

Proctor    Farmer  Will    Ex- 
periment With  Western 
Cattle  Feed. 


The  advisability  of  putting  in  crops 
of  alfalfa  Is  being  discussed  by  farm- 
ers   In    the    vicinity    of   West      Duluth. 

G.  J.  Wlckman,  who  farnaa  a  forty- 
acre  tract  near  Proctor  and  sells  his 
produce  in  West  Duluth.  said  today 
that  he  was  Interested  in  bulletins  be- 
ing sent  him  by  the  agricultural  col- 
lege In  St.  Paul  and  by  the  department 

of  agriculture  In  Washington,  urging 
the  farmers  of  this  part  of  the  state 
to   put   in   alfalfa. 

Wickman  said  he  was  going  to  pre- 
pare a  piece  of  ground  this  fall  and 
plant  the  Western  hay  for  next  year. 
He  said  that  he  would  give  it  a  trial 
and  that  if  it  was  a  success  it  would 
mean  much  to  hira  and  other  farmers 
of  St.  Louis  county.  Alfalfa  looks 
something  like  clover  and  is  a  rich 
food  for  cattle.  Cows  feeding  on  it 
have  a  higher  percentage  of  butter  fat 
in  their  mttk  than  comes  from  the  or- 
dinary hay.  This  will  bring  profits  to 
the  farmers  who  market  butter  if  the 
soil  here  is  adapted  to  raising  the 
crops. 

In  Steams  county  and  other  parts 
of  the  state  farmers  have  made  a  S'lc- 
cess  of  raising  alfalfa  and  Mr.  Wick- 
man believes  It  can  be  done  here  with 
profit.  A  special  grade  of  seed,  suit- 
able to  the  Northern  climate,  is  avail- 
able, according  to  the  agricultural  col- 
lege reports,  and  this  will  be  used  by 
Mr.  Wickman.  Besides  being  rich  for 
food  the  alfalfa  grows  thicker  than 
the   regular   native    hay.

South  Taking  Up  Diversified 

Farming,  Says  Atlanta

.  That  the  South  now  manufactures 
more  of  Its  cotton  than  Is  shipped 
North,  whereas  formerly  all  of  the  cot- 
ton was  shipped  out  of  the  South  to  be 
manufactured,  is  the  statement  of 
Charles  T.  Page  of  Atlanta.  Ga.,  who 
owns  a  large  plantation  between  At- 
lanta and  Columbus,'  and  la  also  the 
owner  of  the  little  town  of  Durand  in 
Georgia. 

Mr.  Page,  accompanied  by  his  wife 
and  son.  Durand,  for  whom  the  town 
is  named,  is  spending  a  few  weeks  in 
Duluth,  living  at  5333  London  road. 
He  is  an  uncle  of  F.  A.  Patrick  of  this 
city,  and  comes  North  every  summer 
for   a    vacation. 

"It  Is  not  that  the  heat  Is  unbear- 
able." said  Mr.  Page,  "for  the  mercury 
does  not  go  as  high  in  Atlanta  as  It 
does  in  Minneapolis,  but  the  long  con- 
tinued hot  weather  gets  monotonous. 
We  go  North  for  a  change  just  as  Du- 
luth people  go  away  for  a  change  in 
the  winter. 

'The  South  Is  gettilig  more  and  more 
into  diversified  farming,  and  is  not 
depending  on  its  cotton  exclusively. 
Out  in  Dakota  I  understand  they  are 
getting  away  from  wheat  raising  ex- 
clusively, and  getting  into  diversified 
farming.  The  same  applies  to  the  South 
and  Its  cotton  crop.  My  business  as- 
sociates and  myself,  for  example, 
bought  2,000  acres  of  land  around  Dur- 
and and  started  this  little  town.  We 
divided  this  up  into  small  tracts  of 
from  twenty  to  forty  acres,  and  sold 
most  of  it  off  to  small  farmers,  who 
will  go  in  for  diversified  farming.  That 
seems  to  be  the  tendency  all  through 
Georgia.  The  South  is  developing  rap- 
Idly  both  In  an  agricultural  and  manu- 
facturing way,  as  Is  proven  by  the 
fact  that  we  now  manufacture  more 
cotton  In  pounds  than  the  North.  In 
certain  lines  the  North  still  leads,  but 
In  the  total  number  of  pounds  we 
lead." 

Mr.  Page  was  a  member  of  the  first 
baseball  team  organized  west  of  the 
Allegheny  mountains.  This  team  was 
the  old  Forest  City  team  of  Rockford. 
A.  G.  Spalding  was  the  pitcher,  and 
Mr.  Page  played  in  the  infield,  chiefly 
at  first  and   second  base. 

"I  remember  one  game  quite  dis- 
tinctly," said  Mr.  Page.  "It  was 
against  a  team  know^n  as  the  Belve- 
deres. Spalding  pitched  and  we  won 
by  the  score  of  56  to  0.  It  was  in 
the  days  of  the  old  underhand  pitching, 
and  Spalding  was  almost  unhlttable. 
Our  victories  were  due  chiefly  to  his 
pitching."

A.  Comlskey  of  the  Chicago  White 
Sbx.  recommending  Cunningham  of  the 
Duluth  team  to  the  Old  Roman,  who 
Is   an    old    time    friend    of    Mr.    Page's.

How    Austria    Has    Kept 

Servia  From  Getting 

a  Seaport. 


The  Austro-Hungarian  empire  is  a 
modem  Babylon,  according  to  Ljubo 
Bogecivich,  Palladio  building,  a  well- 
known  interpreter  and  Kader  among 
his  countrymen  in  St.  Louis  county. 
In  view  of  tlie  impending  war  in  cen- 
tral Europe,  the  following  Interview 
with  Mr.  Bogecivich,  which  touches 
upon  the  situation  in  the  Austro-Hun- 
crarian  countries,  will  be  of  .interest 
to  many.         .  . 

Mr.  Uogeci\ich  said: 

"The  Austro-Hungarian  empire  is  a 
modern  Habylon.  It  is  composed  of 
a  German-speaking  population  who 
call  themselves  Germans,  Hungarians. 
Roumanians,  Bohemians,  Slovaks,  Po- 
landers,    Croatians,      Servians,      Sloven 


able  to  export  her  goods  any  other  way 
than  through  Austria,  would  suiter 
heavy  financial  losses.  There  were 
many  other  ways  through  which 
Austria  has  kept  the  little  kingdom  at 
bay. 

"Servia  has  been  helpless  for  the  rea- 
san  that  European  powers  want  to 
maintain  a  status  quo  in  the  Balkans 
for  ftar  of  a  European  war.  After  the 
Balkan  war  it  was  Austria  who, 
through  her  politics,  resurrected  the 
Albanian  kingdom,  thus  throwing  Ser- 
via back  from  the  Adriatic  sea.  The 
only  privilege  Servia  got  was  to  build 
a  railroad  to  the  sea  through  Albanian 
territory.  Most  naturally,  Servian 
patriots  dislike  Austria  and  every- 
thing that  is  Austrian.  The  act  com- 
mitted at  Sarejevo,  which  is  given  as 
an  excuse  for  the  present  war,  cer- 
tainly did  not  originate  with  Servian 
statesmen  or  with  any  of  the  Servian 
political  parties.  It  was  an  act  of  some 
young  men  who  did  not  know  enough 
to  think  of  the  grave  consequences, 
and  who  simply  wanted  to  leave  a 
name  for  themselves  in  history  and 
help  their  country  by  assassinating 
Archduke  Ferdinand.  Naturally,  they 
did  not  accomplish  any  good,  and  they 
did  an  immense  harm  to  Servia.  Austria 
has  been  determined  for  some  time  to 
crush  Servia  and  Montenegro.  She  ac- 
cepted the  opportunity  which  offered 
itself  when  Servia  could  not  accede  to 
the  humiliating  demands  of  Austria 
to  have  Austrian  officers  investigate 
the  Sarejevo  affair  in  Servia.

La- 
ter on  they  were  associated  with  the 
kingdom  of  Hungary  and  were  ruled 
by  the  Hungarian  king  until  Hun- 
garians associated  themselves  with 
Austria  and  the  Austrian  emperor  be- 
came king  of  Hungary,  and  at  th*^ 
same  time  of  the  united  kingdom  of 
Croatia,  Slavonia  and  TMlmatia.  Aus- 
tria at  different  times  has  attempted 
to  have  all  of  the  nations  under  the 
Austrian  rule  speak  one  language,  this 
being  the  German  language.  Joseph 
IT,  son  of  Maria  Theresa,  tried  to 
bring  it  about  for  the  first  time,  but 
did  not  succeed.  Similar  attempts 
have  been  made  many  times  since,  but 
Austria  finally  found  out  that  this  was 
Impossible.  Lately  sh^  nas  abandon-^d 
all  attempts  except  to  insist  that  tiie 
universal  language  of  the  army  be 
German. 

When  Austria  was  permitted  by  the 
congress  of  powers  at  Berlin  to  occu- 
py Bosnia  and  Herzegovina  for  twenty 
years,  and  the  Turkish  government 
w^as  compelled  to  give  Its  consent,  Ser- 
via was  in  her  infancy.  She  had  just 
liberated  herself  from  the  Turks. 
Servia  protested,  rightfully  claiming 
that  the  population  of  Bosnia  and 
Herzeeovina  are  Servians,  Croatl.ans 
and  Moiiammedans,  and  that  the  coun- 
try should  be  given  to  her.  At  that 
time  Aiistria  mobilized  her  army  and 
threw  it  on  the  Servian  frontier  all 
the  way  through  Bosnia  and  Herzego- 
vina, and  the  outlook  of  peace  seemed 
brighter  for  at  least  some  time.

"Austria's  tendency  has  always  been 
toward  the  southeast.  Her  aim  Is  to 
occupy  the  land  from  Bosnia  to  Salo- 
nlca,  thus  gaining  a  seaport  from 
which  she  could  export  her  goods  to 
Asia  and  at  the  same  time  have  con- 
trol over  Balkan  nations.  When  Ser- 
via entered  into  the  war  with  the  rest 
of  the  Balkan  nations  against  the 
Turks,  her  chief  object  was  to  get 
possession  of  the  Adriatic  coast.  By 
BO  doing  Servia  might  import  and  ex- 
port her  goods  through  her  own  sea- 
ports, thus  eliminating  the  expensive 
way  of  importing  and  exporting  her 
goods  through  Austria.  Austria  has 
caused  much  trouble  to  Servia  in  u 
commercial   way. 

"Servian  exports  In  hogs  Is  of  great 
importance  to  that  little  country,  and 
whenever  Austria  has  felt  like  it,  she 
has  closed  the  border  on  the  pretext 
that  a  case  of  hog  cholera  had  been 
discovered  In  some  village  on  the 
border.      Of    course,    Servia    not    being 


against  Austria. 

"Of  course,  if  Russia  steps  In.  it  will 
be  the  fight  between  the  Teutonic  race 
on  one  side  and  Slavic  and  Anglo- 
Saxon  on  the  other,  over  the  supremacy 
in  Europe,  and  it  is  a  Pafe  bet  that  the 
Slavic  and  Anglo-Saxon  race  will  come 
out  victorious  and  that  Austria  will  be 
crushed  and  Germany  reduced.  If 
Austria  is  crushed,  Hungary  will  pro- 
claim her  independence;  Croatians 
Slavonians  and  Servians  may  form  a 
South  Slavic  kingdom  or  a  republic- 
Bohemia,  which  is  inclined  towards 
Austria,  will  try  to  annex  the  south- 
e^ftern  part  of  Hungary,  which  Is 
chiefly  inhabited  by  Roumanians,  and 
Russia  most  naturally  will  try  to  get 
Galicia.  Italy,  which  at  the  present 
time  belongs  to  the  triple  alliance,  has 
always  had  her  eye  on  South  Tyrol  and 
Trieste,  and  it  would  not  be  a  surprise 
if  Italy  would  desert  Austria  when 
Austria  needs  her  most. 

"As  far  as  Austrians  in  the  United 
States  are  concerned,  a  great  number 
of  them  will  have  to  go;  but,  as  I  have 
stated  before.  If  Croatians  and  Sloven- 
ians and  other  Slavs  do  return,  they 
will  not  do  so  willingly."

Charging  that  the  villages  of  Buhl 
and  Mountain  Iron.  St.  Louis  county,

He  says  in  the  message  that 
the  two  children  were  shot  and  that 
the  murderer  had  escaped.  His  where- 
abouts are  now  unknown,  except  that 
he  has  gone  into  Ihe  woods.  He  is  be- 
lieved to  be  an  insane  Finnish  home- 
steader who  lived  near  the  home  of  the 
two  children. 

Early  this  afternoon  Coroner.  John 
H.  Crowe  of  this  city,  Deputy  Sheriff 
Charles  Browberg  and  several  others 
left  for  Angora. 

What  the  motive  was  for  the  murder 
no  one  at  Angora  knows,  unless  the 
brutal  murderer  was  insane.  It  Is  be- 
lieved, however,  that  he  came  to  at- 
tack the  parents  and  merely  fired 
point-blank  into  the  bedroom,  killing 
the  sleeping  children,  who  were  in 
another   bed.

Woman    Fails   to    Recover    Against 
Former  Spooner  Rffarshal. 

Spooner,  Minn.,  July  30. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Judge  Wright  while 
holding  court  here  dismissed  the  dam- 
age suit  of  Edna  Paton.  administratrix 
vs.  H.  A.  Rydberg,  former  village 
marshal  to  recover  $7,000  for  the  death 
of  John  Hort,  who  was  shot  by  the 
marshal  by  mistake  and  killed  two 
years  ago.

The  meat  Inspector  wauit  the  depot 
inspecting  incoming  veal  qarcasses.  He 
heard  a  man  standing  nearby  speak 
of  the  can  of  cream  containing  the 
dead  rat,  which  was  being  sent  back 
to  the  farmer  or  dairyman  who  had 
shipped  it.  But  it  wasn't  shipped.  In- 
spector Bernhardt  attached  a  detain- 
ing tag  and  notified  Milk  Inspector 
Gust  Hedman  of  the  facts.  The  milk 
inspector  got  on  the  job  and  wasted 
no  time  In  dumping  the  cream  upon 
tli6   trfl.cks 

Dr.  H.  E.  Webster,  director  of  pub- 
lic health,  took  the  matter  up  with 
the  officers  of  the  company  who  had 
received  the  cream.  He  pointed  out  to 
them  that  the  department  should  have 
been  notified,  as  sending  back  the 
cream  might  have  resulted  in  it  being 
delivered  for  consumption  to  unsus- 
pecting purchasers.  The  officials  agreed 
that  when  other  cases  of  that  kind 
occur  the  health  department  will  be 
notified.

It  Is  claimed  that  Duluth  traders 
are  practically  out  of  the  wheat  mar- 
ket. They  have  "evened  up,"  as  the 
saying  Is,  and  are  disposed  to  stay 
away  from  the  breadstuffs  portion  of 
the  market  until  war  conditions  are 
more  settled  In  Europe. 

"This   Is   a    gambler's   market."    said 

one  trader  this  morning.  "Judgment 
has  nothing  to  do  with  trades  now;  it 
Is  purely  a  matter  of  chance,  and  to 
the  professional  trader  is  the  right 
kind  of  a  market  to  take  a  vacation 
In.  I  suppose  some  speculators  will 
still  be  In  for  'suckers'  always  try  to 
buck  a  proposition  that  a  professional 
will  not  touch.  It  Is  a  case  of  where 
fools  rush  in  where  angels  fear  to 
tread.  If  one  can  call  a  professional 
trader  an  angel  even  In  a  flguratlve 
way." 

There  were  not  many  trades  in  the 
Duluth  market  In  wheat  today,  for 
the  members  of  the  board  were  seek- 
ing to  merely  get  Into  a  safe  position 
no  matter  which  way  the  market 
might  jump.  The  market  quotations 
for  Djluth,  as  reproduced  on  the  mar-, 
ket  page,  are  hardly  Indicative  of 
the  position  here,  for  the  Duluth  mar- 
ket was  not  Influenced  much  by  the 
trading  done  locally,  but  merely  re- 
flected, for  the  most  part,  the  action 
of  outside  markets.  The  local  market 
quotations,  therefore  show  a  wide 
range  and  a  great  deal  of  fluctuation. 
There  was  one  sale  of  cash  wheat  to- 
day that  sets  the  highest  price  paid 
in  a  number  of  years.  One  car  of  cash 
wheat  was  sold  at  the  rate  of  11.06  ^ 
a  bushel,  the  top  price  on  this  market 
for  seTArai  years.   Such  sales,  however, 


are  brought  about  b^  the  need  to  fill 
rush  orders  and  do  not  reflect  the  gen- 
eral condition. 

It  is  quite  generally  believed  that 
the  market  will  be  a  tame  and  unin- 
teresting one — so  far  as  deals  go — un- 
til the  war  is  over.  Several  traders 
look  for  a  practical  cessation  of 
trades  until  some  definite  condition 
has  been  arrived  at,  and  the  uncer- 
tainty will  be  at  an  end.  Some  believe 
that  there  will  be  no  war,  and  in  that 
event  look  for  a  heavy  slump  In  prices 
when  settlement  of  differences  is 
brought  about. 

The  chief  action  of  the  market  today 
was   In  flax.     The  seed   took   a   tumble 
in    price,    following    the    beginning    of 
the    decline    of    yesterday.      It    is    gen- 
erally understood  that  flax  .'  Us  in  the 
face   of  bad   war  news  because   of  the 
fact    that    there    is    a    decrease    in    the 
consumption  of  linseed   oil,   because   of 
the    decrease    in    manufacture.      How-  | 
evei\  on  the  board  today   there  was   a  I 
good    deal     of    dispute     on     this    point.  \ 
Many  traders  expressed  the  belief  that 
the  usual   rule  should  not  be  followed  1 


in  this  case,  for  the  reason  that 
Russia,  one  of  the  great  flax-produc- 
ing countries,  is  the  key  to  the  war 
situation,  and  that  the  fact  if  Russia 
gets  into  the  mix-up,  and  her  ports 
are  closed,  shutting  off  flax  as  well  as 
wheat  shipments  from  her  farming 
districts,  the  shortage  of  the  seed  will 
more  than  offset  the  curtailment  of 
consumption  in,  oil,  and  the  market 
should  at  least  hold  its  own,  and 
more  reasonably  follow  tne  wheat  rise 
than  take  an  opposite  course. 

The  gallery  overlooking  the  trading 
floor  was  well  fliled  all  during  the 
session  today.

The  state  railroad  and  warehouse 
commission  has  just  issued  its  rules 
for  the  fixing  of  joint  railroad  freight 
rates  in  intrastate  business,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Cashman  distance 
tariff  law,  passed  by  the  last  legis- 
lature and  which  went  into  effect  on 
Jan.  1.  The  matter  of  general  rules 
fixing  the  percentage  relation  to  gov- 
ern in  making  joint  rates  between  the 
roads  for  the  transportation  of  ship- 
ments in  carload  lots  and  less,  re- 
quired some  study,  and  has  been  in 
the  hands  of  the  commission  ever 
since.  The  rules  go  into  effect  on 
Aug.  10.  by  which  time  the  roads  in- 
volved are  required  to  establish  joint 
rates  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
promulgated.  Every  road  local  to  or 
entering  the  state  is  affected,  with  the 
following  exceptions,  the  commission 
deciding  that  the  earnings  of  tiie 
roads  named  should  not  be  further  re- 
duced: 

DalutJi  &  Northern  Minnesota,  Du- 
luth &  Northeastern,  Minneapolis  & 
Rainy  River,  Minneapolis.  Red  Lake  & 
Manitoba,  Minnesota,  Dakota  &  West- 
ern, Mississippi,  Hill  City  &  Western, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul.  Rochester  & 
Dubuque  Electric  Traction  company. 
Minnesota  &  Northern,  Mesaba  Rail- 
road company,  and  the  Electric  Short 
Line    company. 

The  commission  rules  that  joint 
through  rates  for  less  than  carload 
shipments  shall  be  made  on  a  basis  of 
90  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  local  rates 
plus  the  actual  drayage  charge  paid 
at  all  transfer  points  when  such 
charges  are  published  in  the  regular 
tariffs.  Joint  rates  for  carload  ship- 
ments shall  apply  via  the  shortest 
available  routes  where  there  are  track 
connections,  and  railroads  shall  absorb 
all  transfer  charges.  The  rules  pro- 
mulgated   are    as    follows: 

Under    85    Per    Cent    Basis. 

"Rule  II — (b)  Joint  through  rates 
for  fifth  class  and  Classes  A,  B,  C,  D 
and  B  and  for  commodity  schedules  on 
potatoes,  hay,  beets  and  beet  pulp, 
hogs  cattle,  sheep,  horses,  immigrant 
effects,  wood  and  fuel,  wood  bolts  and 
pulp  sawlogs,  brick,  stone  drain  tile, 
crushed  rock  and  sand,  lime  and  ce- 
ment, paper  and  ice  shall  be  made  up 
on  a  basis  of  85  per  cent  of  the  sum 
of  the  two  local  rates  and  shall  apply 
through  all  junction  points   within  the 

•'(c)  Joint  through  rates  for  com- 
modity schedules  11  and  12,  wheat  and 
coarse  grain,  shall  be  made  up  on  the 
basis  of  86  per  cent  of  the  local  rates 
and  shall  apply  through  all  junction 
points  except  In  the  two  cases  follow- 

""(1)  When  the  shipment  moves 
through  Minneapolis  or  Minnesota 
Transfer  or  St.  Paul  to  Duluth  or 
through  Duluth  or  Minneapolis  or 
Minnesota  Transfer  or  St.  Paul  the 
joint  rate  shall  be  made  the  local  in 
plus  an  arbitrary  of  6  cents  per  100 
pounds;   and 

"(2)  When  the  shipment  moves 
from  Duluth  through  Minneapolis  or 
Minnesota  Transfer  or  St.  Paul,  to  any 
point  In  the  state,  or  from  Minneapolis 
or  Minnesota  Transfer  or  St.  Paul  to 
Duluth,  to  any  point  in  the  state,  the 
joint  rate  shall  be  «an  arbitrary  of  5 
cents  per  100  pounds  plus  the  local 
•out'  from  Minneapolis,  Minnesota 
Transfer,  St.  Paul  or  Duluth  to  desti- 
nation. 

Coal  and  Lumber. 
"(d)  Joint  through  rates  for  com- 
modity schedules.  22  and  23,  hard  coal 
and  soft  coal,  shall  be  made  upon  the 
basis  of  the  Joint  rates  which  were  in 
effect  on  Dec.  31,  1913,  subject  to  the 
provision  that  In  no  case  shall  such 
Joint  rates  be  higher  than  the  sum  of 
the  local  rates  promulgated  by  the 
commission  on  Dec.  10,  1913,  via  the 
nearest  junction  point. 

"(e)  Joint  through  rate.s  for  com- 
modity schedules  25.  26  and  27.  lumber, 
posts  and  cedar  ties,  and  all  other  ties, 
shall  be  made  up  on  the  basis  of  the 
divisional  arbltraries  which  were  ap- 
plied Dec.  81,  1913,  for  all  shipments 
moving  from  producing  points  (Min- 
neapolis is  not  to  be  considered  a  pro- 
ducing point)  through  Duluth,  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  or  Minnesota  Transfer 
whether  the  movement  to  said  junc- 
tion point  is  over  one  or  more  lines, 
plus  the  local  rate  charged  by  the  de- 
livering line  or  lines,  and  joint  through 
rates  for  said  commodities  from  pro- 
ducing points  to  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
or  Minnesota  Transfer  shall  be  made 
up  on  the  basis  of  the  rates  between 
said  points  which  were  applied  Dec. 
31.  1913.  but  carriers  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  publish  a  rate  which  Is  less 
than  the  single  line  rate  for  the  same 
distance;  and  Joint  rates  for  shipments 
moving  through  junction  points  other 
than  above  named  shall  be  made  on 
the  basis  of  85  per  cent  of  the  rate 
charged  by  the  originating  line  from 
producing  point  plus  the  local  rate 
charged  by  the  connecting  line  or  lines. 
"(f)  Commodity  schedule  16.  sugar, 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  application 
of   joint    rates. 

ExeeptloiM  Granted. 
"Rule  III — (a)  Joint  rates  on  com- 
modity schedules  11.  12.  17,  18  and  19. 
wheat,  coarse  grain,  hogs,  cattle  and 
nheep,  moving  over  the  lines  of  the 
Chicago.  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Omaha,  and  Chicago  &  North  Western 
railways  shall  be  made  up  on  the  basis 
of  an  arbitrary  of  1  cent  over  the  con- 
tinuous mileage  rate  established  by  the 
commission  for  class  'A'  railroads  In 
Its  ordeT  dated  Dec.  10.  1913. 

"(b)  Joint  rates  on  all  freight  In 
carload  and  less  than  carload  lots  mov- 
ing over  the  Chicago  Great  Western 
railroad  shall  be  applied  to  the  rates 
now  in  effect  upon  said  lines  instead  of 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission  for 
class  'A'  railroads  In  Its  order  of  Dec. 
10.  1913.  this  rule  to  continue  until  it 
shall  have  been  determined  whether 
said  class  'A'  railroad  rates  are  rea- 
sonable  for  said   roads. 

"Rule  IV — Any  railway  company

Army  Clilcffai  Meet. 

Maj.-Gen.  Erich  von  Falkenhayn, 
German  minister  of  war,  and  Lieut. - 
Gen.  Count  Helmuth  von  Moltke.  chief 
of  the  German  general  staff,  had  a  long 
conference  today  with  Dr.  von  Beth- 
mann-Hollweg,  the  imperial  chancel- 
lor. Prince  Henry  of  Prussia,  the  em- 
peror's brother,  and  several  of  the  Im- 
perial ministers,  who  assembled  at  tlie 
chancellors's     palace. 

Rumors  were  current  afterward  that 
the  first  German  army  corps  with 
headquarters  at  Koenigsberg  had  been 
mobilized  and  that  a  call  had  been  is- 
sued for  a  session  of  the  Federal  coun- 
cil, which  Is  composed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  states  of  Germany. 

The  proceedings  at  the  imperial  con- 
ference at  Potsdam  yesterday,  under 
the  presidency  of  Emperor  William, 
have  been  kept  a  secret.  Questions  ad- 
dressed to  officials  evoked  the  reply, 
"We  regret  we  are  unable  to  furnijh 
the  slightest  Information  on  the  sub- 
ject" _  ^ 
No  Naval  Move  Mad*. 

It  is  known  that  no  steps  have  been 
taken  toward  the  mobilization  of  the 
German  navy.  The  battle  squadrons 
are  concentrated  at  Kiel  and  Wilhelms- 
haven  and  are  still  on  a  normal  foot- 
ing. Everything,  however,  is  In  in- 
stant readiness  for  bringing  the  navy 
up   to   war    strength.  ,.,». 

As  to  the  German  army,  in  addition 
to  the  precautionary  movements  of 
smaller  units  toward  the  Russian  and 
the  French  frontiers,  the  men  compos- 
ing the  supplementary  reserve,  which 
consists  of  those  who  escaped  service 
in  the  army,  are  reported  to  have  re- 
ceived instructions  to  report  for  drill 
three  days  after  the  mobilization  In 
case  it  should  be  ordered. 

Some  officers  in  close  touch  with 
the  situation  guardedly  expressed  the 
opinion  today  that  the  next  twenty- 
four  hours  would  see  a  decision  of  the 
question  of  peace  or  war. 

StrajiMburg    Fears    Siege. 

Dispatches  from  the  provinces  show 
that  the  greatest  agitation  exists  in 
many  places.  The  residents  of  the  for- 
tified town  of  Strassburg,  on  the 
French  frontier,  have  started  laying  in 
provisions  in  case  of  a  siege,  while  the 
common  council  of  the  town  has  taken 
measures  to  check  the  enormous  in- 
creases in  the  prices  of  food. 

The  council  of  Breslau  was  called 
into  secret  session  today  to  vote  an 
appropriation  of  $1,250,000  for  "extra- 
ordinary purposes,"  and  It  is  assumed 
that  this  also  was  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  in  provisions  for  a  possible 
siege. 

The  Socialists  everywhere  are  hold- 
ing mass  meetings  to  protest  against 
a  war,  but  the  non-Socialist  working- 
men's  organizations  have  organized 
counter  demonstrations  and  have  is- 
sued a  manifesto  declaring  the  loyalty 
of  the  great  majority  of  workingmen 
to   the   emperor.

Stocks    StlU   Dropping. 

New  York,  July  30. — At  the  opening 
of  the  stock  market  here  today,  prices 
again  broke  sharply  on  the  latest  turn 
In  the  foreign  situation.  Losses  rang- 
ed from  2  to  6  points,  the  latter  in 
Canadian  Pacific,  the  weakest  feature. 
The  advance  in  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land discount  rate,  reported  invest- 
ment of  the  Servian  capital  by  Austria 
and  further  large  gold  export  con- 
tributed their  part  to  the  break. 

Indications  pointed  to  another  heavy 
selling  movement  from  abroad,  where 
all  leading  markets  reflected  acute 
disturbance. 

A  rally  of  1  to  2  points  followed  the 
first  decline  after  which  another  sell- 
ing movement  ensued,  carrying  prices 
below  the  opening  and  in  several  Im- 
portant instances  under  yesterday  low. 
There  were  many  transactions  for 
cash,  suggesting  some  of  the  extreme 
necessities  of  the  situation.  Trading  in 
the  first  hour  amounted  to  255,000 
shares,  somewhat  under  yesterday's 
huge   total. 

A  fresh  wave  of  liquidation  swept 
over  the  market  around  noon,  stock 
literally  falling  out  from  all  quarters. 
Selling  was  hastened  by  London  cables 
which  pointed  to  a  greater  strain  In 
the  Austro-Servian  crisis.  Selling  con- 
tinued throughout  the  mid-session. 
Reading  losing  8  points,  Canadian  Pa^ 
cific,  Lehigh  Valley  and  Amalgamated 
Copper  7  points  and  with  numerous 
other  declines  ranging  from  3  to  5 
polntj.  At  times  the  list  seemed  to  be 
without  any  support  from  financial 
quarters.

Discount  Rate  Raised. 
London,  July  30. — As  had  been  an- 
ticipated, the  Bank  of  England  today 
raised  Its  minimum  rate  of  discount 
an  entire  point,  making  It  4  per  cent. 
The  step  was  taken  as  a  protective 
measure  In  view  of  the  chaotic  finan- 
cial conditions  on  the  continent  fol- 
lowing the  outbreak  of  war  between 
Austria-Hungary  and  Servla,  and  the 
almost  general  advance  of  the  bank 
rates  In  continental  centers. 

By  discounting  bills  freely  during 
the  last  few  days  while  ordinary  serv- 
ices for  discounting  were  practically 
suspended,  and  by  arranging  credit  li» 
connection  with  gold  coming  from  New 
York  while  American  exchange  was  so 
difficult  to  obtain,  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land considerably  relieved  the  finan- 
cial world.  Now.  however,  that  a  raid 
is  being  made  on  its  gold  supplies  by 
the  continent  of  Europe,  the  Bank  of 
England  has  found  It  necessary  to  take 
protective    measures. 

Heavy  Drainn  Made. 
Something  like  $5,000,000  in  gold 
went  out  yesterday  while  France  ob- 
tained practically  the  whole  of  the 
$5  000.000  which  arrived  from  South 
Africa  Tuesday;  and  although  $15,000.- 
000  Is  coming  from  New  York  to  pay 
for  securities  sold  recently,  this  sum 
can  hardly  arrive  In  time  to  offset  any 
further   continental   demands. 

The  Bank  of  England  return  Is  ex- 
pected to  show  a  large  Increase  in  the 
loan  business,  a  smaller  stock  of  gold 
and  a  sharp  shrinkage  In  the  propor- 
tion of  reserve  to  liabilities  which  the 
higher  bank  rate  and  the  expected 
gold  arrivals  will  partly  restore. 

The  continental  financial  and  politi- 
cal situation,  however.  Is  so  acute  that 
It  Is  essential  for  the  chief  financial 
Institution  In  London  to  take  measures 
of  protection.  The  open  discount  mar- 
ket will  be  able  to  work  more  freely 
now  that  uncertainty  has  been  re- 
moved with  the  establishment  of  a 
higher  official  minimum  bank  rate. 
Gloom  on  'Change.

Farmers  Too  Busy   Hay- 
ing to  Come  Last 
Week. 


Customers  who  attend  the  city's 
three  public  markets  Saturday  will  find 
farmers  awaiting  them  with  produce 
fresh  from  the  soil  of  the  fertile  farm- 
ing country  tributary  to  Duluth. 

T.  O.  Fichtner,  president  of  the  Fed- 
erated Farmers'  clubs,  called  upon 
Mayor  Prince  this  morning  and  In- 
formed him  that  the  farmers  will  be 
on  hand  bright  and  early  Saturday 
morning  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
local  market.  They  will  continue  com- 
ing at  least  twice  a  week,  piobably 
Wednesday.^  and  Saturdays,  until  late 
In  the  fall,  with  increasing  quantities 
of  vegetables,  greens,  preserves,  poul- 
try, etc.  Many  citizens  will  undoubt- 
edly take  advantage  of  the  opportuni- 
ties which  will  be  afforded  later  to 
lay  in  part  of  their  winter  supplies. 
SeaMon  Openm  Latr. 

Mr.  Fichtner  said  that  the  farmers 
were  unable  to  visit  the  markets  last 
Saturday  because  they  were  just  at 
the  peak  of  the  haying  season.  He 
explained  that  the  season  was  late  and 
that  it  was  highly  Important  for  them 
to  "make  hay  while  the  sun  shone." 
Several  hundred  would-be  patrons  vis- 
ited the  markets  last  Saturday  but 
were  unable  to  make  any  purchases 
because  of  the  absence  of  farmers 
with  farm  products  to  sell. 

The  downtown  market,  occupying  the 
ground  floor  of  the  arnoory.  Second 
avenue  east  and  First  street,  has  been 
thoroughly  renovated  and  is  in  good 
shape  for  the  opening  Saturday.  Plen- 
ty of  tables  and  benches  have  been 
provided.  A  rest  room  has  been  pro- 
vided for  the  farmers'  wives,  accom- 
modations for  the  horses  have  been 
arranged  and  the  wa)l»  whitewashed. 
This  last  was  done  in  a  single  day 
under  the  direction  of  Henry  Cleve- 
land, manager  of  the  park  department. 
He  removed  the  fine  screen  from  the 
nozzle  of  the  motor  spraying  machine, 
purchased  for  treatlng-treefe,  and  util- 
ised it  for  spreading  whitewash  on 
the  stone  walls.  This  enabled  a  couple 
of  men  to  do  as  much  in  one  day  as 
a  good-sized  crew  could  have  accom- 
plished. 

Suburban   Markefii. 

The  other  two  markets  are  located 
in  the  western  part  of  the  city,  one  at 
Twenty-first  avenue  ytest  and  Supe- 
rior street,  and  the  other  at  Ramsey 
street  and  the  N.  P.  right-of-way. 
James  P.  Grady,  president  of  the  Farm- 
ers' Produce  club,  whose  members 
farm  about  Proctor  and  Hermantown, 
states  that  they  will  be  on  hand  Sat- 
urday to  occupy  the  West  Duluth  and 
West  end  markets. 

Judging  from  the  large  number  of 
people  who  went  to  the  markets  last 
Saturday,  the  farmers  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  their  products 
this  year.  The  probabilitv  is  that  the 
buying  will  start  early.  By  noon  It  is 
likely  that  the  last  of  the  stocks  of 
all  three  markets  will   have  been  sold.

should  it  be?    There  can  be  but  one 
answer  to  that. 

Again,  suppose  a  set  of  legislative 
employes  conspire  to  frame  a  law  to 
benefit  themselves  or  their  friends. 
When  the  speaker  of  the  house  and 
the  president  of  the  senate  sign  bills, 
it  is  a  perfunctory  operation.  They 
sign  ten  or  fifty  in  a  bunch,  and  they 
take  them  for  granted.  It  would  be 
easy  for  the  conspirators  to  get  so 
far.  When  the  two  presiding  officers 
had  signed,  the  measure  would  in  the 
regular  course  of  things  go  to  the 
governor.  Sometimes  the  governor 
scrutinizes  important  bills  carefully; 
sometimes,  especially  if  they  appear 
innocent  on  their  face  and  seem  to  be 
about  the  character  of  measure  that 
the  legislature  is  busy  enacting,  the 
governor,  too,  signs  them  perfunctor- 
ily ten  or  fifty  in  a  batch. 

If  the  conspiracy  rf)f  legislative 
clerks  got  by  the  governor,  would 
this  bill  that  the  legislature  never 
heard  of  become  law?  According  to 
the  courts  that  refuse  to  go  back  of 
these  three  signatures,   it  would. 

When  such  things  can  happen  as 
have  happened  in  Indiana  and  Ken- 
tucky and  heaven  knows  how  many 
other  states,  there  is  a  loophole  in 
the  lawmaking  machinery  that  needs 
to  be  stopped.

TRUE  CONSERVATISM. 

"I  just  want  to  leave  this  thought 
with  you,"  said  President  Wilson  yes- 
terday to  a  delegation  of  business 
men,  "that  we  are  not  'running 
amuck';  we  are  trying  to  close  the  era 
of  suspicion  and  of  recrimination,  by 
putting  in  the  law  what  the  moral 
judgment  of  the  community  has  said 
ought   to  be  there." 

One  idea  of  conservatism — in  the 
•ense  of  "protecting  business" — is  to 
fight,  obstruct  and  defeat  all  proposals 
for  legislative  change,  and  thus  to 
protect  the  mighty  in  their  oppression 
of  the  weak,  and  to  add  fuel  to  the 
flames  of  public  anger  and  suspicion. 

The  Old  Guard  tried  that  way  un- 
der Taft,  and  the  Old  Guard,  placing 
itself  thus  in  the  way  of  progress,  was 
crushed  under  its  wheels. 

President  Wilson's  idea  of  con- 
servatism is  different.  He  would  rem- 
edy obvious  evils  by  legislation- 
would  "put  in  the  law  what  the  moral 
judgment  of  the  community  has  said 
ought  to  be  there" — and  so  put  an 
end  to  suspicion,  hate,  agitation  and 
disturbance,  to  the  end  that  business 
inay  proceed  unhampered  by  uncer- 
tainty and  unmenaced  by  the  greed  of 
the  monopolist  and  the  subtle  striv- 
ings of  the  demagogue. 

If  the  Wilson  idea  of  conservatism 
does  not  appeal  strongly  to  sound 
business  judgment,  then  business  is 
an  ass.     And  business  is  not  an  ass.

If    Europe    is    going    to    plunge    into

at  the  very  beginning.  This  country 
is  in  practically  every  respect  In  bet- 
ter shape  than  any  other  to  meet  the 
shock  and  stand  the  strain  of  such  a 
conflict. 

As  an  argument  for  peace  the  ex- 
pense of  war  serves  Its  purpose  until

The  greater  the  conflict  up  to  the 
dimensions  of  the  Incomprehensible 
struggle  which  suddenly  loomed  into 
prospect  last  week,  the  greater  the 
damage  which  will  be  wrought.  It  is 
going  to  cost  the  Old  World  fearfully 
in  men  and  money,  and  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth  will  be  called  upon  to 
help  pay  the  price.  Quite  apart  from 
the  diversion  of  funds  to  the  uses  of 
war.  all  the  ordinary  processes  of  In- 
ternational finance  and  commerce  will 
be  thrown  Into  derangement  and  the 
dislocation  will  be  reflected  in  the 
fleld    of  domestic    enterprise. 

It  is  just  as  well  to  face  these  facts 
at  once.  The  business  and  banking 
community  will  be  better  prepared 
thereby  to  deal  with  the  situation  if 
the  present  European  crisis  has  the 
worst  possible  Issue.  There  are  off- 
setting considerations  which  must 
qualify  apprehension,  and  their  effec- 
tiveness will  not  be  diminished  but 
increased  if  there  is  no  attempt  to 
minimize  the  awful  gravity  of  foreign 
contingencies  by  assuming  that  they 
constitute  Europe's  quarrel,  with 
which  the  rest  of  the  world  has  little 
concern.

And  Is  Europe  blaming  the  new  tariff 
law? 


CROOKED  BUT  UPHELD  BY  THE 
COURTS. 

Anybody  who  has  ever  sat  through 
a  session  of  a  state  legislature  knows 
that  our  laws  are  fearfully  and  won- 
derfully made  at  the  best.  But  some 
recent  court  decisions  open  up  new 
vistas  uf  eccentricity  in  lawmaking. 

In  the  last  session  laws  of  Indiana 
there  appears  a  measure  increasing 
the  salary  of  a  county  officer.  Some- 
what surprised  to  find  it  there,  inter- 
ested parties  investigated.  They 
found  that  it  had  never  passed  the 
legislature;  but  as  it  had  been  signed 
by  the  presiding  officers  of  both 
branches  of  the  legi.slature  and  by  the 
governor,  the  Indiana  courts  uphold 
it  They  claim  to  have  no  right  to 
go  behind   these  signatures. 

In  Kentucky  there  is  a  law  that  was 
actually  rejected  by  one  branch  of  the 
legislature;  but  in  someway  it  got 
the  governor's  signature,  and  the 
courts  have  held  it  to  be  a  valid  law. 
In  the  Indiana  case  the  journal  of 
the  legislature  shows  the  salary  in- 
crease hill  to  have  been  killed;  but 
the  court  will  not  look  at  the  journal. 
Somebody  conspired  to  get  the  prop- 
er signatures  on  the  bill,  and  that,  ac- 
cording to  the  courts,  makes  it  a  law. 
We  shall  not  quarrel  with  the 
courts.  If  the  courts  say  these  de- 
cisions are  sound,  then  we  shali  have 
to  admit  that  they  are  in  accordance 
with  law. 

But  we  shall  have  to  say  that  these 
decisions  make  out  the  law  to  be  an 
ass,  and  a  very  dangerously  blunder- 
ing ass  at  that. 

Theoretically,  to  make  a  measure  a 
law  it  must  pass  both  branches  of  the 
legislature  and  be  signed  by  the  gov- 
ernor or  repassed  over  his  veto. 

Actually,  according  to  these  deci- 
sions, a  handful  of  men  can  make  laws 
without  the  legislature  knowing  any- 
thing aboHt  them. 

Suppose  that  the  governor  of  a  state 
and  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  legislature  should  get 
together  and  decide  they  wanted  a 
law  that  they  knew  the  legislature 
wouldn't  pass.  Suppose  that  they  did 
not  even  bother  to  have  the  measure 
introduced,  but  had  a  clerk  engross 
it  in  the  usual  form,  and  then  all 
three  signed  it.    Would  that  be  a  valid 


defeated  Henry  Rines,  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  for  state 
auditor  by  1,057  votes  out  of  a  total  of 
183,049  first  and  second  choice  votes. 

Believing,  that  errors  had  occurred 
the  correction  of  which  would  change 
this  result,  Mr.  Rines  filed  a  contest, 
under  which  counting  is  now  being 
done — so  far  with  results  encouraging 
to  the  contestant. 

We  note  in  a  local  paper  severe 
strictures  upon  Mr.  Rines  for  bring- 
ing this  contest. 

The  Herald  does  not  try  cases  that 
are  being  heard  in  the  courts.  It  be- 
lieves newspaper  trials  of  pending 
cases  to  be  improper  newspaper  tac- 
tics, and  against   public  policy. 

So  it  is  not  going  to  try  the  Rines- 
Preus  contest  in  its  columns. 

But  it  is  going  to  say  that  Mr.  Rines 
had  a  perfect  right  to  bring  this  suit 
if  he  wanted  to;  that  that  is  what 
election  contest  machinery  is  for; 
that  aside  from  the  expense,  which 
must  fall  upon  one  or  both  of  the 
parties,  no  interest  whatever  is  preju- 
diced by  it;  that  if  it  results  in  Mr. 
Rines's  winning  it  will  be  only  be- 
cause gross  errors  have  been  cor- 
rected; and  that  nobody  can  criticize 
a  proceeding  that  looks  merely  to  the 
correction  of  errors  in  an  election 
count. 

Mr.  Preus's  margin  on  the  face  of 
the  returns  is  only  about  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
votes  involved.  With  a  margin  so 
slender,  anything  may  happen  in  a 
recount  showing  such  a  large  per- 
centage of  errors  as  St.  Louis  county 
developed.  This  fact  alone  justifies 
Mr.  Rines  in  having  an  accurate  count 
made.  The  proceeding  is  perfectly 
legitimate,  and  cannot  by  any  possi- 
bility result  in  injustice. 

Mr.  Rines  deserved  better  from  St. 
Louis  county  tlian  he  got.  The  crush- 
ing vote  against  him  here  should  not

every  reason,  based  on  the  position  of 
the  United  States,  economically  and 
otherwise,  and  every-  inducement  of 
self-interest,  for  refraining  from  «n 
alarm  which  can  only  help  to  aggra- 
vate the  Immediate  strain.  Men  who 
have  In  their  hands  the  direction  of 
the  country's  affairs  of  finance,  busi- 
ness and  government  will  most  as- 
suredly do  all  in  their  power  to  miti- 
gate the  severity  of  any  shock  com- 
municated here  from  the  European 
contest. 

Their  efforts  can  be  wonderfully  as- 
sisted by  a  widespread  recognition  of 
the  virtue  of  sitting  tight  at  a  dis- 
turbed juncture.  A  good  deal  of  trou- 
ble never  happens  if  it  la  not  precip- 
itated by  the  unreasoning  conduct  of 
people  who  surrender  promptly  to  the 
impulses  of  excitement.  For  the  pres- 
ervation of  composure  at  this  particu- 
lar time  various  Inducements  are  of- 
fered by  the  circumstances  of  foreign 
and  domestic  affairs  in  the  last  two 
years  and  by  a  legitimate  regard  for 
the  outcome  of  Europe's  resort  to 
arms    which    may    benefit    the    United 

In  its  ultimate  relations  anything 
resembling  a  general  European  war 
would  seem  likely  to  guarantee  that 
the  economic  future  will  belong  to  the 
American  continents,  especially  to 
North  America.  The  paralysis  of  Eu- 
ropean finance  and  commerce  during 
any  such  upheaval  and  their  subse- 
quent prostration  will  leave  the  way 
clear  for  all  nations  whose  energies 
have  not  been  debilitated  and  whose 
resources  have  not  been  exhausted  by 
the  waste  of  war.  It  was  in  the  Civil 
war  that  American  shipping  suprem- 
acy was  lost.  As  a  result  of  a  Euro- 
pean war  It  may  be  regained  with 
contributing  influences  to  its  recovery 
provided  by  the  facilities  for  commer- 
cial expansion  which  the  Panama  canal 
and  the  approaching  modernization  of 
the    American    banking     system     will 

supply. 

In  more  ways  than  one  the  folly  of 
warfare  which  Europe  has  long  been 
threatening  to  commit  and  at  last 
seems  determined  to  perpetrate  must 
spell  opportunity  for  the  United  States. 
Among  other  things  it  is  likely  to  pro- 
vide a  splendid  opportunity  to  extri- 
cate the  country  from  a  debtor  condi- 
tion represented  by  the  large  Euro- 
pean holdings  of  American  securities. 
The  Sun  believes  that  advantage  will 
be  readily  taken  by  American  investors 
to  absorb  on  their  own  terms  the  fur- 
ther sales  of  stocks  and  bonds  which 
Europe  may  seek  to  make  here  at  the 
dictates  of  fear  or  necessity.  If  the 
absorption  can  be  augmented  by  the 
purchase  of  European  state  funds  or 
other  foreign  obligations  which  will 
place    the    Old    World    in    debt    to    the

ANOTHER   TARIFF-RUINED 
INDUSTRY. 

One  of  the  industries  that  could 
not  live  without  a  Payne-Aldrich-Mc- 
Kinley-Hanna.  tariff  was  the  cotton 
industry. 

It  was  also  one  of  the  industries 
that  were  going  to  languish  and  die 
under  the  blight  of  the  new  tariff  law. 

A  year  ago  New  Bedford,  Massa- 
chusetts, was  offering  mills  for  sale 
at  twenty  per  cent  below  cost.  Other 
mills  were  going  on  short  time,  pre- 
paratory to  quitting  business  alto- 
gether. Dividends — which  amounted 
to  ten  to  fifty  per  cent — ^were  to  dwin- 
dle, and  as  for  wages,  they  were  sim- 
ply going  to  dry  up  and  vanish.  All 
this,  of  course,  in  the  arguments  of 
frantic  protectionists  like  Senator 
Smoot  and  others. 

And  now  comes  the  census  bureau, 
reporting  a  larger  consumption  of  cot- 
ton in  the  country's  cotton  mills  dur- 
ing the  ten  months  prior  to  Jtme  30 
than  in  the  same  time  a  year  before. 
This  period,  less  one  month,  is  exact- 
ly the  period  in  which  the  new  tariff 
■was  "ruining"  the  cotton  industry. 

The  tariff  that  was  to  curtail  divi- 
dends, abolish  pay  rolls  and  blow  up 
the  mills  has  actually  promoted  in- 
creased activity  in  the  cotton  industry. 


Meanwhile  there  are  other  encour- 
aging considerations  which  deserve  to 
be  noted.  There  could  hardly  be  a  less 
unfavorable  time  for  Europe  to  try- 
the  desperate  solution  of  a  general 
war  for  the  problems  that  have  for 
decades  made  it  an  armod  camp.  In 
the  solution  other  problems  which 
have  vexed  these  times  will  obtain 
their  answer,  but  quite  aside  from  this 
phase  of  the  crisU  it  is  to  be  ob- 
served that  war  will  not  find  Europe 
nor  the   rest  of  the  world   unprepared.

Washington,  July  80. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Senator  Billy  Hughes  of 
New  Jersey  is  one  of  the  best  swim- 
mers in  public  life  and  has  rescued 
several  men,  women  and  children  from 
drowning.  The  aquatic  experience 
that  he  remembers  most  vividly,  how- 
ever, occurred  when  he  was  about  10 
years  old.  H-e  and  two  or  three  other 
care-free  youngsters  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  going  swimming  in  a  creek 
which  ran  close  to  town.  Billy  and 
his  companions  usually  wore  even  few- 
er clothes  than  would  be  seen  on  the 
bathing  girls  in  a  Ziegfeld  chorus. 
This  practice  was  considered  extremely 
crass  by  the  policeman  on  that  beat, 
and  one  day  he  stole  the  boys*  street 
clothes  by  way  of  remonstrance. 

When  Billy  Hughes  noted  that  his 
clothes  were  gone  he  saw  that  he  must 
either  overtake  the  policeman  and  re- 
cover his  garments  or  else  go  home 
empty-handed,  as  one  might  say,  and 
confess  to  his  parents  that  he  bad 
been  in  swimming  again — and  he  had 
been  forbidden  to  go  swimming,  owing 
to  the  prejudice  nearly  all  parents  have 
against  a  boy  learning  to  take  care  of 
himself  in   the   water. 

The  proposition  was  a  bit  embarras- 
sing, of  course,  but  there  was  no  way 
out  of  it.  so  Billy  Hughes  modestly 
pulled  down  the  vizor  of  bis  cap  over 
his  face — the  cap  being  the  one  article 
the  policeman  had  overlooked — and  ran 
after  the  cop.  This  necessitated  a 
Godiva  trip  right  up  into  the  business 
center  of  the  town,  for  the  officer  in 
blue   had   the   start   of   him. 

The  plight  of  Billy  Hughes  stand- 
ing like  September  Morn  on  a  street 
corner  persuading  the  policeman  to 
give  him  back  his  clothes  is  a  thing 
that  is  talked  about  in  that  town  even 
to  the  present  day.

The  ringmaster  at  a  circus  show- 
ing in  a  Vermont  village  one  after- 
noon offered  $1  to  any  boy  in  the  audi- 
ence who  would  ride  a  certain  buck- 
ing pony  that  had  just  been  tossing 
clowns  from  its  back  with  great  suc- 
cess. A  small,  shaggy-haired  bey 
came  instantly  from  one  of  the  front 
seats  and  said  he  would  like  to  try 
his  luck  with  the  pony.  The  boy 
was  Carroll  S.  Page,  now  United 
States  senator  from  Vermont.  His 
father  had  a  self-willed,  fractious 
horse  that  he  had  learned  to  ride 
bareback,  and  he  had  a  notion  that 
he  could  negotiate  a  round  of  the 
track  on  the  circus  pony.  To  heighten 
the  effect,  the  ringmaster  placed  a 
good-sized  monkey  on  young  Page's 
shoulders — for  ballast  as  he  ex- 
plained. 

There  were  moments  when  it  looked 
as  if  the  pony  would  get  the  de- 
cision, but  young  Page  stuck  on,  hold- 
ing to  the  pony's  mane,  and  the  mon- 
key held  to  the  boy's  hair.  When  the 
ringmaster  handed  the  boy  his  dollar, 
and  patted  him  on  the  back  as  the  hero 
of  the  occasion,  the  crowd  cheered 
madly  and  the  future  United  States 
senator  was  thrilled  as  no  honor  haa 
ever   thrilled   him    since. 

It  was  a  wonder  after  that  inci- 
dent that  Page  didn't  become  more 
and  more  of  a  circusgoer.  But  his 
father  took  a  hand  about  that  time. 
The  next  time  a  circus  came  to  town, 
his  father,  who  ran  a  general  store, 
told  him  that  he  could  have  his 
choice  of  the  money  to  go  to  the  show 
or  the  use  of  the  horse  and  buggy 
to  out  and  buy  hides  on  a  commission 
basis.  The  chance  to  earn  money  ap- 
pealed to  the  youngster  and  that  day 
became  a  precedent;  that  is,  whenever 
a  circus  came  along  and  other  boys 
took  a  holiday.  Page  took  the  horse 
and  rig  and  bought  hides  for  his  fath- 
er. That  was  the  way  he  got  started 
toward  his  present  place  as  the  largest 
dealer  in  raw   calfskins   in  the  world.

"And  the  law  is  common  sense." 
Anyone  can  see  with  half  an  eye  that 
the  (destruction  of  the  rope  was  the 
aim  and  end  of  the  offender.  Doubtless 
he  wss  surprised  and  grieved  when 
ho  fovnd  that,  in  his  single  hearted 
denire  to  bisect  a  rope,  he  had  un- 
wittingly, involuntarily  and  wholly 
without  malice  aforethought  ruinod 
$150  worth  of  furniture! 

But  this  fruitful  prinripit*  has  a  pos- 
sible application  much  wider  than  this 
case.  We  recollect  a  case  In  New 
York,  for  example,  where  a  man  was 
hanged,  in  the  old  days  before  the 
electric  chair,  for  killing  another  man 
with  a  revolver,  he  had  fired  through 
the  nlate  glass  window  of  the  victim's 
office.

Waishin«rton,  July  88. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Of  the  last  twenty  con- 
gresses chosen — forty-fourth  to  sixty- 
third,  both  inclusive — each  party  cap- 
tured ten.  The  Democrats  triumphed 
in  1874.  1876.  1878,  1882,  1886.  1890 
1892.  1910  and  1912.  The  Republicans 
got  the  majoritie*  in  1880,  1888.  1894 
189S.  1898,  1900,  1902,  1904.  1906  and 
1908.  In  two  of  the  Republican  con- 
grressea — those  chosen  In  1880  and  in 
1888 — the  majorities  were  very  small, 
but  they  were  augmented  by  the  par- 
tisan decisions  of  contested  election 
cases. 

The  Republicans  were  more  fortu- 
nate In  the  senate,  holding  the  ma- 
jority in  that  body  in  seventeen  con- 
gressea  of  the  twenty,  and  the  Dem- 
ocratic majority  in  the  senate  In  the 
fifty-third  congress,  1893-96,  was  nom- 
inal rather  than  actual.  In  that  con- 
gress Gorman  of  Maryland.  Smith  of 
New  Jersey  and  Brice  of  Ohio  were 
classed  as  Democrata,  but  they  suc- 
ceeded in  bringing  to  naught  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Democratic  president  on  the 
tariff  question,  the  paramount  Issue, 
which  soon  gave  place  to  the  silver 
question  that  banished  the   Democratic 


as  had  come  to  Hayes,  leat  he  approve 
it,  and  so  John  Sherman  was  set  to, 
the  job,  and  he  secured  the  passage 
of  a  law  that  was  a  double  dos«  of 
the  Bland-Allison  limited  coinage.  The 
country  was  in  a  rage.  The  free  sil- 
ver men  denounced  it  and  the  gold- 
bugs  were  even  more  vicious  in  their 
hostility  to  it.  Appeal  was  made  to 
the  country,  and  in  the  elections  of 
1890  the  Republicans  got  the  worst 
licking  they  ever  got  and  doubly  mer- 
ited It  was. 

The  Sherman  silver  law  brought  on 
the  pajilc  of  1893  and  the  Democrats 
were  charged  with  it  because  Cleve- 
land had  been  inaugurated  president 
that  year.  That  panic  would  have  come 
with  any  man  in  the  world  president, 
with  any  party  of  our  history  in  pow- 
er. But  the  Republicans  were  knaves 
enough  to  lay  the  panic  of  189S  on 
the  tariff  of  1894  and  they  completely 
fooled  the   people. 

If  his  party  had  stood  by  Cleveland 
on  the  coinage  question,  the  Republi- 
cans would  have  taken  the  16  to  1 
side  In  1896.

If  the  Democratic  party  had  set  Its 
face  like  flint  against  what  the  busi- 
ness world  at  home  and  abroad  called 
unsound  currency.  the  forty-third 
congress,  chosen  la  1872,  would  have 
been  the  last  Republican  congress  to 
legislate  at  the  capital.

The  Bland-Allison 
act  was  a  compromise,  though  both 
the  Democratic  house  and  the  Repub- 
lican senate  were  for  16  to  1.

Had  Orover  Cleveland  been  re- 
elected president  in  1888  the  sliver 
question  would  have  been  settled  as 
it  was  nine  years  later  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  gold  standard.

That  was  the  first  congress  of  whch 
Tom  Reed  was  speaker  and  It  had  a 
pronounced  majority  in  favor  of  16  to 
1    in   both  houses.

Nationalists     Fire     Volley 

Over  Graves  of  Riot 

Victims. 

Dublin,  July  SO. — More  than  two 
hundred  thousand  persons,  standing 
bareheaded  and  silent  in  the  streets, 
last  night  witnessed  the  funeral  pro- 
cession of  the  three  persons  killed  last 
Saturday,  when  the  King's  Own  Scot- 
tish Borderers  fired  into  a  mob  here 
In  an  attempt  of  police  and  soldiers 
to  seize  arms  which  were  being 
brought  into  Dublin  for  use  by  the 
Irish  Nationalist  volunteers.  All  shops 
were   closed  for  the  occasion. 

The  procession,  which  started  from 
the  cathedral,  was  a  mile  and  a  half 
long.  The  mayor  and  city  council  and 
other  public  bodies  and  battalions  of 
Nationalist  volunteers  followed  the 
hearses.  As  the  cortege  passr-d  the 
scene  of  the  shooting  the  bands 
played  dirges.

Celluloid  and  other  self-washing  neck- 
wear eaves  a  great  deal  of  strain  on 
the  shoulder  Joints,  to  say  nothing  of 
toilet   soap. 

Even  though  one  takes  a  bath  as 
often  as  once  a  month  the  skin  is 
fairly  swarming  with  ordinary  staphy- 
lococci, streptococci,  and  Just  cocci — or. 
In  technical  terms,  the  "bugs"  that 
cause  matteration.  Take  a  few  mil-

The  process  is  a  sort  of  self-vacci- 
nation. The  pus  cocci  are  thoroughly 
rubbed  into  the  skin,  and  the  constitu- 
tion does  the  rest.  As  soon  as  the 
white  blood  corpuscles  discover  the 
invasion  they  gather  in  large  numbers 
around  the  seat  of  battle,  and  proceed 
at  once  to  erect  fortifications  to  guard 
against  a  general  invasion  by  the  cocci. 
The  white  cells  kill  and  eat  cocci  by 
the  billion  at  first,  but  the  cocci  have 
such  a  rapid  birthrate  that  the  white 
cells  soon  tire  of  the  task  and  confine 
themselves    to    standing     guard     duty 


till    the    invaders    become    discouraged 
and  give  up  the  fight.

Were  it  not  for  boils,  the  only  re- 
sult of  an  invasion  by  skin  cocci  would 
be  a  chill,  a  high  fever,  a  low  mutter- 
ing delirium  and  an  untimely  end  for 
a  life  so  young  and  promising.  Next 
time  you  get  a  boil  on  the  back  of  the 
neck  don't  be  melancholic:  put  large, 
hot,  moist  compresses  on  it  and  thank 
your  lucky   stars.

Washington.  July  30. — Defending  the 
administration's  anti-trust  program.

MEET  IN  GOLF  MATCH 

Chick  Evans  and  Albert 
Seckel  Paired  in  West- 
ern Championship  Tour- 
nament at  Grand  Rapids.

Should  the  Duluth  senior  eight  win 
the  senior  eight  event  at  the  Phila- 
delphia meeting  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Amateur  Oarsmen.  It  will 
have  achieved  a  record  that  is  hold  by 
but  one  other  Western  rowing  club, 
the  famous  Winnipeg  Rowing  club  or 
Winnipeg. 

In  l»o3  at  Worcester.  Mass.,  the 
Winnipeggers  won  the  senior  eight 
event  in  7:52.  In  1912  the  Peggers 
came  back  and  defeated  the  Duluth 
intermediate  eight  for  the  prized 
trophy,  the  highest  honor  of  the  re- 
gatta. The  race  was  rowed  in  6:37, 
for  it  was  not  until  1909  that  the  dis- 
tance was  changed  from  a  mile  and  a 
half  to  a  mile  and  a  quarter. 

Thus  it  will  be  observed  from  a 
glance  down  through  the  long  list  of 
records  that  the  wins  of  the  Western 
rowing  clubs  have  been  perilously 
few.  The  national  association  started 
racing  the  senior  eight  shells  back  in 
1880. 

As  every  follower  of  rowing  in  this 
town  is  aware,  the  Duluth  junior  eight 
won  the  senior  eight  event  last  season 
at  Boston,  with  the  Duluth  senior 
eight  second  and  the  New  York  Ath- 
letic club  eight  third.  The  race  was 
rowed  In  6:58. 

It  Is  up  to  the  Duluth  senior  eight 
of  the  present  year  to  cop  the  senior 
eight  race  at  Philadelphia  this  season 
and  thus  equal  the  record  of  the  Win- 
nipeg Rowing  club.  This  accomplish- 
ment would  then  give  Duluth  the  op- 
portunity to  next  season  create  a  new 
record  for  the  clubs  of  the  West  and 
also  establish  the  unique  record  of 
winning  the  classic  senior  eight  race 
three   years   in   succession. 

The  Intermediate  E:iKlit. 
In  the  season  of  1893  the  Intermediate 
eight  event  was  placed  on  the  na- 
tional list  of  events.  In  1909  at  De- 
troit the  Argonauts  of  Toronto  won 
the  intermediate  eight  event.  The 
Argonauts  repeated  at  Washington  the 
following  season  and  won  for  the  third 
successive  time  at  Saratoga  in  1911. 

The  Duluth  junior  eight  won  the  In- 
termediate eight  event  at  Peoria  in 
1912  and  repeated  the  feat  a  year  ago 
at  Boston.  Should  the  Duluth  junior 
eight  win  the  event  this  season  at 
Philadelphia  the  feat  of  the  Argonauts 
will  have  been  equalled.  Just  as  the 
senior  eight  record  of  the  Winnipeg 
Rowing  club  will  be  equalled  by  a  win 
by  the  senior  eight  in  the  senior  eight 
event. 

It  will  be  found  that  two  Canadian 
rowing  clubs  stand  prominently  as  the 
consecutive  winners  in  two  of  the  clas- 
sic events  of  the  national  program.  In 
both  cases  the  crews  of  little  old  Du- 
luth are  the  strong-lunged  competitor. 
Th^  Senior  Four. 

Back    In    1879   at    Saratoga   the  Hill- 


dale  four  of  HlUdale.  Mich.,  copped  the 
senior  four  event.  This  crew  also  won 
the  senior  four  event  In  1880  and  again 
In  1881.  One  other  club  has  won  this 
event  three  times.  The  Winnipeg  Row- 
ing club  wdn  it  in  1889  at  Pullman, 
111.,  and  It  was  won  by  the  Minnesota 
Boat  club  at  Detroit  In  1893.  In  1896 
at  Saratoga  the  Winnipeg  Rowing  club 
won  it  again.  In  1902  the  Winnipeg 
Rowing  club  won  it  again  at  Worces- 
ter, and  agtLin  at  Worcester  in  1906. 
Last  'season  the  Duluth  8eii':>r  four 
won    the  event. 

The  Union  Boat  club  of  Chlcrfgo  won 
the  Intermediate  four  event  back  in 
1889,  this  being  the  first  Western  club 
to  cop  In  this  event.  The  Winnipeg 
Rowing  club  won  that  event  In  1895  at 
Saratoga.  The  Quincy  Boat  club  won 
the  intermediate  four  at  St.  Louis  In 
1904  and  the  Minnesota  Boat  club 
came  through  with  flying  colors  at 
Springfield.  Mass..  in  1908.  In  1892  at 
Peoria  the  Grand  Rapids  club  added  to 
the  list  of  Western  winnings  by  win- 
ning the  four. event.  Last  season  at 
Boston  the  Duluth  club  broke  Into  the 
lurid  and  honorable  list. 

Few  Western  Wins. 
It  will  be  seen  that  outside  of  the 
wins  of  the  Winnipeg  Rowing  club 
there  has  been  comparatively  few  wins 
by  the  Western  clubs  at  the  national. 
This  fact  can  be  acounted  for  because 
of  the  greater  number  of  Eastern 
clubs  entering  crews.  Reviewing  the 
records  of  the  national  regattas  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  wins  of  the  Duluth 
Boat  club  has  helped  materially  to  add 
to  the  glory  of  the  West  as  a  center  of 
rowing. 

Duluth  is  a  new  and  decidedly  pow- 
erful factor  In  the  affairs  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Amateur  Oars- 
men, as  will  be  seen  by  a  brief  review 
of  the  records.  What  Duluth  has  ac- 
complished In  the  three  years  it  has 
sent  crews  to  the  national  of  recent 
years  stands  out  with  all  the  lurid  light 
of  remarkable  achievement  th.ru3t 
upon  It. 

Dnlntli  Mast  Win. 
A  win  this  season  by  any  of  the  Du- 
luth crews  will  serve  to  further  in- 
crease the  growing  prestige  of  the  Du- 
luth Boat  club.  As  has  been  previous- 
ly stated,  a  win  in  the  intermediate 
and  senior  eight  events  would  equal 
the  record  of  two  of  the  most  famous 
rowing  clubs  on  the  North  American 
continent  and  would  place  the  local 
club  in  the  enviable  position  of  being 
able  to  establish  a  unique  record  in 
another    season. 

This  season  the  national  promises  to 
eclipse  all  regattas  of  the  past  in  the 
general  class  of  the  entrants.  There 
has  been  a  great  revival  of  rowing  in- 
terest this  season,  due  to  the  Ameri- 
can winning  of  the  classic  Henley,  and 
the  crews  that  Ten  Eyck's  pupils  will 
meet  on  the  famous  Philadelphia  course 
will  be  the  class  of  America.

John  Dwyer.  whose  estate  is  claimed 
by    Mrs.    Emma    Dwer    by    virtue    of    a 
common      law    niarriaee      consummated  j 
several     vears    ago     in     Michigan       and  | 
Mrs.       Mary     Ann     Hart     Dwyer,       who  | 
claims  to  have  married  Dwyer  on  Nov. 
22,    1911,    in    this    city,    was   fatally    in- 
jured    in     an     accident    at     the     Alger- 
Smith    mill    on    Kices   point  on    Dec.    17 
la^t.      He    died    four    days    later    at    St. 
Mary's  hospital.     Joseph  E.   Benoit  was 
appointed      as      administrator      of      his 
estate   and  as  such   collected    $1,200   for 
the   benefit   of   the    heirs.      Two   groups 
of   heirs    claim   the    money. 

Th»  story  of  Dwyer's  double  life 
was  brought  out  in  the  testimony  of 
Mrs.  Emma  Dwyer.  common  law  wife, 
who  claims  that  she  and  her  three 
children  art-  entitled  to  the  funds.  Mrs. 
Mary  Ann  Hart  Dwyer,  who  is  now  re- 
siding at  Grand  Marais,  Mich.,  is  the 
mother  of  two  children,  a  girl,  aged 
2>^  and  a  boy.  18  months  old.  She 
was  not  in  court  and  it  is  probable 
that  her  testimony  will  be  taken  by 
deposition. 

Her   Life   Story. 

Mrs  Dwyer.  No.  1,  told  the  story  of 
her  life  from  early  girlhood  on  the 
stand  and  of  her  meeting  with  Dwyer. 
She  was  born  in  Ogdensburg,  N.  Y-, 
and  lived  there  until  she  was  13  years 
old,  when  she  became  the  wife  of  one 
George  Disberry,  who  was  at  that 
time  three  years  her  senior.  Two 
weeks  after  th<ir  wedding  they  moved 
to  Detroit.  Mich.,  where  they  lived 
about    a   year. 

From  Detroit,  the  Disberrys  moved 
to  Sand  Beach,  Mich.,  where  they  re- 
sided one  year  and  later  to  Harris- 
ville,  where  they  spent  the  next  five 
years.  From  Harrlsvillc,  they  moved 
to  Alpena.  In  Alpena,  the  witness 
stated,  her  first  husband  left  her.  She 
became  acquainted  wllh  Dwyer  there 
and  later  when  Dwyer  went  to  Port 
Huron  he  telegraphed  her  to  join  him. 
which  she  did.  She  testified  that  her 
brother  was  working  with  Dwyer. 
Her   brothers      name      was      given      as

In  the  meantime  she  had  heara 
nothing  from  Disberry  and  concluded 
that  he  had  deserted  her.  Dwyer  sug- 
gested that  she  go  in  the  woods  to  tne 
camps  with  him,  but  she  stated  that 
she  could  not  agree  unless  she  went  as 
his  wife.  This  statement  she  said  was 
made  in  the  presence  of  her  brother. 
George  Oven,  and  Dwyer's  sister.  Later 
they  left  for  Prentiss  Bay,  where  they 
spent  the  winter  in  the  woods. 

Whon  the  lumber  camps  broke  up  In 
the  spring,  Dwyer  and  his  common  law 
wife  came  back  to  Port  Huron  and 
there  went  to  housekeeping,  accord- 
ing to  her  story.  'He  always  intro- 
duced m»'  as  his  wife  and  held  me  out 
as  such,  and  I  went  by  the  name  of 
Mrs.  Dwyer,"  she  said. 

HuHband  AppearM. 

About  two  months  after  the  first 
child.  Clifford  John  Dwyer,  was  born, 
she  testified,  her  first  husband  turned 
up.  She  stated  that  she  saw  him  once 
or  twice  and  that  he  came  to  see  her. 

That  was  nearly  twenty-four  years 
ago,  and  she  testified  that  she  had 
never  heard  of  him  since.  On  June  13, 
1892.  another  child.  Earl  Joseph  Dwyer. 
was  born.  Soon  afterwards  the  Dwyers 
moved  to  Duluth.  where  they  lived  to- 
gether until  about  seven  years  ago. 
when  a  separation  seemed  to  have  been 
effected.  A  third  child  was  born  after 
the  Dwyers  moved  to  Duluth.  Roy 
Dwyer,  now  aged  21.  Two  other  chil- 
dren which  were  born  to  the  Dwyers 
died.

During  the  month  of  June  1902.  Mrs. 
Dwyer  testified  that  her  husband  seat 
her  back  to  Michigan  to  get  a  divorce.

Settlers  Rushing  in  to  File 

Upon  Reclaimed  Marshall 

County  Land. 

Thief  River  Falls,  Minn.,  July  30. — 
(Special  to  The  Herald.) — The  stam- 
pede of  prospective  settlers  to  the 
Mud  lake  region,  twenty-two  miles 
northi^abt  of  here,  and  twelve  miles 
ea^t  of  Holt,  all  in  Marshall  county, 
that  began  day  before  yesterday,  con- 
tinues today,  according  to  late  re- 
ports. The  famous  lake  region,  once 
the  scene  of  good  duck  hunting,  has 
been  drained  and  the  lake  bottom  has 
some  splendid  lands  upon  which  there 
is  a  great   rush  to   file. 

The  courts  recently  held  that  people 
owning  land  fronting  on  whore  the 
lake  was,  under  the  law  of  riparian 
rights,  could  take  a  share  of  the  lake 
bottom. 

Wild    Rash   From   Holt. 

Last  fall  the  government  sent  sur- 
veyors out  to  Mud  lake  and  platted  it. 
The  first  of  this  wet-k  the  government 
plats  were  filed  at  the  Crookston  land 
office  and  the  rumor  went  forth  that 
the  lands  would  be  open  for  entry 
Sept.  IB.  This  news  resulted  In  a  big 
rush  of  squatters.  Holt,  which  Is  the 
nearest  village  to  the  land,  was  prac- 
tically deserted  the  first  day.  Every- 
body got  the  fever  from  bankers  to 
draymen.  The  Holt  lumberman  claims 
that  yesterday  was  a  record  for  sales 
of  lumber.  He  waa  routed  out  of  bed 
at  4  o'clock,  and  before  breakfast  had 
sold  lumber  for  over  thirty  squatters' 
residences.  Last  night  over  thirty 
homesteaders  live  In  temporaTy  build- 
ings on  the  old  lake  bottom. 

There  was  considerable  "scrapping" 
over  locations.  One  man  posted  no- 
tices on  a  choice  quarter  section  and 
Went  back  to  get  some  lumber.  When 
ho  rettfrned  he  found  the  notices  torn 
down  and  a  young  woman  had  stuck 
up  four  boards  with  an  umbrella  for 
a  roof.  She  was  sitting  under  the 
umbrella  with  a  rifle  in  her  hands. 
The  young  woman  stated  that  she  had 
her  building  there  first  and  that  she 
was  there  to  stay.  From  accounts  that 
have  come  to  this  city,  she  meant  what 
she  said,  for  she  Is  still  holding  the 
fort  made  of  four  boards  with  an 
umbrella  for  a  roof.  The  man  who 
posted  the  notices  felt  bad,  but  when 
he  saw  that  the  young  woman  had 
blood  In  her  eye,  he  moved  on  and 
squatted  on  a  less  desirable  quarter. 

Much  Interest  Is  being  exhibited 
here  In  the  matter  and  many  are 
anxiously  waiting  for  the  opening  day 
to  arrive  to  see  what  the  outcome  will 
be.  None  is  waiting  more  anxiously 
than  the  actual  squatters  as  they  want 
to  be  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  fur- 
ther putting  up  with  the  difficulties 
and  privations  brought  about  by  hav- 
ing to  hold  their  squatter's  rights  by 
rttldence.

Illinois  Man   Interested   in 

Huge   Undertaking   in 

Floodwood  Locality. 

Floodwood,  Minn..  July  30. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Clyde  W.  Preston 
of  Minneapolis,  president  of  the  Upper 
Cuyuna  L.and  company,  which  owns  a 
10,000-acre  tract  of  land,  within  ten 
miles  of  Floodwood.  was  here  this 
week,  accompanied  by  A.  O.  Bolon  of 
Illinois,  who  was  looking  over  the 
swamp  lands  that  are  now  being 
drained  by  the  state,  with  an  Idea  to 
selecting  few  thousand  acres  of  these 
lands  and  putting  them  in  such  shspe 
by  means  of  additional  ditches  and 
laterals,  as  to  make  cultivation  both 
possible  and  profitable.  Mr.  Bolen  has 
had  consid,c^rable  experience  along 
these  lines,  in  other  localities  and  be- 
lieves that  the  lands  he  looked  over 
in  this  district,  when  properly  drained, 
can  be  made  to  produce  crops  as  good 
as  those  now  being  produced  on  |he 
highest  priced  lands  In  Illinois,  that 
were  swamp  lands  until  reclaimed  by 
a  system  of  drainage.  Mr.  Bolen  says, 
that  some  years  ago.  an  eastern  syndi- 
cate, which  he  represented  bought 
about  60,000  acres  of  similar  land  in 
Canada  and  after  these  lands  were 
properly  drained  they  were  settled 
upon  and  today  that  district  is  con- 
sidered one  of  the  richest  sections  of 
Lower  Canada,  and  "that  Is  just  exact- 
ly what  will  happen  in  your  district," 
added  Mr.  Bolen,  "JlOO  per  acre  will 
be  considered  a  low  price  for  these 
lands,  after  they  are  put  in  a  proper 
shape,  and  they  will  produce  cro^s 
that  will  be  a  revelation  to  the  peo- 
ple."

Old  Power  House  Pam  Built 

Long   Ago    Being 

Dismantled. 

Fergus  Falls,  Minn..  July  80. — The 
work  of  tearing  out  the  old  water- 
works dam  in  order  to  deepen  the 
channel  of  the  river  below  the  Hoot 
Lake  power  house  has  begun.  Men  are 
removing  the  spillway,  and  the  heavy 
mason  work,  which  was  put  In  in  com- 
paratively recent  years,  will  have  to 
be  dynamited  In  order  to  get  It  out  of 
the  way. 

This  dam  Is  one  of  the  landmarks 
of  Fergus  Falls.  It  was  constructed 
by  Jacob  Austin  something  like  thirty- 
four  years  ago,  and  for  years  furnished 
power  for  the  Kirk  flour  mill,  as  well 
as  for  the  waterworks  system.  The 
Kirk  mill  was  burned  about  fifteen 
years  ago  and  since  that  time  the 
dam's  usefulness  has  been  confined  to 
furnishing  power  for  the  waterworks. 
T»   Pump  By  EUeetrlelty. 

Under  the  new  arrangement,  the  wa- 
ter will  be  pumped  from  the  Hoot  Lake 
project,  and  will  be  taken  from  an  ele- 
vation seventy  feet  higher  than  the 
dam  from  which  It  has  heretofore  been 
obtained.  The  pumping  is  done  by 
electricity.  The  power  heretofore  de- 
veloped by  the  old  dam  will  now  be 
merged  In  the  Hoot  Lake  power  pro- 
ject, the  entire  fall  of  the  river  for 
a  long  distance  being  concentrated  at 
the    new    Hoot   Lake    power   house.

Bruce,  Dr.  O.  G.  Llbby  and  U.  L.  Bur- 
dick.  There  also  were  short  addresses 
by  survivors   of   the   battle. 

A  number  of  Indians  attended  and 
gave  a  realistic  touch  to  the  occasion. 
The  battle  was  fought  July  28,  18«4. 
between  General  Bully's  forces  and  a 
band    of   Indians. 

Horatio  Austin  and  George  Northnip. 
the  latter  a  newspaper  correspondent, 
were  the  two  who  fell  and  stones  were 
placed  over  their  graves  on  the  Dia- 
mond   C    ranch.

IN  BIG  UWSUIT 


Officer    of    Spruce    Mine 

Claims  Property  Holders 

Favor  Idea. 

Virginia,  Minn..  July  30. —  (Special  to 
The-  Herald.) — Assi-stant  Superintendent 
J.  M.  Trevarrow  of  the  Spruce  mine  at 
Eveleth,   a   former  member  of   the   city 

council  of  the  neighboring  city,  who  ! 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  circulat- 
iiig  petitions  to  recall  Mayor  tileason 
and  Commissioner  Hrince,  while  here 
last  night  denied  that  the  mining  com- 
panies were  not  taking  as  much  inter- 
est in  the  fight  as  the  small  property 
holders,  despite  reports  to  the  con- 
trary. 

"I  have  not  in  this  matter,"  declared 
Mr.    Trevarrow.    "represented    the    min- 
ing companies,   but   the   small   property 
owners.      We    did    not    ask.    any    of    the 
business    men    to    sign    the    recall    peti- 
tions.    Two  of  them  insisted  that  they 
be  allowed   to  sign  them,  however.  The 
business  men   do  not   care,   for   obvious 
reasons,     to     become     involved     in    this 
fight.      The  saloon   men   would   not  sign 
the      petitions      for      substantially      the  ' 
same    reason.      Naturally    we   could    not  1 
ask    the    employes  of  the   city   to   sign,  | 
•o    that    practically    the    only    element  | 
available   was   the  laboring  men.     I  did 
personally     circulate     the     petitions     at 
some   of   the   mines,   but  on  the  surface 
only. 

^ot    Allowed     l'nd«rg:round. 

••We  were  refused  permission  by  the 
superintendents  to  go  underground 
with  them.  There  were  just  as  many 
legal  voters  who  refused  to  sign 
among  the  mine  employes  as  there 
were  voters  who  signed.  The  entire 
police  force  has  been  busy  for  sev- 
eral days  stopping  people  in  the  street 
and  asking  them  to  withdraw  their 
names  from  the  petitions.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  council  every  member 
of  the  recently  appointed  election 
board  who  signed  the  petitions  was 
removed.  I  know  two  men  who  were 
removed  from  city  jobs  who  will  make 
affidavits  that  they  were  promised  po- 
pitions  for  the  rest  of  the  summer  If 
they  would  remove  their  names  from 
the  petitions.  They  declined,  however. 
When  the  bu.siness  men  go  to  vote, 
the  majority  of  them  will  vote  to  re- 
call Mr.  Gleason  and  Mr.  Brince."

BaMlM  of  Aotion. 
The  suit  was  to  recover  $17,408  al- 
leged to  be  due  E.  L.  and  C.  H.  Brad- 
ley of  Duluth  on  a  Carmen  Consoli- 
dated Mining  company  note  indorsed 
by  the  defendants.  The  Powers 
claimed  they  had  paid  J7,500  to  be  re- 
leased from  this  note.  The  Bradleys 
denied  this,  contending  the  |7,500  pay- 
ment was  part  payment  on  a  purchase 
by  the  Powers  of  Carmen  mining 
stock.  It  was  for  the  Jury  to  decide 
these  issues  which  was  done.  The  mat- 
ter attracted  no  little  attention  and 
the  action  was  bitterly  fought  on  both 
sides.

PACT  FULFILLED 


Lease  to  Joyce's  Landing 

on  Lake  Vermilion 

Involved. 

Judge  Ensign  of  the  di.strict  court 
has  taken  under  advisement  arguments 
in  a  case  Involving  a  dispute  whicn 
has  arisen  between  Anna  Joyce, 
widow,  and  owner  of  the  property  on 
which  a  summer  resort  Is  located  on 
Lake  Vermilion,  and  L.  F.  Luthey,  les- 
see of  the  premises. 

The  action  is  one  in  which  Mr. 
Luthey  is  seeking  to  require  the  widow 
to  execute  a  four-year  lease  on  the 
summer  resort  and  hunter's  lodge  at 
Joyce's  lianding  on  the  lake  and  to 
have  made  permanent  a  temporary  In- 
junction which  now  restrains  Mrs. 
Joyce  from  entering  upon  or  taking 
possession  of  the  property  during  the 
life    of   the    lease. 

At  the  trial  of  the  case,  w^hlcb  was 
helj  before  Judge  Ensign  this  week. 
Mr.  Luthey  cl.iimed  that  he  and  Mrs. 
Joyce  entered  into  an  agreement  on 
Oct.  28,  1912,  whereby  he  leased  the 
Vermilion  lake  property  known  as 
"Joyce's  Landing"  for  summer  resort 
purposes  for  one  year  with  the  option 
of  extending  the  lease  for  four  years 
providing  proper  notice  was  given. 

Mr.  Luthey  testified  that  although 
he  had  served  proper  notice  on  Mrs. 
Joyce,  the  widow  refused  to  carry  out 
her  part  of  the  bargain  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  first  year  took  posses- 
sion of  the  property  and  ordered  the 
guests  from  the  hunting  lodge  which 
he  was  conducting  there.  He  asks  the 
court  to  require  specific  performance 
of  the   contract. 


novel  arrangement  of  musical  horns 
on  which  he  played  several  melodies.

Contending  that  the  present  laws  for 
regulation  of  the  liquor  traffic  .^re 
futile  and  that  the  solution  of  the 
liquor  problem  is  to  close  and  keep 
closed  the  5,000  distilleries  and  brew- 
eries in  the  United  States,  Mr.  Morrow 
said:  "Recently  the  brewing  companies 
had  advertisements  printed  in  papers 
throughout  the  state  declaring  that 
more  liquor  was  sold  under  prohibition 
than  under  the  present  system.  Would 
the  liquor  interests  fight  prohibition  if 
that  was  the  case?  Rather  they  would 
be   for   it." 

"The  contention  that  there  are  blind- 
pigs  in  almost  every  prohibition  town 
proves  nothing,"  said  Mr.  Morrow.  "As 
a  matter  of  fact,  even  up  on  the  range 
here  where  licensed  saloons  are  plen- 
tiful there  are  blindpigs.  In  Virginia 
I  met  the  sheriff  yesterday  with  sev- 
eral prisoners  charged  with  selling 
without  a  license.  I  admit  that  the 
bllndpiggers  violate  the  liquor  law, 
but  contend  that  they  are  less  harm- 
ful than  the  licensed  saloon  which  of- 
fers every  inducement  to  a  man,  in 
fact,  looks  for  men  to  drink  and  spend 
their  money,  while  at  the  blindplg  the 
man  has  to  look  for  the  drink."

Chicago  Adventist  Minister 

Says  It  Means  Christ's 

Second  Coming. 

Virginia.  Minn.,  July  30. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Rev.  S.  Mortenson,  pas- 
tor of  an  Adventist  church  of  Chicago, 
is  here  to  investigate  a  story  recently 
printed  in  some  range  newspapers 
that  an  angel  was  seen  floating  over 
this  city  in  the  South  Mesaba  avenue 
district  and  that  it  perched  on  the 
roof  of  a  Finnish  boarding  house, 
where  it  remained  for  a  time  before 
vanishing  into  the  air. 

Mr.  Mortenson  visited  several  peo- 
ple yesterday  who  were  sup()osed  to 
have  information  on  the  apparition's 
visit.  He  had  received  a  letter  from 
a  well-known  Virginia  young  woman 
authenticating  the  newspaper  story 
and  declares  it  might  not  be  Impos- 
sible. He  is.  interested,  he  says,  for 
the  reason  that  If  It  can  be  developed 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  a 
heavenly  visitor  was  seen  here  by  sev- 
eral people  it  may  presage  the  second 
coming  of  Christ  and  the  approach  of 
the  millennium  In  accordance  with  the 
tenets  and  beliefs  of  the  Adventist 
faith.

"The  first  coming  of  Cnrist,"  said 
Mr  Mortenson,  "was  pfeceded  by  signs 
such  as  this  and  with  his  second  com- 
ing anu  the  approach  of  the  millennium 
there  will  be  other  signs  of  a  like  na- 
ture. I  am  here  to  seriously  investi- 
gate this  matter,  not  from  idle  inter- 
est, but  to  develop  whether  there  is 
a    probability    of    its    truth."

Several  young  women  of  this  city  are 
steadfast  in  stories  to  the  effect  that 
they  witnessed  the  heavenly  messen- 
ger.

On  next  Monday  the  new  traffic  or- 
dinance relating  to  the  stopping  of  all 
vehicles  when  approaching  street  cars 
that  are  taking  on  or  discharging  pas- 
sengers w'ill  go  into  effect  and  an  or- 
der to  commanding  officers  was  issued 
this  morning  by  Chief  Troyer  to  watch 
for  any  violations. 

The  order  follows: 
"To   commanding  officers: 

"Hereto  attached  you  will  find  copy 
of  an  amendment  to  the  'traffic  or- 
dinance' which  has  recently  been 
pas-sed  by  the  council,  and  which  will 
take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and 
after  Aug.  3,  1914.  You  will  instruct 
all  the  officers  under  your  command 
to  en-force  thi.=!  ordinance  after  the 
above  date;  and  I  will  expect  the  po- 
lice to  use  every  reasonable  effort  in 
every  part  of  the  city  to  make  drivers 
of  teams  and  vehicles  comply  with 
this  ordinance.  Attention  is  called  to 
the  fact  that  persons  may  drive  past  a 
street  car  which  is  taking  on  or  dis- 
charging passengers  as  long  as  the 
team  or  vehicle  remains  ten  feet  from 
the  car;  but  anyone  driving  closer  than 
this  should  be  arrested  and  dealt  with 
according  to  law.  especially  after  suf- 
ficient warning  has  been  given  through 
the  newspapers  and  otherwise  to 
drivers.

The  amendments  to  the  traffic  or- 
dinance, which  were  passed  by  the  city 
council  on  June  29  last  and  which  was 
introduced  by  Commissioner  Hicken, 
follow: 

"Stopping  of  vehicles  when   approach- 
ing street  cars: 

"Sec.  11 — Every  person  in  charge  of 
any  vehicle,  upon  any  street,  ap- 
proaching any  street  car,  which  has 
stopped,  or  Is  about  to  stop  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  on  or  discharging 
passengers,  shall  not  approach  nearer 
than  ten  (10)  feet  from  such  car  until 
such  car  shall  have  taken  on  or  dis- 
charged the  passengers  and  has  again 
started." 

Third,  that  a  new  section  be  insert- 
ed to  be  numbered  17,  which  shall  read 
as  follows: 
"Jumping   on    vehicles   without   consent 

of  driver: 

"Sec.  17 — No  one  shall  ride  or  jump 
upon  any  vehicle  without  the  consent 
of  the  driver,  and  no  person  when 
riding  shall  allow  any  part  of  the  body 
to  protrude-  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
vehicle,  nor  shall  any  person  hang 
onto   any    vehicle   whatsoever. 

"Sec.  2 — This  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  and  be  In  force  thirty  days  after 
its  passage  and  publication."

M'EWEN  ENDS 

HIS  UBOR  DUTIES 


State  Secretary  Turns  Over 

Records;  Is  Writing 

Labor  History. 

William  E.  McEwen,  secretary-treas- 
urer of  the  Minnesota  State  Federation 
of  Labor  for  the  last  eighteen  years* 
left  for  St.   Paul  this  afternoon  where 

he  will  lay  down  the  reins  of  office 
tomorrow.  Mr.  McEwen  took  all  the 
records  and  other  papers  connected 
with  his  office,  and  will  turn  them 
over  to  his  successor,  Geo.  W.  Lawson 
of  the  Saintly  City. 

Writing   HlHtory  of  Labor. 

Mr.  McEwen  said  today  that  the  du- 
ties of  his  position  as  postmaster  of 
Duluth  would  take  up  all  his  time  in 
the  future,  although  he  will  continue 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  state  labor 
organization.  He  is  now  using  hia 
spare  time  preparing  a  complete  his- 
tory of  the  labor  movement  In  Minne- 
sota Including  a  detailed  account  of  its 
development  from  the  earliest  stages. 
The  first  installment  of  the  book  has 
already  been  issued,  but  this  will  be 
greatly  enlarged  so  as  to  include  many 
more  interesting  details. 

Mr.  McEwen  is  probably  the  best  In- 
formed man  on  labor  problems  of  this 
state  in  the  country  and  his  handling, 
of  the  official  records  for  eighteen 
years,  and  his  work  as  labor  commis- 
sioner of  the  state  have  kept  him  in 
intimate  touch  with  all  phases  of  the 
work  during  its  most  progressive  pe- 
riod. 

The  former  secretary  expressed  re- 
gret at  laying  down  his  work  for  la- 
bor, a  cause  which  has  been  paramount 
with  him  for  many  years.  During  hia 
service  as  postmaster  he  plans  to  bring 
about  necessary  reforms  and  improve- 
ments in  the  postal  service  and  make 
the  work  of  Uncle  Sam's  employes 
here  as  congenial  and  efficient  as  pos- 
sible. He  is  now  looking  into  condi- 
tions of  the  postal  service  and  expects 
to  make  several  recommendations  to 
the  department  at  Washington  as  soon 
as  possible.

The  market  closed  in  a  state 
lapse.  There  was  another  flood  of 
liquidations.  Opening  prices  were  only 
moderately  lower  in  comparison  with 
London,  but  before  the  end  of  the  first 
hour  a  huge  selling  movement  was 
under  way  which  lasted  until  the 
close. 

Declines  ran  from  6  to  17  points  in 
cuch  speculative  issues  as  Reading  and 
Lehigh  Valley,  Amalgamated  Copper 
and  Hill  and  Harriman  shares,  while 
numerous  Industrials  and  specialties 
were  proportionately  affected.  Appre- 
hension here  was  heightened  by 
numerous  new  gold  exports,  which 
helped  to  swell  the  already  enormously 
large  total.  Foreign  exchange  was 
again  demoralized  and  definite  quota- 
tions were  almost  unobtainable  but 
the  fact  that  many  of  today's  en- 
gagements were  In  small  amounts  was 
accepted  as  further  proof  of  the  urgent 
demand   for  gold  abroad. 

Prices  of  stocks  broke  with  extreme 
violence  again  today  as  a  result  of 
the  overnight  news  from  abroad.  The 
advance  in  the  Bank  of  England  rate, 
reported  occupation  of  the  Servian 
capital  by.  Austria  and  further  heavy 
gold  exports  provoked  declines  at  the 
opening  of  2  to  4  points  in  most  active 
issues,  with  a  6-point  loss  in  Canadian 
Pacific.  There  were  rallies  of  1  to  al- 
most 2  points  after  the  end  of  the  half 
hour,  but  the  undertone  denoted  ex- 
treme   feverishness   and    uncertainty. 

Selling  became  more  precipitate  In 
the  second  hour  on  the  stock  exchange, 
the  movement  reflecting  absolute  de- 
moralization. By  midday  a  number  of 
leading  shares  were  down  5  to  7 
points  and  all  of  yesterday's  low  prices 
were  either  equalled  or  passed. 

The  extreme  delicacy  of  the  finan- 
cial situation  abroad  was  made  more 
evident  In  the  course  of  the  day  when 
it  became  known  that  banks  of  France, 
Belgium  and  The  Netherlands  had  fol- 
lowed England's  lead  in  advancing  dis- 
counts. Foreign  exchange  was  even 
more  unsettled  and  exports  of  gold 
were  increased  until  they  amounted  to 
$5,500,000  by  noon.  Call  money  rose  to 
6  per  cent.  Among  the  thirty  odd 
stocks  that  yielded  below  yesterday's 
level  were  Reading,  Lehigh  Valley, 
Norfolk  &  Western,  Steel  and  Amal- 
gamated Copper. 

Bonds  were  weak. 

There  was  scarcely  any  cessation  of 
the  midday  activity  and  further  severe 
losses  were  made.  Reading  extended  its 
decline  to  over  11  points.  People's  Gas 
dropped  10  and  Lehigh  Valley  and 
Amalgamated  8.  More  gold  exports 
were  announced  and  calling  of  loans 
by  banks  were  reported.  Some  of  the 
higher  grade  investment  stocks,  such 
as  are  seldom  traded  in,  were  offered 
at  concessions.  A  rally  of  1 
points  was  in  progress  at  1;30 
by  which  time  over  a  million 
had     changed     hands.

Heads  of  Unions  Blame   Managers- 
President  Wilson  Will  Appeal 
to  Both  Sides. 


Chicago,  July  31. — A  strike  of  55,000  firemen  and  engineers  on  98 
railroads  operating  west  of  Chicago  has  been  set  for  Friday,  Aug.  7, 
it  was  officially  announced  today. 

Warren  S.  Stone,  grand  chief  engineer  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Engineers,  and  W.  S.  Carter,  president  of  the  Brother- 
hood of  Locomotive  Firemen  and  Enginemen,  declared  the  order 
would  be  put  into  effect  unless  the  general  managers'  committee  of 
the  railroads  accepted  the  plan  of  settlement  proposed  by  the  Federal 
board  of  mediation. 

BLAME  THE  MANAGERS. 

In  a  signed  statement.  Presidents  Stone  and  Carter  asserted  that 
after  the  managers'  committee  had  invoked  the  services  of  the  Fed- 
eral board  of  mediation  and  conciliation,  the  managers'  committee 
had  refused  to  accept  the  plan  of  settlement  proposed  by  the  Federal 
mediators,  and  "thus  the  burden  of  responsibility  of  the  strike  must 
rest  upon  the  railroads." 

The  three  principal  causes  of  the  strike,  according  to  the  state- 
ment of  Stone  and  Carter,  are : 

The  manner  in  which  railroads  have  repudiated  arbitration  agree- 
ments ; 

The  manner  in  which  the  managers'  committee  has  excited  the 
anger  of  the  enginemen  in  the  service  by  their  arbitrary  attitude ; 

Because  the  railroads  seem  determined  to  force  the  employes  to 
abandon  the  mileage  basis  of  pay  without  being  willing  to  adopt  the 
hourly  basis  of  pay.

Berlin,  July  31. — 'A  decree  proclaim- 
ing martial  law  and  the  prohibition  of 
publication  of  the  movement  of  German 
troops  and  war  material  was  issued  to- 
day. The  proclamation  announces  mili- 
tary measures  on  the  frontiers,  the 
armed  protection  of  the  railroads  and 
the  restriction  of  telegraphic,  postal 
and  railroad  services  except  for  mili- 
tary purposes. 


CHANGING  THE  GEOGRAPHY. 


New  York,  July  31. — The  New  York 
atock  exchange  was  closed  today  on 
account  of  the  European  situation.  The 
Consolidated  stock  exchange  and  the 
New  York  curb  market  also  ceased 
business.  This  w^as  followed  imme- 
diately by  announcements  of  the  clos- 
ing of  exchanges  In  the  other  chief 
cities  throughout  the  country. 

This  official  announcement  was  made 
by  the  secretary  of  the  stock  exchange: 

"The     governing     committee    decided 
that  the  exchange  be  closed  until  fur- 
ther notice,   and   that  all  deliveries  be 
suspended  until  further  notice." 
For  tlic  Third  Time. 

William  C.  Van  Antwerp,  a  governor 
of  the  exchange,  said  that  it  was  the 
first. time  since  1873  that  business  had. 
been  suspended  for  a  full  day.  At  that 
time  a  large  stock  exchange  house 
failed  and  there  were  threats  of  dan- 
gerous Kuropean   complications. 

The  only  other  occasion  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  stock  exchange  when  sim- 
ilar action  had  been  taken  was  in  186», 
on  the  famous  "black  Friday." 

With  the  suspension  of  business  here 
transactions     In    securities    the    world  1 
over    came    virtually    to    a    halt.

This,  it  was  ponited  out,  would  necessarily 
be  followed  by  the  failure  of  some  fifty  members  of  the  London^ 
stock  exchange. 

ALL  READY. 

The  precautionary  military  and 
naval  measures  taken  by  the  Brit- 
ish government  are  almost  com- 
pleted. The  prevailing  public 
opinion  here  is  determined  that 
England  must  observe  her  un- 
written obligation  to  assist 
France  in  her  differences  with 
Germany,  but  a  small  body  of 
radicals  continues  to  utter  objec- 
tions to  England's  involving  her- 
self in  the  quarrels  of  the  conti- 
nental powers.

Sends  Letter  to  All 

Reservists. 


Amnesty  Will  Be  Granted  to 
All  Who  Have  De- 
serted. 


Austro-Hungarian  reservists  who  are 
in  Minnesota  will  receive  cards  within 
a  few  days  calling  them  to  their  colors, 
according  to  a  circular  letter  which 
Ljubo  Bogrevlclch,  attorney  of  this  city 
received  today  from  Edgar  Prochnlk, 
*  M-iro-^iir-Tarian  consul  located  at  St. 
Paul.      Similar   letters    have   been   sent 


to  representative  countrymen  through- 
out   the    state    from    the    consulate. 

The  letter  is  as  follows: 
"I    &  R.  Austro-Hungarian  Consulate, 

St.    Paul.    Minn.,    July    30,    1914. 
"Dear  Sir: — 

"In  Austria-Hungary  a  partial  mob- 
ilization of  the  army  has  been  ordered. 
The  people  belonging  to  those  regi- 
ments which  have  been  mobilized  will 
receive  cards  in  a  few  days  calling 
them  to  the  colors.  As  soon  as  they 
receive  those  cards  they  will  have  to 
appear  before  this  Imperial  and  Royal 
Consulate  where  the  arrangements  for 
sending    them   abroad    will    be   made. 

"In  order  that  all  those  Austrlans 
and  Hungarians  who  are  concerned  in 
this  mobilization  be  accordingly  in- 
structed, I  have  made  a  publication  to 
this  effect  In  all  the  papers  read  mostly 
by  our  nationals. 

"To  spread  this  publication  still  fur- 
ther, I  apply  herewith  to  you  and  all 
those  who  are  in  close  connection  with 
our  people  and  who  have  shown  them- 
selves to  be  a  friend  of  the  people  of 
Austria -Hungary., 

"I  beg  to  request  you  to  kindly  post 
this  publication  on  a  place  visible  to 
the  most  of  Austrian  and  Hungarian 
citizens  of  your  community  and  to  give 
them  the  necessary  explanation  when- 
ever needed.  Those  of  you  gentlemen 
who  are  ministers  of  the  gospel.  I  beg 
to  request  to  make  known  to  your  con- 
gregation this  publication  at  the  next 
gathering   of   your   church. 

"There  are  two  matters  which  are  of 
Interest  to  our  nationals: 

"1.  The  partial  mobilization  which 
calls  all  those  belonging  to  the  mobil- 
ized    regiments    to    the    colors.       They 


have  to  wait  until  they  receive  their 
calling  cards. 

"II.  Amnesty  granted  by  His  Ma- 
jesty the  Emperor  and  King  to  desert- 
ers and  those  who  have  not  complied 
with  their  military  duties.  This  am- 
nesty is  only  granted  under  the  con- 
dition that  they  return  and  present 
themselves  before  the  military  authori- 
ties whether  they  are  called  or  not. 

"Finally  I  beg  to  request  you  to  kind- 
ly notify  me  whether  you  are  willing 
to  comply  with  my  request  In  which 
case  I  shall  always  address  myself  to 
you  when  I  want  to  get  in  communica- 
tion with  my  countrymen  of  your  dis- 
trict. 

"In  advance  I  beg  to  express  to  you 
my  heartiest  thanks  for  your  co-oper- 
ation.

Let  us 
know  that  first  of  all  we  must  be  pat- 
riots, that  we  must  understand  re- 
publican institutions  and  that  we  must 
understand   ourselves." 


No  Mention  Made  of  Equal- 
ity in  tiie  Con- 
stitution. 


Mrs.  Clarence  P.  Stembel  and  Mrs. 
John  B.  Gilfillan  of  Minneapolis  spoke 
on  "Anti-Suffrage"  at  12:80  o'clock  today 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
Other  Minneapolis  anti-suffra^ists  in 
the  party  were  Mrs.  L.  K.  Hull,  Mrs. 
W.  D.  Washburn.  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
mund Pennington.  Mrs.  Pennington  is 
the  president  of  the  Minneapolis  As- 
sociation Opposed  to  the  Further  Ex- 
tension of  Suffrage  to  Women. 

Mrs.  Stemble  made  a  very  short  talk 
in  which  she  said:  "I  contend  that 
woman  has  never  had  as  great  a  field 
of  opportunty  as  now.  Some  women 
contend  they  are  slaves  because  titey 
can  not  vote,  but  all  who  have  duties 
and  ideals  are  slaves."  Speaking  of 
woman's  power  in  the  home,  she  said: 
"Men  may  make  laws,  but  women  make 
men." 

Mrs.  GilflUan  said:  "I  stand  before 
you  in  a  unique  position,  for  this  is 
the  first  time  in  my  life  that  1  have 
ever  asked  to  speak.  The  reason  I 
think  this  is  the  time  to  speak  is  l>e- 
cause  the  Minnesota  legislature  will 
meet  next  winter  to  decide  whether 
or  not  men  shall  settle  the  question  ot 
suffrage  for  women.  I  am  not  sure 
whether  I  want  men  to  decide  whether 
women  are  to  be  allowed  to  Tote  or 
not. 

"We  women  must  be  thoughtful,  w« 
must  not  be  led,  w«  must  know  what 
we  are  to  believe  and  w©  must  work 
out  the  faith  that  is  in  us  in  patriot- 
ism as  well  as  in  religion." 

Mrs.  Gilfillan  drew  a  comparison  be- 
tween the  conditions  of  long  ago.  when 
man  fought  and  protected  his  family. 
doing  nothing  in  the  m«antime,  and 
when  woman  did  all  the  work  and  was 
the  head  of  the  family,  children  going 
by  the  matronymic.  and  the  conditions 
of  the  present  time,  when  things  have 
swung  around  to  such  an  extent  that 
woman  is  a»  ornament. 

Fovr    Kinds    of    Wsbms. 

"There  are  four  kinds  of  women," 
the  speaker  said;  "the  political  woman, 
the  emotional,  the  argumentative  and 
the    dogmatic.      The    political    woman 


it.'  The  emotiohal  woman  thinks  every 
one  is  down  on  her  and  that  men  can 
do  what  they  want  to  do.  The  argu- 
mentative womiih  is  always  for  argu- 
ment and  know^  no  distinction  i>etween 
argument  and  logic.  The  dogmatic 
woman  knows  rotJly  her  own  side.  She 
is  the  kind  tiiat  says,  'If  you  don't 
want  siflfrage  you   ought  to  want  it.'  " 

Speaking  of  suffragists  and  antl- 
suftragi.sts,  Mrs.  Gilfillan  said  the  dif- 
ferences between  them  lie  in  the  ways 
of  attaining  ttie  same  end.  She  said 
it  was  not  3iffguj|inent  or  discussion  that 
was  wantMt  •  *Jt  facts.  Taking  up 
the  subject  of  voting,  she  said,  "Was 
the  government  founded  for  votes  or 
were  votes  founded  for  government? 
'Life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  hap- 
piness* are  mentioned  in  the  Constitu- 
tion,   but   nothing   is   said    of   equality. 

"It  has  'been  said  that  women's 
wages  have  been  raised  in  the  states 
that  have  woman  suffrage.  Look  it 
up.  In  the  suffrage  states  of  Wyo- 
ming, Idaho.  Colorado  and  Utah  laws 
for  the  protection  of  women  and  min- 
ors are  at  a  minimum  while  In  Minne- 
sota. New  York,  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut,    they    are    at   a    maximum. 

"Forty-five  pef'  cent  of  the  adult 
foreign-bom  population  of  the  United 
States  is  illiterate*..  Of  this  proportion 
12  per  cent  is  composed  of  men  and 
14  per  cent  or  women.  Th«  census 
for  1900  gave  a  list  of  thirty-three 
gainful  occupations.  Ther«  were  only 
four  of  them  in  which  women  were 
not  engaged.  The  greatest  number  of 
women  were  waitresses.  Next  came 
farm  laborers;  third,  laundresses,  and 
fourth,  textile  workers.  I  have  heard 
foreigners  say  one  thing  they  liked 
about  this  country  was  that  women 
did  not  work  in  the  fields,  yet  women 
ranked  second  as  farm  laborers  in 
point  of  number  in  19M. 

"In  Minnesota  there  are  125  men  to 
iOO  women  over  21  years  of  age.  You 
see  the  conditlos-  that  would  exist  if 
there  were  an  issve  between  the  wom- 
en and  men."

That  the  Austro-Servlan  war  will  not 
take  a  great  many  laborers  of  those 
nationalities  back  to  the  home  country 
is  the  opinion  of  G.  S.  Richards,  opera- 
tor of  the  National  Employment  Agen- 
cy. Although  thousands  of  Austrians 
and  Servians  are  at  work  in  this  coun- 
try, those  who  return  home  will  be  so 
few  in  numbers  that  their  absence  will 
not  affect  working  conditions  or  waaos 
to  any  extent.

W  hen  asked  today  regarding  the  nt- 
titude  of  the  Austrians  in  regard  to 
the  European  war.  he  said  that  most 
of  those  whom  he  had  come  In  con- 
tact with  were  not  vitally  Interested 
In  the  cause  of  the  home  country.  Of 
course,  there  were  a  few  exceptions,  lie 
said. 

"From  what  I  see,"  said  Mr.  Rich- 
ards, "there  are  more  Austrians  trying 
to  get  to  the  Dakota  wheat  fields  than 
to  war  in  Europe.  We  get  scores  of 
applicants  for  jobs  In  the  Dakotas  from 
Austrians  who  can  scarcely  speak  a 
word  of  English  and  have  never 
worked  on  a  farm  in  their  lives.  They 
have  heard  of  the  fabulous  riches  of 
the  harvest  fields  and  reports  of  wa^os 
from  $3  to  $4  a  day.  and  most  of  them 
do  not  realize  that  these  high  wages 
are   a   thing  of  the   past. 

Cro'««d»  Get  "Dakota  Fever." 

Calls  for  men  in  the  Dakotas  are 
now  coming  in.  Today  Mr.  Rfchards 
received  an  order  for  forty  experienced 
teamsters  to  drive  binders  near  Fargo. 
Harvest  there  will  begin  Aug.  4  on  a 
14,000  acre  farm,  one  of  the  largest  of 
the  bonanza  farmsl  Mr.  Richards  is 
supplying  help  to  a  large  ^umber  of 
the  big  wheat  farms. 

The  "Dakota  fever,"  he  said,  is  leav- 
ing the  eastern  parts  of  the  country 
without  hands  to  do, the  work.  More 
calls  for  men  are  coming  into  Duluth 
every  day  than  can  be  filled,  but  the 
majority  of  the  men  are  rushing  madly 
westward.  In  some  cases  fares  are  paid, 
but  for  the  most  part  the  men  ride  the 
freights.

Wheaton,  111.,  July  31. — Henry  Spen- 
eer.  murderer  of  Mrs.  Mildred  Allison- 
iRexroat.  was  hanged  here  today. 
'■  Standing  on  the  trap,  Spencer  re- 
peated three  psalms  and  paid  tribute  to 
the  kindness  of  Mrs.  William  Evana. 
Who   had   sought    to   aid   him. 

Spencer  murdered  Mrs.  Mildred  AlU- 
•on-Rexroat,  a  teacher  of  dancing,  ten 
months  ago  at  Wayne.  111.,  a  small  in- 
terurban  station.  Spencer  lured  Mr9. 
Rexroat  to  Wayne  with  a  promise  of 
a  professional  er*gai?ement.  shot  her 
through  the  head,  took  her  suitcase  and 
diamond  ring  and  placed  the  body  on 
the  railroad  tracks  the  night  of  Sept. 
t7,    1913. 

Sfadr  Fake  Coniemttlowk. 

The  crime  was  a  sordid  murder  and 
robbery,  not  marked  by  any  feature  to 
attract  public  attention;  but  when 
Spencer  was  captured  by  accident  after 
«    long   search    he    at    once    leaped    into

Who  Fought  the  Turk  and  Had  Quite 

Enough  of  War.

Recruits  are  prepaHnj?  for  war  by 
having  bad   teeth  extracted. 

Three  Servians  walked  into  Dr.  Ned 
McNulty's  dentl-vt  office  yesterday  and 
two  of  them  nsked  through  the  medium 
of  tlie  third,  who  was  an  interpreter, 
for  some  dental  work.  The  interpreter 
told  the  doctor  that  the  two  men  were 
going  back  \o  Servla  to  fight  for  their 
native  country,  and  de.<(ircd  to  get 
their  mouths  put  in  good  shape  for 
joining  the  army. 

"If  they  have  to  have  their  teeth 
pulled,"  said  the  interpreter,  "it  is 
much  the  better  that  they  have  it  done 
here  In  peace.  In  the  army,  mister, 
they  care  not  for  pain;  they  pull,  oh, 
so  hard,  and  out  come  the  teeth,  .ind 
then  sometimes  out  comes  the  wrong 
tooth.  They  have  not  the  time  to  get 
the  right  tt-eth,  you  see." 

Dr.  McN'ulty  asked  the  interpreter 
whether  he  was  going  to  war. 

"Oh,  no,"  he  replied.  "I  fight  against 
the  Turk — that  was  quite  enough.  1 
let  these  young  men  do  the  fighting 
this  time.  Maybe  they  like  to  fight. 
Many  of  our  young  men  will  go  back 
and  help  beat  the  Austrlans.  But  me. 
well,  I  have  seen  fighting;  I  fight 
agntn.<;t  the  Turk,  and  that  is  quite 
enough.  I  stay  here,  mister,  and  help 
get  the  men  for  to  go  to  war.     I  do  my 


part.  I  read  the  papers  to  them  and 
fill  them  with  desire  to  go  back — and 
here,  you  see,  mister,  I  bring  two  boys 
up  and  have  them  have  their  teeth 
pulled  so  that  they  can  go  to  war. 
Everything  is  right  with  these  boys 
now.  They  can  go  to  war  and  not  be 
bothered  with  the  toothache.  Tooth- 
ache hurt.s  so  much.  It  might  make  a 
man  quit  fighting.  A  fellow  should  be 
happy  and  free  when  he  goes  to  war, 
mi.«ter.  A  bad  toothache,  a  bad  soldier. 
I  stay  here  and  put  the  others  to  the 
front.  But  me  no  go — I  fight  the  Turk 
once  and  that  Is  enough." 

From  the  remarks  let  fall  in  the 
voluble  conversation  of  the  sophisti- 
cated guide  of  the  two  Servians  who 
were  having  their  teeth  prepared  for 
war,  there  will  be  scores  of  Servians 
from  this  part  of  the  country  respond 
to  their  country's  call  for  arms  should 
the  war  progress. 

"Many  men  will  go."  said  the  inter- 
preter. "We  will  fight  the  Austrian. 
All  my  friends  in  this  city  who  are 
young  will  go  back  and  fight.  you 
will  see  many  leave.  They  will  give 
up  their  work  and  sail  for  home. 
When  our  contry  is  In  dang^^r  it  is 
time  to  go — but  n>e,  mister.  I  stav  here 
and  help  send  the  others.  It  is"  much 
better  that  way."

Vessel  men  In  general  are  looking 
with  interest  and  expectation  toward 
the  completion  of  the-  new  lock  on 
the  America^  side  of  the  Soo,  for,  as 
one  of  them  remarked  a  few  days  ago, 
when  it  goes  Into  commission,  as  It  is 

expected  that  it  will  the  latter  part 
of  August,  it  will  cut  down  the  wait- 
ing hours  for  vessels  that  wish  to 
pass  up  or  down  at  the  Soo  by  many 
hours.  This  will  be  the  third  lock 
at  the  Soo  on  the  Amsrlcan  side,  and 
the  construction  of  one  more  is  under 
way,  which,  when  completed,  will  give 
Ave  locks  in  all  at  the  Soo. 

It  Is  claimed  that  vi  ith  the  com- 
pletion of  the  third  locit  next  month, 
passage  will  be  permitti  d  through  the 
Soo  of  ten  times  more  gross  tonnage 
than  the  expected  annu.il  tonnage  of 
the  Panama  canal.  The  new  lock  will 
be  3B0  feet  longer  than  any  other  lock 
In  the  world,  being  1,850  feet  long, 
with  a  width  of  80  feet  and  «  depth 
sufficient  to  permit  a  boat  drawing 
24  feet  to  pass  through   it  . 

History  of  the  Soo  locks  extends 
back  over  a  period  of  117  years.  In 
1797  the  Northwest  Fur  company  con- 
structed in  Sault  Ste.  Marie  the  first 
lock  on  the  North  American  continent, 
but  in  1914  it  was  destroyed  by  United 
States  troops  as  a  war  measure.  No 
further  attempt  to  make  navigable 
the  waters  dividing  Superior  and  the 
lower  lakes  was  made  until  1864,  when 
the  state  of  Michigan  constructed  two 
locks,  each  350  feet  in  length,  and  of 
sufficient  depth  to  permit  vessels  of 
12-foot  draft  to  pass  through. 

In  1870  the  United  States  govern- 
ment took  over  an  interest  in  the 
canal  and  eleven  years  later  had  com- 
pleted the  Weitzel  lock,  which  Is  ttill 
in  operation  for  the  use  of  small  boats. 
In  1887  the  Federal  government  as- 
sumed complete  controL  of  the  canal. 
The  government  then  ordered  the  de- 
struction of  the  old  state  locks  and 
the  erection  of  what  is  now  known 
as  the  "Poe  lock."  Thi?  undertaking 
was  completed  in  1896.  The  Poe  lock 
is  800  feet  long,  100  feet  wide  and 
admits  vessels  drawing  18  feet  of 
water.

London,  July  31. — The  Hamburg-

The  Hamburg-American  company 
sent  notices  to  the  800  first-class  pas- 
sengers waiting  here  for  the  Impera- 
tor that  the  company  had  been  com- 
pelled to  postpone  the  sailing  of  the 
vessel  owing  to  the  clouded  political 
situation. 

The  passengers,  of  whom  about  80 
per  cent  are  Americans  returning  from 
European  trips,  have  been  left  by  the 
captain  to  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments. 

Among  those  who  had  booked  on  the 
Imperator  was  Thomas  Nelson  Page, 
the  United  States  ambassador  at  Rome^ 
who  was  returning  to  America  for  a 
vacation. 


Hamburg,  Germany,  July  31. — Be- 
sides suspending  the  sailing  from 
Hamburg  of  the  Imperator,  it  was  re- 
ported today  that  the  Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line  had  also  ordered  the  Vater- 
land  to  stay  at  New  York  and  await 
the  developments  of  the  international 
situation.

Muskogee,  Okla..  July  31.— The  Creek 
Indian  nation  is  the  owner  of  the  river 
beds  in  Its  territory  and  the  state  of 
Oklahoma  has  no  right  to  the  oil  and 
gas  leases  thereon,  according  to  an 
opinion  handed  down  by  Justice  Gar- 
land of  the  United  States  circuit  court 
of  appeals  at  St.  Louis,  reversing  a 
former  decision  by  Judge  Ralph  E. 
Campbell  of  the  United  States  district 
court. 

The  opinion  affects  leases  of  oil  and 
gas  lands  worth  millions  of  dollars. 
Justice  Carland's  decision  has  been 
agreed  to  by  all  the  justices  of  the 
court,  according  to  a  letter  received 
from  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  the 
United   States   attorney    here.

Some  reasonably  look  for  a 
new  vogrue  of  old-fashioned  street 
preaching  on  the  part  of  the  men  of 
these  bodies.  Theological  seminaries, 
too.  are  bein^:  stirred  up  to  this  sort 
of  priceless  practice  by  their  students. 
Antidote    For    Class    Hatred. 

After  listening  to  many  curbstone 
orators,  one  is  amazed  at  the  reckless- 
ness and  rancor  of  their  utterances. 
Many  of  them  are  openly  preaching 
hatred  of  fellow-men  and  disloyalty  to 
the  government.  Anarchy  takes  the 
brakes  of  its  speech  in  these  street 
meetings.  Nearly  all  of  the  speakers 
are  frankly  engaged  In  tearing  down 
the  exiting  order. 

A  religious  writer  says:  "It  la  good 
patriotism,  as  well  as  good  religion, 
to  preach  to  the  crowds  of  men  who 
are  quick  to  congregate  on  the  streets 
for  anything  of  Interest,  the  con- 
structive gospel  of  brotherhood,  right- 
eousness and  loyalty.  It  is  an  unex- 
cusable  lack  of  strategy  on  the  part 
of  the  church  that  this  opportunity  is 
so  generally  neglected  In  America.  In 
the  familiar  Hyde  park  meetings  in 
London,  the  churches  see  to  it.  that  on 
certain  nights,  at  least,  there  Is  a 
straight   presentation    of  the    gospel. 

"If  Christianity  today  h*s  not  a 
message  that  will  compete  with  the 
street  corner  orator,  then  it  has  sadly 
declined  since  it  was  first  proclaimed 
by  the  waysides  and  in  the  green 
fields  of  Galilee  and  Judea.

Kew  York  For  Laymrn. 
^  As  one  travels  over  the  cities  of 
North  America,  he  notes  everywhere 
the  growth  of  street  meetings  by  and 
for  men.  They  are  a  potent  form  of 
propaganda  for  all  the  ideas  that 
seek  a  hearing  from  the  public.  The 
most  frequent'  and  t)ie  best-managed 
of  the  street  meetings  are  those  con- 
ducted by  the  Industrial  Workers  of 
the  World,  the  Socialist  party  and  the 
single-tax  advocates.  These  three 
propaganda  are  amazingly  militant 
and  they  have  developed  a  host  of  re- 
markably effective  speakers  In  rough- 
and-ready  soapbox  oratory. 

In  places  like  the  city  hall  plaza, 
rhiladolphia,  or  Boston  Common,  or  the 
quiet  side  streets  off  of  Kearney  street 
in  San  Francisco,  one  may  hear  these 
orators  holding  forth  almost  anv  night, 
but  especially  on  Sunday.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  few  of  the  speakers  are 
orthodox  Christians.  Occasionally,  spe- 
cialisms or  cults  will  make  curbstone 
appeals,  but  the  churches,  as  churches, 
are  not  generally  engaered  in  this  work. 

The  importance  of  thin  direct  man-to- 
man propaganda  is  now  being  con- 
sidered by  the  leaders  of  the  brother- 
hoods and  of  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian association.  This  is  distinctly  men's 
work  for  men.  It  needs  little  organiza- 
tion and  practically  no  expenses.  The 
faithful  service  of  a  fpw  devoted  men 
■will  equip  a  city  with  street  preaching. 
What  the  National  Bible  institute  is 
doing  in  New  York,  is  possible  all  over 
the  land.

of  Notes. 

London,  July  31. — While  there  has 
been  little  or  no  excitement,  such  as 
might  have  been  witnessed  In  other 
cities  during  a  financial  crisis  like  that 
which  London  is  going  through,  the 
scenes  in  the  city  today  were  unlike 
any  since  the  great  Guerney  bank  fail- 
ure for  $55,000,000  in  1866.  when  the 
government  found  it  necessary  to  sus- 
pend the  bank  act  so  that  the  Bank  of 
England  would  not  be  compelled  to 
pay   gold    for   its   notes. 

During  the  Indian  mutiny  of  1857 
the  bank  act  also  was  suspended  and 
the   rate   rose   to   10   per  cent. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  Bank  of 
England  was  besieged  by  holders  of 
notes,  waiting  to  have  them  changed 
into   gold. 

At  the  other  door  of  the  bank,  which 
is  not  far  from  the  stock  exchange, 
dozens  of  two-horse  drays  were  drawn 
up  awaiting  their  turn  to  get  into  the 
gate  to  be  loaded  with  gold  and  silver, 
which  the  banks  throughout  London 
were  getting  in  exchange  for  Bank  of 
England   notes   held   by    them. 

There  was  no  crowd  at  any  other 
bank,  but  many  depositors  were  quiet- 
ly   withdrawing    their    savings. 


Loads  Breal(  Pavement. 

Chief  of  Police  McKlnnon  yesterday 
arrested  three  truck  drivers  on  charges 
of  draying  without  licenses.  The  ar- 
rests followed  the  report  of  the  city 
engineer  that  heavily  loaded  motor 
trucks  were  damaging  the  pavement  on 
John  avenue.  According  to  the  city 
engineer  the  creosoted  block  pavement 
on  John  avenue  is  badly  damaged  in 
several  places  and  he  believed  the  con- 
crete base  has  been  broken.  It  Is 
probable  that  the  city  commission  will 
pass  an  ordinance  limiting  the  weights 
of  loads  to  be  carried  on  city  streets. 

"BulicTProof"  Head. 

George  Nevers,  proprietor  of  a  sa- 
loon at  312  Cass  avenue.  Allouez.  has 
a  bullet-proof  head,  to  whltnh  fact  he 
probably  owes  his  life.  While  he  was 
counting  his  cash  late  last  night  two 
masked  robbers  entered  the  saloon  and 
with  drawn  guns  demanded  his  money. 
Nevers  reached  towatd  a  drawer  wliere 
he  kept  his  revolver  and  as  he  did  so 
one  of  the  men  shot  him  In  the  head. 
The  bullet  glanced  off  and  broke  a 
mirror.  Nevers  grabbed  a  beer  bottle 
and  chased  the  bad  men  out  of  the 
place.  He  said  if  he  could  have  found 
his  revolver  he  could  have  shot  both  of 
the  robbers.  The  police  were  unable  to 
get  trace  of  the  men.

Washington.  July  31.— Two  unbidden 
Immigrants  came  into  the  United  States 
some  years  ago;  today  they  are  the  ob- 
jects of  the  combined  attacks  of  the 
Federal  and  several  state  govern- 
ments, which  have  turned  to  Europe 
and  Asia  for  help  in  their  fight.  Not 
only  have  the  two  unwelcome  visitors 
devastated  vast  vegetable  tracts  In 
this  country,  but  one  of  them  has  or- 
iginated and  introduced  a  new  human 
ailment  that  Is  doing  great  damage 
to  the  business  of  summer  resorts.  The 
two  Immigrants  are  the  gypsy  moth 
and  the  brown-tail  moth.  The  warfare 
being  waged  against  them  is  described 
in  a  communication  to  the  National 
Geographic  society  by  Dr.  L,.  O.  How- 
ard. , 

Gypny   Moth   Imported. 

The  gypsy  moth,  according  to  the 
writer,  was  brought  to  this  country 
for  experimental  purposes  by  a  French 
professor  of  astronomy   in  a  New  Eng- 


them  by  the  state.  From  1900  to  1905, 
however,  they  were  unmolested,  except 
by  individual  property  holders.  Since 
1905,  Massachusetts  has  been  joined  In 
her  fight  by  New  Hampshire,  Maine, 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  into 
which  states  the  pests  migrated.  And 
now  the  United  States  government  has 
stepped  in  to  prevent  the  further 
spread    over    the    face    of    the    country. 

Since  the  young  of  the  moth  pre- 
fer the  leaves  of  certain  trees  for  food, 
the  states  are  removing  these  trees 
from  the  forests  subject  to  moth  at- 
tack. In  some  cases,  the  problem  may 
mean  ultimate  reforestation.  The  fe- 
male gypsy  moth  does  not  fiy,  but  the 
species  was  spread  when  the  insect, 
while  in  the  caterpillar  stage,  crawled 
on  trolley  cars,  automobiles  and  other 
vehicles,  and  upon  the  clothes  of  pe- 
destrians. 

Driven  From  Highway*. 

This  condition  was  remedied  by  driv- 
ing the  pests  from  highways  for  a  dis- 
tance of  50  to  100  feet.  Enormous 
wire  screens,  coated  with  a  sticky  sub- 
stance to  entangle  them,  erected  to  the 
windward  of  infected  woods,  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  many  young  cater- 
pillars, suspended  by  their  silken 
thread,  were  carried  by  the  wind  to  a 
distance  of  six  miles  or  more,  and  the 
attackin"g  forces  are  now  concentrat- 
ing their  efforts  along  the  border  of 
spread.  As  an  added  precaution  to  a 
spread  of  the  pests,  all  products 
shipped  from  the  infested  region  are 
rigidly  Inspected  for  the  larvae  of  the 
Insect.  The  female  brown-tail  moth 
Is  a  strong  flyer,  but  fortunately  she 
is  not  so  hard  to  control.  Early  spring 
and  fall  spraying  and  the  cutting  off 
and  burning  of  the  characteristic  win- 
ter nests  have  brought  wonderful  re- 
sults. 

The  principle  money  loss  caused  by 
the  latt-3r  pest  occurs  at  the  summer 
resort,  where  the  prevalence  of  what 
has  come  to  be  known  as  the  "brown- 
tail  rash"  keeps  people  away.  The 
hairs  of  the  brown-tall  caterpillar  are 
finely  barbed  and  brittle,  and  where 
they  come  in  contact  with  the  human 
skin  these  hairs  enter  the  skin  pores, 
break  off,  and  cause  a  severe  irrita- 
tion. It  Is  not  always  necessary  for 
the  caterpillar  to  come  in  contact  w^ith

BY  AN  AUTO 

Five  -  Year  -  Old      Richard 

Gonyea  Darts  in  Front 

of  Car. 


Playing  in  Street  at  Lake- 
side When  Accident 
Happened, 


Little  Richard  Gonyea,  6  years  old, 
■was  instantly  killed  while  playing  in 
the  street  near  Fifty-second  avenue 
east  and  Superior  street  about  10 
o'clock  this  morning-,  when  he  was 
Etruck  by  an  automobile  driven  by 
Rollin  Knudsen,  son  of  H.  B.  Knudsen. 

Richard  was  playing  with  about  a 
dozen  other  children  between  Fifty- 
second  and  Fifty-third  avenues  east. 
The  boys  had  been  placing  stones  on 
the  street  car  tracks  and,  after  a  cttr 
would  pass,  they  would  run  out  to  see 
what    had    become    of   the   stones. 

Just  as  a  Lakeside  car  had  passed 
them,  going  west,  the  boys  rushed  out 
on  the  street  to  see  the  stones.  Mr. 
•Knudsen's  car  w^a»  going  east  at  about 
fifteen  miles  an  hour  when  Richard 
darted  right  in  front  of  the  machine. 
The  lad  apparently  did  not  notice  the 
automobile  and  he  was  struck  by  the 
axle  of  the  front  wheels.  The  blow 
broke  the  child's  skull,  killing  him  in- 
stantly. 

The  police  were  notified  immediate- 
ly after  the  accident  and  the  police 
ambulance  was  sent  out.  When  it  was 
seen  that  the  boy  was  dead,  the  body 
was  taken  to  the  home  of  his  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Gonyea,  5226 
Colorado  street.  Mr.  Knudsen  accom- 
panied the  body  and  offered  to  do  any- 
thing in  his  power  to  aid  the  family 
in  their  trouble.  He  felt  his  position 
keenly,  but  says  he  could  not  see  how 
his  son  could  have  avoided  it.  Mr. 
Gonyea  is  ill  at  home  at  present  and 
the  mother  was  out  working  when  the 
accident  happened.  They  have  six 
children. 

In  the  car  besides  Mr.  Knudsen  and 
Rollin,  both  of  whom  were  in  th« 
front  seat,  were  Mrs.  E.  M.  Ferguson 
and  her  daughter  Marjorle  of  St.  Paul 
and  Mrs.   N.  B.   Morrison.

THE  STOCK  EXCHANGES  CLOSE. 

The  New  York  stock  exchange 
didn't  open  this  morning,  and  prac- 
tically every  exchange,  in  the  world 
is  out   of  business  today. 

And  that  is  unquestionably  a  good 
thing,  even  if  those  who  are  left  car- 
rying margin  trades  from  which  they 
cannot  escape  find  difficulty  in  appre- 
ciating it. 

In  a  time  of  world-wide  apprehen- 
sion such  as  the  threatened  war  in 
Europe  has  brought  about,  common 
sense  is  driven  from  the  field  of  spec- 
ulation. Values  are  lost  sight  of,  and 
gold  dollars  can  be  bought  for  a 
song  but  can  hardly  be  soJd  for  any- 
thing. It  is  a  folly  to  keep  the  mar- 
kets open  in  the  face  of  such  a  con- 
dition, and  whether  it  is  because 
American  buyers  are  not  yet  ready  to 
absorb  the  flood  of  European-held 
American  securities  that  was  being 
poured  upon  the  markets,  or  simply 
an  ordinary  precaution  against  a 
senseless  wiping  out  of  values,  the 
suspension  of  trading  is  wise — is,  in- 
deed, the  only  thing  to  do. 

This  aspect  of  the  situation  will 
soon  pass.  This  is  a  moment  of 
panic,  attendant  upon  the  probable 
outbreak  of  the  world's  worst  war. 
Presently  the  situation  will  be  calmer, 
for  man  quickly  adjusts  himself  even 
to  such  abnormal  conditions  as  those 
of  a  universal  war.  Sense  and  judg- 
ment, temporarily  driven  out  by 
panic  and  fear,  will  quickly  return  to 
assume  the  seat  of  power;  and  then 
the  markets  can  be  opened  again  with 
a  reasonable  assurance  that  their  bus- 
iness can  be  handled  with  safety  to 
the   general   interests. 

Today,  to  keep  the  markets  open 
would  be  to  invite  a  world-wide  panic. 
To  close  them  is  to  avert  it  until  this 
gust  of  sertseless  panic  passes  over. 


Wonder  if  G.  Washington  foresaw 
anything  like  this  when  he  wrote  that 
about  "entangling  alllancea?" 


ARMING  FOR  PEACE. 

The  final  excuse  for  large  arma- 
ments, when  all  others  fail,  is  that 
they  are  necessary  to  preserve  peace. 

It  looks  now  as  though  the  world 
were  about  to  witness  the  catas- 
trophic explosion  of  that  silliest  of 
arguments  for  the  silliest  and  most 
sinister  of  causes.

Now  Cleary  is  in  prison  charged 
with  murder.  He  is  said  to  be  almost 
crazy  with  remorse.  His  excuse  is 
that  he  thought  the  boy  had  wronged 
his  daughter,  and  had  not  married  her. 
He  did  not  stop  to  ask  if  they  had 
married.  He  did  not  even  give  him 
a  chance  to  say  that  they  were  mar- 
ried. He  killed  him  before  he  could 
utter  a  word  of  explanation. 

He  acted,  and  now  he  is  thinking. 
Thinking  has  made  him  "almost 
crazy,"  but  it  will  not  bring  the  dead 
boy  back  to  life. 

Think  first,  and  then  act,  seems  like 
a  very  simple  rule  that  nobody  should 
have  to  be  taught.

A  general  war  at  this  day  of  civili- 
zation and  enlightenment  would  be  so 
preposterous  an  anachronism  that  the 
peril  appears  but  a  nightmare.  But 
It  la  real  enough,  though  It  may.  be 
staved  off  again  as  in  the  past.  Nor  is 
It  due  to  a  mere  ebullition  of  blood- 
madness,  as  many  think,  who  c(p  not 
inquire  into  fundamental  causes.  In 
each  case  there  Is  a  fear  or  a  hope  or 
a  grievance  strong  enough  to  exert  a 
very  dangerous  Influence  wherever 
trouble  arises. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  of  late  to 
prove  that  war  is  becoming  Impossible 
because  It  does  not  pay,  and  because 
the  world  is  becoming  commercialized. 
Certainly  international  capital  Is  a 
powerful  agency  for  peace,  except 
when  It  happens  to  be  interested  In 
munitions  of  war.  But  It  seldom  hap- 
pens that  the  Issue  of  war  or  peace 
can  be  stated  In  terms  of  dollars  and 
cents,  and  in  the  present  case,  while 
sober  business  Interests  will  work  for 
peace,  there  are  complicating  factors 
difficult  to  control.  None  of  the  coun- 
tries concerned  Is  under  the  illusion 
that  war  on  so,  portentlous  a  scale 
would  "pay."  It  Is  worth  while,  then, 
to  consider  what  contralns  each  of  the 
nations   caught    in   the  devil's   coll. 

Austria  would  be  fighting  to  crush 
pan-SIavlc  agitation  among  her  sub- 
jects and  Incidentally  to  extend  Aus- 
trian domination  on  the  Balkan  penin- 
sula. 

Servia  would  be  fighting  to  resist 
subjugation  by  Austria,  and  incident- 
ally to  release  6,000,000  Serbs  from 
Austrian  despotism. 

Russia  would  be  fighting  to  main- 
tain her  prestige  as  head  of  the  Slavic 
race  and  Incidentally  to  establish 
Russian  hegemony  In  the  near*  Bast. 

Germany  would  be  fighting  to  fulfil 
her  treaty  obligations  to  her  ally  Aus- 
tria, and  incidentally  to  cripple  for  a 
generation  the  rising  power  of  Russia, 
which  Is  a  menace   on  the  Baltic. 

France  would  be  fighting  as  the 
ally  of  Russia,  and  incidentally  to  re- 
cover the  lost  provinces  of  Alsace- 
Lorraine. 

Italy  would  be  fighting  as  the  ally 
of  Germany  and  Austria,  and  Inci- 
dentally to  safeguard  her  Interests  in 
Albania. 

England  would  be  fighting  to  sup- 
port France  and  Russia  in  their  effort 
to  cripple  her  naval  rival  Germany, 
and  Incidentally  to  preserve  the  bal- 
ance of  power. 

It  win  be  seen  that  the  chain  grows 
weaker  as  it  stretches  out:  England 
and  Italy  are  not  Involved  as  deeply  as 
the  powers  at  the  center.  Italy  Is  a 
member  of  the  triple  alliance,  but 
Austria  and  Germany  have  a  special 
treaty  which  makes  them  on  this  ques- 
tion practically  one  pow^er.  England 
has  cast  In  Its  fortunes  with  the  triple 
entente,  but  not  irrevocably;  there  la 
no  such  nexus  as  between  France  and 
Russia.  France  looks  to  Russia  as  a 
protection  against  the  German  menace; 
therefore,  for  France  to  fall  in  loy- 
alty to  Russia  would  be  suicidal. 

But  till  war  actually  comes,  France 
Is  free  to  work  for  peace,  and  Itf  in- 
fluence Is  now  being  cast  on  that  side. 
Equally  against  war  are  England  and 
Italy,  and  being  serai-detached  mem- 
bers of  the  alliance,  with  no  concern 
in  the  immediate  cause  of  war  or  in 
the  rivalry  between  Slav  and  Teuton, 
it  would  be  natural  for  them  to  pair 
off  and  remain  neutral.  Yet  Italy 
could  not  with  equanimity  sea  the 
eastern  shore  of  the  Adriatic,  Includ- 
ing Southern  Albania,  fall  Into  the 
hands  of  another  power,  and  might 
become  Involved  In  case  a  great  war 
should  once  start.  Under  those  con- 
ditions England,  too,  might  find  it 
difficult  to  hold  aloof.  In  this  chain 
of  cause  and  effect  lies  the  danger  that 
if  war  should  once  start,  it  would  take 
in  nearly  the  whole  of   Europe.

They  pointed  out  to 
him  in  a  convincing  way  that. he  knew 
the  names  of  the  persons,  who  w^ere 
giving  the  affair;  that  it  would  be  an 
easy  thing  for  hlra  to  describe  the 
floral  decorations,  the  costumes  of  the 
women  In  a  general  way,  and  so  on. 

Browne  lingered,  but  with  a  firm  de- 
termination, as  he  afterward  explained 
to  his  acquaintances,  of  paying  a  visit 
to  the  house.

Brown^Vhadl'  a  way  of  feigning  Inno- 
cence and  trtjur^d  feelings,  and  he  was 
able  to  shed  real  tears  when  Increasing 
the  humor  of  a  situation  that  might 
otherwise  be  consldefed  as  serious.  The 
story  IS  told  of  another  time  when 
Bro^wne  was  given  an  assignment  to  re- 
port what  promised  to  be  the  principal 
society  event  of  the  Reason.  The  elite 
of  the  city  were  to  give  a  concert  for 
the  benefit  of  charity.  Browne's  copy 
went  lUr  without  being  passed  upon  by 
the  city  editor.  When  the  paper  ap- 
peared next  morning  Cleveland's  Four 
Hundred  were  thrown  Into  spasms. 
Browne  Ixad  given  a  faithful  picture  of 
the  event  down  to  the  description  of 
the  basso,  a  young  society  man.  He 
treated  this  character  something  like 
this: 

"He  has  a  voice  of  peculiar  evenness 
and  symmetry.

Out  of  that  school  which  met 
beneath  a  tree  has  grown  an  institu- 
tion that  win 'be  one  of  the  things 
which  will  save  the  South  from  its 
worst  foe — the  Ignorance  that  keeps 
men  upon  a  plane  with  the  beasts  of 
the  field.

Financial  World:  The  financial  doc- 
tors have  another  patient  to  treat  for 
anemia.  But  the  patient  this  time  is 
not  a  new  one,  but  an  old  sick  one 
that  has  required  treatment  In  the 
past  for  a  weakened  constitution.  The 
lame  duck  is  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton 
&  Dayton,  which  waa  subjected  by 
Eugene  Zimmerman  to  such  an  infu- 
sion of  watered  securities  that  period- 
ically it  is  attacked  with  arterlo 
sclerosis  in  net  incoine  and  forthwith 
goes  to  the  hospital  for  crippled  rail- 
roads. 

On  Thursday  a  receiver  was  ap- 
pointed for  the  company,  only  one  day 
after  the  road  declared  it  was  unable 
to  pay  the  interest  on  over  $9,000,000 
of  bonds  and  another  $9,000,000  of  the 
Pere  Marquette  refunding  bonds  whose 
Interest  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  & 
Dayton  had  guaranteed. 

The  failure  hits  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio.  In  1909  Morgan  drove  a  sharp 
bargain  with  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  by 
which  it  was  to  take  over  the  Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton  &  Dayton  under  an. 
option,  and  in  the  meantime  guaran- 
tee interest  upon  certain  of  Its  bonds. 
Morgan's  influence  at  the  time  was 
dominant  in  the  Baltimore  8c  Ohio.  To 
that  company's  shareholders  fell  the 
burden  to  keep  this  Morgan-atic  alli- 
ance intact  'as  it  has  cost  them  over 
$28,000,000  in  earningrs  so  far  and  atlll 
the  sacrifice  was  unavailing. 

Zimmerman. handed  Morgan  the  gold 
brtck.  Morgan  to  the  end  never  for- 
gave the  Western  railroad  man  for 
outbargaining  him.  When  Morgan 
found  be  had  this  white  elephant  tied 
to  his  chariot,  he  first  endeavored  to 
transfer  it  to  the  Erie,  but  Harriman^ 
who  waa  too  rtirewd  a  railroad  man 
to  be  easily  misguided,  foreaaw  what 
might  happen  to  the  new  acquisition 
In  the  future  and  abruptly  handed  the 
so-called  bargain  back  to  Morgan. 

Unfortunately  for  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio,  it  had  no  Harrlman  to  advise  it 
and  consequently  It  %m  out  more  than 
$23,000,000.  far  the  recovery  of  which 
It  win  have  to  take  equal  chancea  with 
the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  A  Dayton's 
other  creditors.

The  continuation  course  at  the  Du- 
luth  Central  high  school  came  to  a 
close  thl8  afternoon  after  a  term  of 
six  weeks.  From  now  until  the  fall 
term  opens  the  «;hildren  of  the  city 
will  have  a  holiday  from  all  school 
duties. 

The  summer  school  this  year  has 
been  very  successful  from  every  point 
o*  view.  The  enrollment  has  been  294. 
which  is  an  increase  of  ninety  over 
last  year's  attendance.  The  work  Is 
for  all  pupils  from  the  fifth  grade  up 
through  the  high  school.  Those  who 
attend  have  the  opportunity  of  mak- 
ing up  any  work  that  they  may  be 
delinquent  in.  Those  who  wish  to  do 
work  in  advance  of  the  regular  school 
term  may  also  take  advantage  of  this 
course. 

The  class  work  was  conducted  by  a 
competent  corps  of  teachers,  most  of 
them  being  chosen  from  the  regular 
nigh  school  staff  of  instructors.  Be- 
sides regular  courses  there  was  work 
In  manual  training,  mechanical  draw- 
ing and  wood  working.  These  courses 
attracted  many  boys. 

A    report    that    the    sessions    of    the 


high  school  were  to  be  lengthened 
from  seven  to  eight  periods  waa  denied 
by  Supt.  R.  -E^  Denfeld. 

"Owing  to  complaints  that  the  chil- 
dren \\rere  getting  no  use  of  the  after- 
Moon  hours  of  the  day,  but  were 
spending  them  at  moving  picture  the- 
aters, we  increased  the  number  of 
periods  last  year  from  six  to  seven," 
aald  he.

CANADA  PREPARING

Will  Be  Ready  to  Help  Eng- 

gland  in  Case  of 

War. 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  July  31. — Canada  Is 
making  preparations  to  aid  Enirland 
with  regiments  should  the  mother 
country  become  Involved  in  the  Euro- 
pean conflict.  An  emergency  meeting 
of  the  Canadian  militia  council  was 
held  here  yesterday.  Minister  of  Mili- 
tia Hughts  presided.

Washington.  July  31.— The  possibil- 
ity that  Japan  might  become  Involved 
in  a  general  war  should  her  ally,  Eng- 
land, be  drawn  into  the  threatened 
vortex  in  Europe  was  discussed  in  dip- 
lomatic circles  here.  The  treaty  of  al- 
liance between  Great  Britain  and  Ja- 
pan, signed  in  1906  knd  renewed  in 
ISll,  provides  that  tho  countries  shall 
support  each  other  in- the  event  of  an 
attack  or  aggressive  action  against 
either  In  Eastern  Asia  or  India  by  an- 
other power.

IN  DEFENSE 
OFJBEATY 

Secretary      Bryan     Gives 

Reasons  Why  Colombia 

Should  Be  Paid. 


Treaty  Deals  With  Situa- 
tion as  It  Presents 
Itself  Today. 


Waahlngrton,  July  tl.— A  second  for- 
mal statement  In  defense  of  the  pro- 
posed Colombian  treaty  was  Issued 
last  night  by  Secretary  Bryan.  With- 
out mentioning  Col.  Roosevelt.  Mr, 
Bryan  replied  to  arguments  advanced 
by  the  former  president  in  his  attacks 
upon  the  administration's  proposal  to 
pay  Colombia  $25,000,000  In  settlement 
of  claima  ffrowin^  out  of  the  separa- 
tion of  Panama  and  acquisition  of  the 
canal    zone    by    the    United    States. 

Reiterating  his  declaration  that  in 
considering  the  treaty  it  is  not  nec- 
essary to  examine  into  the  merits  of 
the  controversy  over  the  action  of  the 
United  States  in  1903,  the  secretary 
urged  that  even  If  the  United  States 
in  acquiring  the  canal  zone  was  exer- 
cising a  right  of  eminent  domain.  It 
was  not  relieved  of  liability  for  actual 
damages  resulting  to  Colombia. 
Would    Hear    the    Colonel. 

Col.  Roosevelt  recently  asked  the 
senate  foreign  resolutions  committee 
to  hear  a  statement  from  him  before 
reporting  the  pending  treaty.  Chair- 
man Stone  replied  that  if  the  commit- 
tee decided  to  pass  upon  the  conven- 
tion at  this  session  it  would  be  glad 
to  hear  from  the  colonel,  but  the  gen- 
eral understanding  is  that  the  matter 
will   go   over   until    December. 

Secretary  Bryan's  statement  follows: 

"In  considering  the  treaty  with  Co- 
lombia, laid  before  the  senate  for  rati- 
fication, it  is  not  necessary  to  exam- 
ine into  the  merits  of  the  controversy 
relating  to  the  action  of  the  United 
States  in  1903.  The  present  treaty 
deals  with  the  situation  as  it  presents 
itself  today,  and  it  Is  fully  justified, 
no  m»tter  what  theory  one  may  adopt 
as  to^the  course  pursued  by  our  nation 
In  connection  with  the  separation  of 
Panama  from  Colombia.  It  is  con- 
tended by  some  that  the  action  taken 
by  the  United  States  was  based  upon 
the  necessities  of  the  case,  and  those 
necessities,  as  stated  by  those  who 
take  this  position  are,  that  Colombia 
was  not  able  to  build  the  canal  herself 
and  was  not  willing  to  sell  to  the 
United  States  upon  reasonable  terras 
the   right  to  build   the  canal. 

Liable    for   Actual    DamaKen. 

"Those  who  take  this  position  put 
the  United  States  in  the  attitude  of 
exercising  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
in  the  interests  of  the  world's  com- 
merce: but  the  exercise  of.  the  right  of 
eminent  domain  does  not  relieve  those 
who  exercise  It  of  liability  for  actual 
damages  suffered.  Take,  for  illustra- 
tion, the  condemning  of  a  block  of 
ground  for  a  public  building.  Suppose 
that  every  lot  owner  excepting  one  Is 
willing  to  sell  his  land  to  the  govern- 
ment at  its  market  value,  but  that 
one  of  the  lot  owners,  whose  lot  is 
neceSsary  to  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing, asks  more  than  the  land  Is  worth. 
The  government  proceeds  to  condemn 
the  property,  but  it  does  not  attempt 
to  escape  from  the  payment  of  what 
the  land  Is  actually  worth,  and  the  ac- 
tual value  of  the  property  is  not  re- 
duced one  dollar  by  any  effort  that 
the  owner  may  make  to  obtain  for  It 
more   than    it    is   worth. 

"If  It  is  contended  that  the  price 
offered  by  the  United  States  prior  to 
Panama's  separation  was  a  reasonable 
one  and  that  Colombia  ought  to  have 
accepted  it.  that  valuation  cannot  be 
reduced  merely  because  Colombia  was 
not  willing  to  accept  the  offer.  The 
price  then  offered  was  approximat'^ly 
$17.500.000— $10,000,000  cash  and  $250.- 
000  a  year  for  a  hundred  years,  which 
could  be  capitalized  at  $r, BOO. 000.  But 
when  this  price  was  offered  it  wa«  un- 
derstood  that   Colombia    would    retain 


the  state  ot^J^iyiftma  and  have  the  ad- 
vantages toHSe  aerived  from  proximity 
to  the  canal.

"What  JusUcMpr  ta.imes8  can  there 
be  In  the  qHiiwitlon  that,  Colombia 
haviug  refuwB  ft  accept  a  fair  price, 
is  nut  entitll^  Jflj  any  damages  at  all? 
The  payment  ablHlhe  if  26,000,000  provid- 
ed for  in  thi  W'aty  now  before  the 
senate  is  onA  aS'reasonable  compen  'a- 
tion  fur  damngn  actually  auftured — 
damages  thai  ouKht  to  be  paid,  no  mat- 
ter what  t)it3or«  one  adopts  in  regard 
to  the  actitfii  or  the  United  States  or 
the  action  of  Colombia  in  1903.  The 
above  argument  Is  based  upon  the 
theory  adoptee^  by  those  who  say  Co- 
lombia was  entirely  in  the  wrong  in 
refusing  to  accept  the  offer  made  by 
the  United  States,  but  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  this  theory  la  disputed 
by  the  people  of  Colombia,  who  de- 
fended the  position  their  government 
then  took  a.nd  who  have  ever  since 
asked  that  the  controversy  be  arbi- 
trated  by   some   impartial   tribunal. 

"The  reopening  at  this  time  of  thd 
original  controversy  la  not  only  unne- 
cessary, but  objectionable,  first,  be- 
cause It  diverts  attention  from  the 
present  situation  with  which  we  have 
to  deal;  and  second,  because  it  would 
revive,  both  here  and  in  Colombia,  the 
very  feeling  of  unfriendliness  which  It 
Is  dt'sirable  to  allay.  The  treaty  Is  In- 
tended to  restore  friendship  and  good 
will  between  these  nations,  and  this 
can  be  done  by  dealing  with  the  situ- 
ation as  it  now  presents  Itself,  without 
renewing  the  discussion  as  to  the  mer- 
its of  the  positions  originally  taken  by 
the  two  governm«Bt8  respectively."

Rats  Chew  Bindings  and 

Mutilate  Some  Valuable 

Records. 

Columbus,  Ohio,  July  31. — A  fierce 
army  has  invaded  the  state  house,  and 
how  to  repulse  it  la  a  problem  wh<ch 
Adjt.  Gen.  George  H.  Wood  and  the  of- 
ficers comprising'  the  strategy  board  of 
the  Ohio  national  guard  are  trying  to 
solve.  The  army  is  one  of  rats,  mostly 
of  the  larg*  and  voracioua  variety, 
and  the  only  part  of  the  building 
which  they  ha,v»*not  thus  far  succe  :d- 
ed  in  Investing  is  the  dome,  reached 
only  after  clambering  long  and  tortu- 
ous winding  stairs.  The  military  arm 
of  the  state  hopes  to  check  their  ad- 
vance and  prevent  the  rodents  -i-om 
taking   possession   of    it. 

If  the  Pied  Piper  of  Haraelin,  about 
whom  we  used  to  read  in  the  school 
books,  who  lurej(^  the  rats  from  their 
haunts  by  the  chftrm  of  his  music,  were 
living  now,  he  ifc-ould  have  no  trouble 
in  getting  a  job  at  the  state  house, 
regardless  of  his  political  affiliations. 
Some  agency  as  potential  as  his  is  bsd- 
ly  needed  to  ek terminate  the  rodents 
from  the  big  building. 

For  mouths  they  have  been  increas- 
ing in  numbers  ^nd  boldness,  and  they 
have  become  not  only  a  nuisance,  bivt 
a  positive  %irinunt.  They  overrun 
the  basemenlrSBd  make  nightly  excur- 
sions to  the  various  offices,  doing"  dam- 
age wherever  they  go.  They  have  a 
most  atrocious  appetite,  manifesting  an 
inordinate  fondness  for  the  mucilage 
of  the  bindings  of  official  records  and 
bound  volumes.  Th«y  have  mutilated 
a  number  of  valuable  records.

He  hurls  coal 
at  them,  but  they  scamper  away  for  a 
time,  returning  In  due  time  with  a 
kind  of  never  touched  me  air. 

"There  is  one  big  brown  fellow  who 
always  khows  up  about  midnight."  said 
Howard.  "He  seems  to  know  that  's 
our  lunch  time,  and  he  comes  aforag- 
ing.  He  slips  up  close,  snatches  some 
crumbs,  and  then  Is  away  like  a  flash. 
Some  joker  he  ia.  too.  The  other  night 
he  ran  out  in  the  middle  of  the  floor, 
sat  upon  his  haunches  saucily  and 
naughtily,  and  actually  winked  at  me." 


The  Little  Girl's  Weak  Ankles 


CORES  of  girls  from  8  to  1« 
years  old  are  wearing  arch 
supports  or  ankle  braces  on 
the  suggestion   of  unqualified 

advisers.       and       laying       the 

foundation  for  much  future 
trouble  from  "pronated"  feet,  or  weak 
ankles. 

If  you  should  discover  that  your 
arm  is  growing  weak  would  you  put 
it  In  a  splint  and  think  no  more  about 
it?  Of  course  not.  On  the  contrary, 
you  would  endeavor  to  strengthen  It 
by  proper  exercise,  or  else  you  would 
go  and  show  it  to  your  doctor.  A  weak 
arm  deserves  no  more  careful  manage- 
ment than  a  weak  foot. 

The    Signs. 

Little  girls  with  weak  ankles-  are 
apt  to  wear  off  the  inside  of  the  heel 
and  sole  more  quickly  than  the  out- 
side. They  turn  out  their  toes  too  far 
when  walking.  They  tire  too  soon 
when  playing.  They  complain  of  pain 
in  the  calves,  knees,  hips  or  back. 
These  pains  are  more  in  the  nature  of 
dull  aches — fatigue  pains — and  too 
often  parents  dismiss  them  hastily  as 
"growing  pains" — as  though  it  could 
hurt  to  grow! 

When  the  little  girl  stands  erect  In 
front  of  the  observer  it  will  be  noticed 
that  her  ankles  are  inclined  to  roll 
inward,  one  more  than  the  other  per- 
haps. If  she  stands  on  her  feet  for 
any  length  of  time  she  will  assume  a 
slouched  posture,  in  the  effort  to  favor 
one  or  the  other  foot,  and  the  faulty 
posture  throws  the  entire  skeleton  out 
of  plumb,  so  that  spinal  curvature 
sometimes  follows. 

PreveatioM  of  Weak  Feet. 

The  shoe  should  have  a  straight  In- 
side line — the  toes  should  be  nearly,  if 
not  quite,  touching  when  the  shoes 
stand  side  by  side  with  the  heels 
touching.  This  is  the  normal,  unde- 
naturized  position  of  the  foot. 

The  heels  should  be  wide,  long  and 
low.  preferably  "spring**  heels,  and  the 
heels  must  not  be  run  over  very  long 
without  repair.  It  is  a  good  plan  to 
have  a  quarter-inch  lift  on  the  inner 
border    of    the    aole    and    heel    of    each 

foot. 

The  child  must  ba  urged  to  toa 
straight  ahead  in  walking,  and  not  out- 
ward. This  prevents  the  tendency  to 
inward  rolling  ot  the  ankle  when 
walking.

Tumors 
are  almost  always  amenable  to  opera- 
tion; they  do  not  necessarily  require  i 
any  treatment.  Cancer  must  be  oper- 
ated on  as   the  only  hope.

Tokio,  July  21. — The  political  ma- 
chine which  for  ten  years  has  domin- 
ated municipal  government  in  Tokio 
was  demolished  by  the  reformers  at 
the  recent  municipal  elections.  So  seri- 
ous was  the  reverse  that  the  organiza- 
tion, which  was  known  as  the  Toki- 
wakai,  and  which  has  been  called  To- 
klo's  Tammany,"  has  been  dissolved  al- 
together. 

The  good  government  party  regards 
the  overthrow  of  the  organization  as 
a  signal  victory,  and  Indicative  of  the 
general    reform   movement     which      is 


sweeping  over  Japan  in  all  branches 
of  political  life.  For  the  last  ten 
years  they  had  fought  to  eliminate  the 
Toklwakal  majority  In  the  municipal 
assembly,  but  each  successive  attempt 
met  with  failure,  until  this  year  they 
have  not  only  removed  the  objection- 
able majority,  but  also  defeated  its 
leader,  S.  Morlkubo,  In  whom  they 
saw  all  of  the  party's  corruption  per- 
sonified. 

Same    Old    Charges. 

The  charges  were  similar  to  those 
j  which  have  characterized  so  many 
municipal  upheavals  in  America — 
harmful  patronage,  corruption  in  the 
distribution  of  contracts  for  public 
works  and  general  graft. 

The  success  this  year  was  due  large- 
ly to  the  younger  element,  which  was 
organized  into  an  anti-machine  body. 
Public  meetings  were  held  and  almost 
every  means  of  political  publicity  uti- 
lized to  arouse  the  voters  to  the  ur- 
gency of  good  government.  The  elec- 
tion continued  for  three  days,  at  the 
end  of  which  the  reformists  had  cap- 
tured all  but  twenty-one  of  the  seven- 
ty-flve  seats  in  the  assembly.  Morl- 
kubo, the  ousted  leader,  thereupon  in- 
vited his  fellow  victims  to  a  meeting 
at  which  it  was  voted  to  dissolve  the 
association. 

The  new  organization  In  power  is 
known  as  the  Municipal  Government 
club.  They  are  not  content  with  re- 
forming municipal  politics  alone,  how- 
ever, and  have  already  begun  a  vigor- 
ous campaign  to  establish  themselves 
In  the  national  house  of  representa- 
tives, where  the  Seiyukal,  or  Conser- 
vative party,  will  be  the  object  of  its 
attack.  The  Seiyukal  has  a  large  ma- 
jority in  the  diet,  and  since  It  was 
linked  with  the  now  defunct  Tokl- 
wakal, It  appears  to  be  in  danger  of 
losing  its  power. 

The      present      Okuma      cabinet      is 


backed  by  groups  hostile  to  the  Seiy- 
ukal. If  unable  to  carry  through  his 
program  in  the  face  of  an  oppo.slng 
majority,  Count  Okuma  would  be  like- 
ly to  dissolve  the  diet  and  give  the 
people  an  opportunity  to  register  their 
will  at  new  elections. 

Suffrage   Question. 

An  interesting  phase  of  the  suffrage 
question  was  seen  in  the  recent  muni- 
cipal elections.  The  suffrage  is  Vv,-ry 
restricted,  there  being  three  classes 
of  voters,  classified  according  to  the 
amount  of  tax   they  pay. 

Taking  the  city  as  a  whole,  about 
one  householder  in  thirteen  has  a  vote. 
Each  grade  of  voters  elects  twenty- 
five  asst  mblymen.  The  voters  of  the 
first  grade  number  only  1,187.  The 
second  category  has  6.12«  electors.  The 

rreat  majority  of  voters,  namely  49.- 
48,  out  of  the  total  of  67,271,  are 
found  In  the  third  grado.  To  be 
qualified  for  this  grade  the  citizen 
must  pay  a  land  tax  or  else  an  impe- 
rial tax  to  the  amount  of  2  yen  yearly. 

The  election  of  the  assemblymen  of 
the  third  grade  was  regarded  as  most 
closely  expressing  the  popular  will.  In 
every  street  leading  to  the  voting 
booth  the  candidates  had  established 
committee  rooms  where  there  was  a 
good  deal   of  smoking  and   talking. 

Formerly  tea  and  refreshments  were 
at  the  disposal  oT  the  thirsty  or  hun- 
gry voter,  but  today  the  government, 
following  the  Ideas  of  the  West,  per- 
mits only  moral  suasion.  The  voter 
approached  the  outer  office  of  the  elec- 
tion hall,  gave  his  name  and  address 
and  was  supplied  with  a  ballot.  An- 
other official  checked  and  stamped  the 
ballot.  The  voter  then  passed  up- 
stairs to  the  voting  room  where  his 
ballot  was  again  supervised.  Finally 
and  handed  over  his  bollot  to  the 
and  handed  ocver  his  ballot  to  the 
officials.

Shipments  of  butter  from  here  to 
Buffalo,  via  package  freight  steamers 
arc  ••'aid  to  be  remarkably  well  niam- 
talntd,  and  it  is  taken  as  assured  that 
increased  facilities  will  be  necessary 
next  season  to  accommodate  the  irar- 
fic  It  is  averred  by  the  Bridgenian- 
Kiissell  company  and  the  Victor  Prod- 
uce company,  that  Eastern  orders  con- 
tinue to  exceed  their  most  sanguine 
expectations.  The  volume  of  bu8ines.s 
put  through  is  said  to  be  dependent

While  eggs  remain  at  22@24  cents  a 
dozen,  a  higher  market  in  them  is  pre- 
dicted within  a  few  days.  Owing  to 
the  hot  weather,  receipts  have  dropped 
cff  to  an  extent  that  the  trade  is  now 
experiencing  difficulty  in  obtaining 
sufficient  supplies  to  cover  the  local 
requirements.  .

Jorgen  F.  Helberg.  respondent,  vs. 
Wild  Rice  Boom  company,  appel- 
lant— 

1.  The  rights  of  mill  and  other  ri- 
parian owners  upon  navigable  rivers 
are  subordinate  to  the  right  of  the 
state  to  improve  the  river  for  naviga- 
tion, and  to  the  rights  conferred  upon 
logging  corporations  organized  under 
Sec  6263  G.  S.  1913,  with  the  limita- 
tion that  the  rights  so  conferred  must 
be  exercised  in  a  reasonable  manner 
an3  so  as  lot  unnecessarily  to  injure 
or  damage  riparian  rights. 

2.  The  construction  of  flooding 
dams  by  such  corporations  Is  not  un- 
lawful, and  no  damages  can  be  recov- 
ered therefor  unless  the  construction 
thereof  and  the  conduct  of  the  same 
be    unreasonable.  ^    ^      ^. 

3.  The    charge    of    the   court   to   the 


effect  that  defendant,  a  logging  cor- 
poration had  no  rights  In  or  to  the 
river  In  question,  a  navigable  stream, 
superior  or  paramount  to  plaintiff,  a 
mill   owner,   held   error. 

4.  Evidence  held  Insufficient  to 
justify  retovcry  for  the  alleged 
nctfllgence  of  defendant  In  conducting 
a  drive  of  logs  in  consequence  of 
which  the  logs  were  permitted  to  come 
in  contact  with  the  river  bank,  thus 
injuring  plaintiff's  riparian  rights.

Statvt*^    of   Frauds   and    Trial    Condaet. 

C.   N.    Sonnesyn,   respondent,   vs.   Henry 
Hawbaker,  appellant. 

1.  Plaintiff  procured  the  sale  of  a 
tract  of  land  f^ora  a  third  party  to 
defendant,  the  contract  being  taken  in 
the  name  of  defendant.  The  evidence 
sustains  the  finding  of  the  jury  that 
it  was  agreed  between  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendant that  the  land  was  bought  for 
their  joint  benefit,  and  that,  on  plain- 
tiff    procuring     a     sale,      the      parties 

j  should  divide  the  net  profits. 

2.  Such  a  contract  was  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  partnership  or  joint  adven- 
ture, and  was  not  the  sale  to  plaintiff 
of  an  interest  In  land,  and  was  not 
within  the  statute  of  frauds.

RICHARySPENCER  DIES. 

Former  Sheriff  of  Gogebic  County  Is 
Victim* of  Partiiysis. 

Bessemer; '  Mich..  July  31. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Richard  Spencer  died 
at  the  family  home  Wednesday  night. 
He  had  a  paralytic  stroke  about  two 
weeks  ago  from  which  he  never  re- 
covered, his  left  side  being  paralyzed.

Commissioner  R.  Murchison,  head  of 
the  works  division,  is  planning  to 
present  to  the  council  an  amendment 
to  the  plat  ordinance  which  will  re- 
quire better  streets  and  avenues  be- 
fore any  plat  is  approved  by  the  com- 
mission.' 

He  has  received  a  copy  of  Cleve- 
land's plat  ordinance  and  finds  that  it 
requires  all  newly  platted  thorough- 
£*i"*u  i°_,?^  properly  graded  and 
ditched,  with  adequate  bridges  or  cul- 
verts over  streams  and  gulches  and  In 
such  shape  that  they  can  be  traveled 
with  safety. 

Commissioner  Murchison  states  that 
this  would  have  a  tendency  to  prevent 
promiscuous  platting.  He  also  point- 
ed out  that  the  people  buying  lots  In 
these  plats  would  have  fairly  suitable 
highways  in  front  of  their  homes,  sav- 
ing many  of  them  from  heavy  expen- 
ditures for  improvements  before  they 
have  paid  for  their  homes,  which  now 
sometimes  cause  much  hardship  upon 
residents  In  new  divisions. 

Residents  In  many  of  these  divisions, 
most  of  them«  outlying.  Mr.  Murchison 
says,  find  themselves  without  decent 
streets  and  come  In  with  petitions  for 
Improvements.  They  have  to  be  dis- 
appointed because  funds  are  not  avail- 
able. Some  of  them  want  the  city  to 
fix  up  these  streets  for  them  without 
expense  to  themselves,  which  the  city 
cannot  do,  as  the  maintenance  money 
is  needed  for  keeping  up  highways 
which  have  already  been  improved.

I  glory  In  the  spunk  of  Catherine 
B.  Davis,  commissioner  of  prisons  ia 
New  York  city.  When  the  I.  W.  W, 
agitator,  "Becky"  Edelson,  who  was 
Imprisoned  the  oth- 
er day  for  a  term 
of  three  months  on 
the  charge  of  In- 
citing a  riot,  went 
on  a  "hunger 
strike,"  Miss  Davis 
declared  that  if  she 
did  not  eat  within 
a  certain  period  she 
would  be  forcibly 
fed.

Commissioner  R  Murchison,  head  of 
the  works  division.  Is  planning  to 
present  to  the  council  an  amendment 
to  the  plat  ordinance  which  will  re- 
quire better  streets  and  avenues  be- 
fore any  plat  is  approved  by  the  com- 
mission. 

He  has  received  a  copy  of  Cleve- 
land's plat  ordinance  and  finds  that  It 
requires  all  newly  platted  thorough- 
fares to  be  properly  graded  and 
ditched,  with  adequate  bridges  or  cul- 
verts over  streams  and  gulches  and  in 
such  shape  that  they  can  be  traveled 
with  safety.

He  also  point- 
ed out  that  the  people  buying  lots  in 
these  plats  would  have  fairly  suitable 
highways  in  front  of  their  homes,  sav- 
ing many  of  them  from  heavy  expen- 
ditures for  Improvements  before  they 
have  paid  for  their  homes,  which  now 
sometimes  cause  much  hardship  upon 
residents  In  new  divisions. 

Residents  in  many  of  these  divisions, 
most  of  them*  outlying,  Mr.  Murchison 
says,  find  themselves  without  decent 
streets  and  come  in  with  petitions  for 
improvements.  They  have  to  be  dis- 
appointed because  funds  are  not  avail- 
able. Some  of  them  want  the  city  to 
fix  up  these  streets  for  them  without 
expense  to  themselves,  which  the  city 
cannot  do,  as  the  maintenance  money 
is  needed  for  keeping  up  highways 
which  have  already  been  improved. 
The  proposed  amendment  would  rem- 
edy this  condition,  the  commissioner 
believes. 

Commissioner  Murchison  said  that

HENRYWUORI 

Angora  Man  Who  Killed  His 

Two  Children  Is  Still 

at  Large. 


Family  Sorrow  and  Finan- 
cial Troubles,  Not  Drink, 
Crazed  Him. 


Virginia,  Minn.,  July  31.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — According  to  word  from 
the  Angora  section  posses  made  up  of 
deputy  sheriffs  and  many  country  peo- 
ple are  still  scouring  the  country  seek- 
ing Henry  Wuori,  the  47-year-old 
homesteader  living  eight  miles  south 
of  Angora  who  yesterday  murdered  his 
two  daughters  with  a  rifle,  attempted 
his  own  life,  and  then  fled,  badly 
woundtd  from  his  futile  attempt  at  self 
destruction  as  told  in  The  Herald.  It 
Is  not  improbable  t"hat  when  found  he 
will   be  dead. 

Grief  over  the  drowning  of  his  son 
a  year  ago  and  financial  troubles  are 
believed  to  have  made  him  crazy  and 
not  driiiit  as  first  reported  as  he  was 
not   knt><vn   to  drink. 

The  bodies  of  the  children  he  killed, 
Amelia,  aped  11,  and  Mary,  aged  9, 
will  be  buried  at  Angora.  He  tried  to 
shoot  hi.s  daughter.  Saimi,  aged  16,  but 
failed.  Wuori  was  apparently  in  his 
normal  mind  yesterday  morning.  When 
his  wife  and  little  daughter  and  hired 
man.  Henry  MakI,  went  to  the  edge  of 
the  homestead  clearing  to  pick  berries 
they  ht-ard  three  shots  and  ran  back 
to  the  house.  Th«»  elder  child  had  been 
shot  once  through  the  heart  and  died 
Instantly. 

Killed    Protecting    DoIIk. 

Mary,  the  younger  child,  had  been 
praying  on  the  floor  with  two  dolls 
when  Wuori  killed  her.  She  had  re- 
ceived only  a  superficial  wound  at  the 
first  shot  and  clasping  the  dolls  in  her 
arms  and  shielding  them  with  her  body 
h.ad  jumped  on  a  bed  where  she  was 
shot  a  second  time  through  the  heart 
and  instantly  killed. 

Wuori  then  went  outside  the  house 
and  fired  twice  at  his  older  daughter. 
She  ran  into  a  barn  and  hid  herself 
while  his  wife  and  Henry  MakI  fled 
screaming  from  the  clearing.  Wuori 
then  turned  the  rifle  on  himself.  The 
shot  carried  away  several  teeth  and  a 
piece  of  the  jaw  bone,  which  were 
found  at  the  spot  where  hf  had  stood 
when  he  attempted  hi*  I'fe.  ^e  t^^-n 
fled  to  the  woods  with  the  rifle.  The 
gun   was  empty. 

Posses  .ecoured  the  wood.«>  during  all 
of  yesterday  afternoon  and  every  ef- 
fort   to   locate    him    without    success.

Local  Engineiers  and   Fire- 
men Would  Lose  $120,- 
000  Monthly. 

Food    Supplies    Could    Be 

Brought  in  By  Lake 

Boats. 


The  impending  strike  of  the  fire- 
men and  engineers  of  the  ninety-eight 
railroads  operatinir  in  the  West  will 
be  a  costly  one  to  Duluth  if  it  is  called 
next  Friday,  as  is  threatened  by  offi- 
cials of  the  brotherhoods. 

The  strike  will  «9«t  the  engineers 
and  firemen  1120.000  per  month  in  sal- 
aries alone,  at  a  very  conservative  es- 
timate. The  engineers  will  lose  $76.- 
000  and  the  firemen  $45,000.  There 
are  about  600  men  on  each  side  of  the 
cabs  in  Duluth. 

Union  Men  a  Unit. 

The  members  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Firemen  and  Enginemen 
and  the  Brotherhood  of  Locomotive 
Engineers  are  a  unit  in  the  strike  con- 
troversy and  they  would  go  out  in  a 
body. 

This  would  completely  tie  up  the  six 
big  railroads  entering  Duluth.  accord- 
ing to  an  official  of  the  enginemen. 
and  would  leave  OTily  the  range  roads 
operating.  Along  with  the  firemen  and 
enginemen  the  trainmen  and  freight 
handlers  would  necessarily  be  thrown 
out  of  employment  by  the  conseauent 
tie-up. 

The  engineers'  and  f tremens'  organ- 
izations are  well  prepared  to  stand  a 
long  strike.  The  brotherhoods,  accord- 
ing to  one  of  the  .)fficials,  are  in  bet- 
ter financial  condition  than  they  ever 
have  been  before  and  the  men  on  strike 
would  get  stipulated  sums  each  month 
The  married  men  in  the  firemen's  or- 
ganization would  get  $65  per  moqth 
and  the  single  men  |46,  from  the  gen- 
eral fund  of  the  organization.  The  en- 
gineers are  In  equally  good  shape. 
FlghUncr  For  "RlKhts." 
The  men  who  haul  the  trains  say 
they  are  fighting  for  their  rights  and 
for  the  continuance  of  working  im- 
provements they  have  been  thirty  years 
in    bringing   about. 

The  strike  is  of  vital  interest  to  the 
general  public  of  this  city  as  well  as 
to  those  directly  affected.  A  tie-up  of 
the  six  big  roads  entering  <,he  city 
would  automatically  shut  off  a  large 
part  of  the  food  supply  of  the  city.  All 
food  supplies  coming  in  by  rail  would 
be  cut  oft  by  a  general  tie-up. 

Commlaslon  Men  Would  Suffer. 
'The  commission  houses  would  be  put 
out  of  business  in  about  a  week  if 
their  shipments  were  cut  off.  This 
would  take  green  stuff  off  the  market, 
excepting  what  could  be  supplied  from 
the  farms  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city. 
The  wares  handled  by  the  commission 
man  are  perishable  and  they  cannot 
carry  large  stocks.  They  necessarily 
depend  on  daily  shipments.  Despite 
the  Jokes  about  the  cold  storage  eggs, 
the  commission  houses  have  not 
enough  in  stock  to  last  more  than  a 
few  weeks  and  If  there  are  no  more 
forthcoming  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
serious  shoptage  of  orpelets  at  the 
breakfast  table.  Butter  and  fresh 
fruits  also  would  disappear  from  the 
counters  of  Duluth  stores  in  a  short 
time.  The  etarcity  of  these  food 
stuffs  would  tend  to  send  the  prices 
skyward  and  the  general  public  would 
be  called  upon  to  -pay  a  share  of  the

Duluth  would  be  far  better  off  than 
Minneapolis  or  SI.

THE  STRIKE  SITUATION 
HERE  IN  A  NUTSHELL 

The  following  questions  were  asked 
an  ofAclul  of  tlie  Duluth  lodge  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen 
and  Enginemen,  In  resard  t*  the  ef- 
fect of  the  proposed  Mtrike  In  Duluth.

How  many  men  would  he  out  of  em- 
ployment, and  for  how  long,  if  the 
organisation    decided    to    strike? 

About  1.200  engrineers  and  firemen 
and  about  l,7O0  to  1300  train  and 
yard  men,  besides  freisht  handler*, 
etc.,  who  would  be  affected  by  a  tie-up 
of  tlte  roads.  The  strike  would  have 
to  take  place  before  it  could  be  de- 
termined how  long  the  men  would  be 
out  of  employment. 

Would  this  atHfce  tie  up  the  food 
•■ppliea  of  Duluth? 

Yes.  Insofar  as  the  supplies  handled 
by   roll    are   ceneerned. 

Are  the  men  In  shape  flnanclidiy  to 
stand  a  Ions  siege  by  the  raUroads? 

The  men  are  well  prepared  to  stand 
a  long  siege.      The  organlmation,  finan- 
cially speaking,  is  in  the  best  of  shape. 
What    are   some   of   the    main   causes 
of  the  Impending  strike? 

The  fact  that  the  seneral  managers' 
committee  refused  to  grant  a  single 
request  of  the  enginemen  and  were  so 
Insistent  on  enforetniir  their  counter- 
proposition,  whleh  would  do  away  with 
the  present  schedule  and  rules  gov- 
erning the  handling:  of  men,  which 
iiave  required  more  than  thirty  years 
to  build  up.  The  fact  that  the  rail- 
roads did  not  live  6p  to  the  last  agree- 
ment and  the  fact  that  the  duties  of 
the  men  have  been  Increased,  as  well 
a*  the  high  cost  of  living:.

Where  other  cities  will  suffer  greatly 
through  coal  stortages,  in  case  of  a 
tie-up.

Bids  for  concreting  the  two  miles  of 
the  New  Duluth  road  which  are  sched- 
uled for  Improvement  this  season  will 
be  opened  at  the  office  of  the  works 
division  Monday  morning.  This  sec- 
tion Includes  Zlmmerly  avenue  from 
Ninety-third  avenue  west  to  Common- 
wealth avenue,  and  Commonwealth 
avenue  from  Zlmmerly  avenue  to  the 
main  line  of  the  Spirit  Lake  Transfer 
company.  The  estimated  cost  is  $42,240. 

Many  contractors  have  been  asking 
for  information  and  copies  of  the 
specifications,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  bidding  will  be  quite  spirited  The 
job  is  probably  the  last  large  contract 
that  will  be  let  by  the  city  this  season 
This  work  was  petitioned  for  and  the 
cost  will  be  assessed  against  the  prop- 
erty owners,  except  the  city's  share 
for  Intersections. 

The  Intention  of  the  city  Is  to  have 
this  part  of  the  work  finished  this  faU 
Laying  the  paving  will  not  be  diffi- 
cult. The  principal  obstacle  will  be 
getting  the  material  to  the  road  and 
securing  the  large  amount  of  water 
which  will  be  needed  for  mixing  the 
concrete. 

The  rest  of  the  concrete  will  prob- 
ably be  laid  next  year.  This  has  been 
ordered  by  resolution,  as  authorized 
by  the  charter,  and  it  Is  not  expected 
that  any  remonstrance  against  it  will 
be  filed.

RARE  INDIAN  RELIC 

IN  PENNSYLVANIA, 

EgTPt,  Pa.,  July  31. — A  rare  Indian 
relic  was  found  by  a  party  of  L>ehigh 
county  historians,  who  were  on  a 
tramp  in  this  vicinity  this  week.  It  Is 
a  small,  flat  stone,  on  each  side  of 
which  is  scratched  in  profile  the  face 
of   an   Indian. 

The  find  is  regarded  as  of  much  im- 
portance, as  so  far  none  other  of  its 
kind  has  ever  been  discovered.  The 
authorities  at  the  SmithoniaA  institu- 
tion at  Washington  have  been  asked 
to  give  an  oplnioir-  on  the  stone.  The 
stone,  a  sp«cles  of  dark  sandstone,  is 
aboot  three  Inches  long  and  thr«e 
quarters  of  an  Inch  thick,  tapering  at 
both  ends.

Provincial   Government   Is 

Doing  Battle  With 

the  Pest. 

Toronto,  Ont..  July  81. — The  €>n- 
tario  department  of  agriculture, 
through  its  district  representatives.  Is 
doing  battle  with  the  army  worm. 
This  dread  pest  has  made  Its  appear- 
ance in  the  counties  of  Brant  and  Ox- 
ford, in  the  very  heart  of  teh  great 
farming  center  of  Ontario,  and  has 
been  ruining  crops.  The  army  worm  is 
one  of  the  worst  enemies  of  the  On- 
tario farmer.  He  travels  in  millions 
and  his  appetite  for  destruction  of 
growing  grain  is  enormous.  Mention 
the  army  worm  to  a  farmer  In  West- 
ern  <-)ntario  and  you  frighten  htm  so 
badly  that  his  blood  freezes  and  each 
separate  hair  stands  on  end.  The  de- 
rartment  of  agriculture  is  Just  as  ap- 
prehensive where  the  pest  is  con- 
cerned. All.  the  district  representa- 
tives of  the  department  go  about 
armed  with  the  latest  textbooks  on 
how  to  deal   with  the  worm. 

For  several  years  the  pest  has  left 
the  farms  of  Ontario  pretty  much 
alone,  having  to  spend  his  time  in 
dodging  the  parasite  that  eats  him. 
During  the  last  few  weeks  there  have 
been  rains  in^Vestem  Ontario  and  the 
natural  enemy  of  the  worm  has  got 
the  worst  of  It.  Under  these  favor- 
able auspices  millions  and  millions  of 
army  worms  have  been  hatched  out  in 
the  swamp  lands  and  along  the  creeka 
in  Oxford  and  Brant. 

Killing  everything  In  sight  along 
the  lowlands,  the  armies  have  been 
marching  up  the  slopes  to  the  higher 
elevations,  where  they  have  attacked 
the  standing  crops  of  grain  and  corn, 
devastating  whole  fields.  Farmers 
have  been  organizing  to  flght  the 
worm  and  billions  have  been  destroyed 
by  means  of  post  holes  and  burning 
coal  oil.  In  half  a  dozen  sections  of 
Brant  county  the  farmers  report  the 
presence  of  hundreds  of  millions  of 
army  worms,  and  the  same  story  comes 
from  the  adjoining  county  of  Oxford, 
where  the  farmers  have  been  battling 
to  save  their  crops.  The  scourge  has 
also  appeared  in  Waterloo  county  an4 
Wentworth  has  not  been  spared.  It  la 
no  respecter  of  farms,  either,  having 
been  discovered  in  the  fields  of  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  college  at  Guelph, 
where  the  last  word  of  scientific  agri- 
culture is  spoken,  so  far  as  this 
province  is  concerned.  That  the  gov- 
ernment farm  should  be  bitten  by  the 
worm  is  some  consolation  to  the  plain, 
ordinary  farmer  of  the  country,  hut  tt 
doesn't  compensate  him  entirely  for 
the  loss  of  his  own  crops. 

The  invasion  by  the  army  worm  has 
been  much  more  than  a  scare  and  it  is 
probable  that  special  efforts  will  be 
made  by  the  department  of  agriculture 
to  destroy  the  present  armies  and  to 
provide  every  means  of  pretention 
against  their  reappearance  In  another 
season. 


Witnesses  p%al  Life  Story 
of  John  Slider's  Com- 
mon Law  Wife. 

Two  WidoWils   Engaged   m 
Legal  Battle  for  Hus- 
band's Estate. 


In  a  bitter  strliggle  now  on  In  dis- 
trict court  between  the  two  wives  of 
th*  late  John  Dwyer  for  possession  of 
a  wrongful  death  fund  of  $1,200  be- 
longing to  the  estate  of  their  common 
husband.  Mrs.  Kmma  Dwyer,  No.  1, 
aged  57,  and  mjither  of  three,  who  is 
claiming  under'  a  common  law  mar- 
riage consummaled  several  years  ago 
in  Michigan,  has  been  brought  face  to 
face  with  a  charge  that  she  never 
seriously   regarded  the   marriage   tie. 

Without  displaying  any  emotion, 
Mrs.  Dwyer  sat  in  the  courtroom  most 
of  yesterday  afternoon  and  this  morn- 
ing and  heard  witness  after  witness 
produced  by  attorneys  for  Mrs.  Mary 
Anne  Hart  Dwyer,  aged  24,  and  mother 
of  two  children,  testify  that  since 
Dwyer  left  his  common  law  wife  eight 
years  ago  she  has  been  living  as  the 
wife  of  "Jim"  Moody,  a  negro,  and 
has  answered  to  the  name  of  Mrs. 
Moody. 

In  her  fight  for  the  small  fortune 
collected  by  reason  of  Dwycr's  death 
by  accident  on  Dec.  17,  1912,  Mrs. 
Dwyer  found  herself  forsaken  by  a^I 
except  her  two  sons.

"When  one  stops  to  consider,"  said  a 
leading  member  this  morning,  "it  will 
be  seen  that  a  strike  of  the  westei-n 
roads,  particularly  at  this  time  of  ail 
times.  Is  about  the  last  straw.  It  will 
mean  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  halt 
In  the  movement  of  this  new  bumper 
crop,  a  complete  stagnation  of  grain. 
We  have  the  outlet  here,  for  the  grain 
carriers  on  the  lakes  will  not  be  in- 
volved by  the  strike;  but  where  are  we 
going  to  get  the  grain  to  deliver  to  the 
East? 

"God  help  the  fellows  who  have  grain 
sold  in  the  East  if  this  strike  comes, 
for  they  will  not  be  able  to  deliver 
on  their  sales,  and  It  will  cost  them 
war  prices  to  get  out  from  under.  A 
strike  of  that  kind  at  this  time  is  the 
most  serious  thing  that  could  happen 
men  who  deal  in  grain.  With  the  im- 
mense crop  of  spring  wheat  and  of 
coarse  grains  In  sight  a  good  many 
deals  have  been  put  through  for  future 
delivery.  I  don't  like  to  think  of  what 
may  happen  some  if  this  strike  Is  per- 
mitted. . 

"Of  course,  there  is  still  hope  of 
settlement.  It  will  be  a  week  yet  be- 
fore the  walkout  and  something  may 
be  done  in  the  mean  time.  I  hope  it 
will   be   fixed   up."

MAINTAINED 

Northwestern     R  a  i  Iroads 
Make  Creditable  Show- 
ings for  Fiscal  Year. 


All  of  Them  Have  Earned 

Their  Customary 

Dividends. 


In  contrast  with  the  attrition  appar- 
ent among  the  Eastern  systems,  rail- 
roads operating  in  the  Northwest  made 
creditable  showings  during  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30.  All  of  them  suc- 
ceeded in  earning  their  usual  dividends. 

It  \b  estimated  that  the  Great  North- 
ern earned  a  balance  of  about  8.6  per 
cent  upon  its  $231,000,000  stock  out- 
standing as  compared  with  11.7  per 
cent  on  $210,000,000  stock  for  the  year 
previous.  The  surplus  available  for 
dividends  is  placed  at  $20,000,000. 

Through  the  first  half  of  the  year  it 
looked  as  if  Great  Northern  might  bet- 
ter Its  gross  earnings  of  the  year  be- 
fore, but  the  turn  of  the  tide  In  mid- 
winter quickly  dissipated  that  possi- 
bility. At  the  end  of  January,  its  gross 
earnings  were  $430,000  ahead  of  the 
same  period  in  the  year  before,  but  in 
the  last  five  months  a  decline  of  $3,805,- 
000  in  gross  revenues  was  met. 

Since  the  opening  of  navigation  the 
falling  off  traffic  was  ascribed  largely 
to  the  reduced  iron  ore  and  coal  move- 
ments. It  is  pointed  out  that  ore  is  a 
profitable  part  of  the  system's  traffic 
and  It  comprises  over  40  per  cent  of 
the  total  tonnage  moved.  A  sharp  im- 
provement in  ore  tonnage  is  expected 
from  now  till  the  end  of  the  season, 
and  on  the  score  of  the  crop  outlook 
in  its  territory,  officials  are  banking 
upon  a  record  traffic  during  the  fall 
months. 

No   Cut  tn   EzpenseM. 

It  is  estimated  that  Great  Northern 
made  no  drastic  cuts  in  expenses  when 
smaller  earnings  began  to  be  reported 
and  that  throughout  the  year  it  main- 
tained a  normal  expenditure  for  up- 
keep. At  the  end  of  eleven  months  for 
which  the  figures  have  been  made  up, 
the  road's  total  maintenance  outlay 
was  $728,000  higher  than  last  year, 
while     its    transportation    costs    were 


for  whatever  it  wished  to  sell;  and 
that  in  this  country  there  was  no  oc- 
casion for  any  serious  interruption  of 
the  regular  course  of  business,  either 
financial  or  mercantile." 


$121,000  lower.  The  road  Is  therefore 
placed  In  splendid  physical  condition 
to  take  care  of  a  heavy  traffic  from 
now   on. 

W.  P.  Clough,  chairman  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific,  estimates  that  the  company 
earned  7.9  per  cent  on  Its  outstanding 
capital  stock  during  the  year,  withotit 
considering  the  Income  from  the  North- 
western Improvement  company  wliich 
mounted  up  Into  substantial  figures. 
He  placed  the  road's  surplus  after  divi- 
dends  at   $2,232,000. 

Operating  officials  of  the  St.  Paul 
railroad  are  sanguine  regarding  thd 
outlook,  asserting  that  the  crop  situa- 
tion in  the  Northwest  was  never 
brighter.  They  figure  that  the  terri- 
tory served  by  the  road  produces  a 
liberal  proportion  of  the  country'* 
aggregate  food  supplies,  and  that  the 
biggest  wheat  crop  on  record  is  belngr 
harvested  over  large  sections  of  its 
mileage.  All  equipment  is  reported  to 
be  in  good  shape,  and  there  is  esti- 
mated to  be  sufficient  of  it  to  meet 
requirements  even  when  the  move- 
ment is  at  the  peak.

STIU  iS  HOPE  FOR 
PEACE,  SAYS  MORGAN 

Banker     Says     American 
Conditions  Are   In- 
herently Sound. 

New  York.  July  31. — J.  P.  Morgan 
today  issued  the  following  statement: 
"Alarming  as  the  news  is  from  Eu- 
rope, we  are  still  hoping  that  there 
will  not  be  a  general  war.  While  the 
gravity  of  the  present  situation  can 
hardly  be  exaggerated,  there  is  still 
the  opportunity  for  the  sober  second 
thought  by  people  in  Europe  to  pre- 
vail over  their  first  impulses.  If  the 
delicate  situation  can  be  held  in  abey- 
ance for  a  few  days.  I  should  expect  a 
rising  tide  of  protest  from  the  people 
who  are  to  pay  for  war  with  their 
blood  and    their  property. 

"The  situation  of  the  American  se- 
curity market  during  the  past  few 
days  has  been  a  splendid  illustration 
of  the  Inherent  soundness  of  financial 
conditions  in  this  country.  While  we 
all  earnestly  hoped  that  the  New  York 
stock  exchange  might  be  kept  open, 
the  situation  is  fraught  with  so  much 
uncertainty  that  it  seemed  necessary 
in  the  interest  of  the  whole  country 
to  close  the  exchange." 

R«aiiiiiirln8   Stateaaent. 

A  reassuring  statement  by  the  bank- 
ers of  New  York,  through  their  repre- 
sentatives and  the  clearing  house  com- 
mittee, was  issued  later.  After  the 
meeting  of  the  clearing  house  com- 
mittee an  announcement  was  made  as 
follows: 

"There  was  a  meeting  of  the  clear- 
ing house  committee  this  morning  in 
view  of  the  closing  of  the  New  York 
Stock  exchange  and  its  bearing  on  the 
general  situation.  It  was  the  opinion 
of  the  co*nmittee  that  the  business  and 
financial  condition  of  New  York  and 
the  entire  country  was  sound,  but  that 
the  situation  In  Europe  justified  ex- 
treme prudence  and  self-control  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States;  that  the 
closing  of  the  stock  exchange  was  a 
precaution  by  reason  of  the  disposition 
of  all  of  Europe  to  nuilie  it  the  market 


The  market  in  mining  stocks  was 
closed  at  Boston  today,  in  view  of  the 
panicky  situation  on  Wall  street  and 
the  other  exchanges.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  operators  that  barring  any  further 
serious  developments  in  the  European 
war  situation,  the  markets  will  reopen 
for  business  next  Monday. 

Brokers  are  of  the  opinion  that  a 
sharp  rally  is  to  be  expected  in  some 
of  the  leading  domestic  copper  issues, 
including  Butte  &  Superior,  Calumet  & 
Arizona,  Amalgamated  Copper,  Grafiby, 
North  Butte  and  Shattuck.  It  is  felt 
that  except  in  the  event  of  a  general 
European  war,  an  improvement  should 
develop  in  the  demand  for  copper  metal 
during  the  fall  months.

War  Scare  Puts  Huge  Sum 

in   Pockets   of 

Farmers. 

Europe's  war  scare  has  added  more 
than  $90,000,000  to  the  market  value 
of  the  American  wheat  crop  s'nce  Aus- 
tria's ultimatum  tJ  Servia  late  on 
Ttiursday  last. 

Prices  at  Duluth  mea.sured  bv  the 
cash  article  have  niea.iwliile  gone  up 
»%  cents  a  bushel,  comparing  Thurs- 
day's with  yesterday's  close.  Cash  No.  1 
northern  closed  yesterday  at  jl  04 
compared  with  9414  cents  last  Thurs- 
day. 

The  pressure  of  buying  orders  from 
abroad  has  n.'t  snap  Into  cvcrv  phase 
of  the  American  trade  and  given  fresh 
inducement  to  producers  to  rush  their 
wheat  to  market  before  the  advance 
subsides. 

Whether  or  not  mediation  finally 
succeeds,  the  war  scare  is  thought 
likely  to  hold  American  wheat  at  a 
somewhat  higher  level  on  account  of 
the  eagerness  which  the  foreign  mar- 
ket has  shown  in  its  effect  to  secure 
early  American  supplies. 

For  the  time  being  American  buy- 
ers for  domestic  account  seem  more 
or  less  out  of  the  market.  This  ac- 
counts for  the  comparatively  conser- 
vative advance  under  abnormal  de- 
mand. It  is  pointed  out  that  if  the 
grain  growing  country  should  turn 
buyer  instead  of  seller  on  future  con- 
tracts, prices  would  advance  materially 
beyond  the  present  level.  Prices  are 
on  an  export  basis  and  growers  and 
traders  are  interested  in  working  off 
the  surplus  before  the  Canadian  sup- 
ply   begins    to    come    in.
